Department Headquarters wag establUhed at Hotel Essex, Friday, 
April 25, at 1 P.M., for the registering of delegates and issuance of 
credentials. 

On Friday evening, April 25, at 8 p.m., the annual concert and 
ball and reception of delegates was held at the State armory, Law- 
rence, Mass. 

FIRST SESSION, SATURDAY, APRIL 26, 1919. 

The Twentieth Annual Encampment of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, United Spanbb War Veterans, opened in the State armory, 
Lawrence, Mass., in compliance with General Orders No. 6 of the 
Department of Massachusetts, and was duly called to order at 
10.30 A.M. by Department Commander Timothy W. Kelly. 

The assembly was sounded by Department Musician John J. Hille- 
gass, and the colors were escorted to the platform by Department 
Color Bearers Comrades Everard Whittemore and Louis Nordstrom. 

Prayer was offered by Department Chaplain Rev. William F. 
Dusseault. 

At this time the Department Marshal, Comrade Abner B. Jubrey, 
escorted to the platform His Honor John J. Hurley, Mayor of 
Lawrence. 

Department Commander Timothy W. Kelly; "Comrades, it is 
with great pleasure that I introduce His Honor the Mayor of Law- 
rence, one of the best friends the Spanish War Veterans have in 
Massachusetts. Stephen J. Ryan Camp No. 7, which is located 
here, gets practically everything they wish from this city, and this 
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man 13 responsible. Without any further remarks I introduce His 
Honor John J. Hurley, Mayor of Lawrence." 

Three cheers were given by the delegates for the Mayor of Law- 
rence. 

Hon. John J. Hurley, Mayor of Lawrence: "Department Com- 
mander and Delegates of this Convention: On behalf of the city 
government of Lawrence I welcome you to what we consider one 
of the best cities in New England, and I assure you that the mem- 
bers of the city government of Lawrence will lend every effort in 
their physical make-up to entertain you to the best of their ability. 
The keys of the city are at your disposal, and I myself personally 
will volunteer to do anything I can to make your stay here a pleasant 
one. 

"No doubt you have heard the unpleasant advertising the city 
of Lawrence has bad, but I feel satisfied that after you are here 
twenty-four hours more you will realize that it is a law-abiding 
community. As you go through the streets you will find no better 
streets in any city in the country, and you will find other things 
which make it a good place to live in. I assure you that I, as well 
as the other members of the city government, will do our best to en- 
tertain you. In conclusion, City Hall is open, and I will do my 
share in making your present stay here a pleasant one." 

The Department Marshal escorted His Honor John J. Hurley, 
Mayor of Lawrence, from the platform. 

At tbia time Department Commander Timothy W. Kelly in- 
structed the Department Marshal to escort to the platform Past 
Commander-in-Chief Edward J. Gihon and Past Department Com- 
manders Henry J. McCammon and Michael J. Murphy. 
- The Department Commander announced that the next order of 
business would be the reports of the Department officers and com- 
mittees. The Department Adjutant read the names of the Com-

The Department Commander announced that the Committee on 
Hesolutions would meet at 12 o'clock in the committee room. Senior 
Vice Department Commander Jere J. Shea was called to the chair, 
and Department Commander Timothy W. Kelly read his report 
for the year. 

REPORT OF THE DEPARTUENT COHMANDEB. 

Lawrbncb, MASi., April 26, 1919. 
To the Officers and Delegates of Ike Twentietk Deparlmertt Encamjnfleni. 

Comrades: — I have the honor to submit my report as your Depaxtment Com- 
mander, in accordance with the provisions of the by-laws and Rules and Regulations 
of our oi^anization. 

At the time of my installation as your Department Commander in Boston one 
year ago I promised that with your co-operation I would do everj^hing in my power 
to advance the interests of this organization, one Comrades and their dependents. 
I am now before you ^ain to render an account of what has been accomplished 
during my term of office. 

The conditions that had to be met and overcome during my administration 
have never confronted any of my predecessors, and I sincerely trust that the same 
conditions will never have to be met by my successors. Our country was still at 
war. Many Comrades had re-entered the service in the armed forces of the govern- 
ment, and many others were organizing and assisting in organizing a State Guard. 
Attendance at meetii^ was faUing off, and later on the influenza epidemic was 
sweeping the country. Boards of health in cities and towns, in the interests of the 
public, were forbidding all public gatherings. Camps were not permitted to hold 
meetings. Visitations had to be temporarily suspended. Conditions were abnormal, 
and some time elapsed before Camps were pursuing their usual course as to meet- 
ing. Practically every member of my staff was suffering from the prevailing 
malady at one time or another, and the Comrades attached to Headquarters who 
were well were everting every effort to keep ahve the interests and work of the De- 
partment. 

Notwithstanding these very great handicaps my report will show that we have 
very materially increased in membership and also financially. Without the as- 
sistance of Department officers, Camps and Comrades the measure of success at- 
tained could not have been accomplished; and I take this occasion, before my 
Comrades assembled in convention, to extend my personal, heartfelt thanlis to 
each and every Comrade within the Department who so generoiisly and ably as- 
sisted me. 
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HxASQDAItTEBS. 

My first act after my inatallalion was to appoint Comrade Dan D. Brothers of 
Camp 15, Lynn, as Department Adjutant, knowing his ability as an expert stenog- 
rapher, his Becretarial ability and training, and his apparent interest in the welfare 
of the organization. The work performed by this Comrade has jiistified hie ap- 
pointment. Under his supervision Headquarters was placed on an actively working 
basis, and was open for the transaction of business every working day during the 
year. On May 6, 1918, I appointed Comrade Wallace J. Columbus of Camp 12, 
Cambridge, First Assistant Department Adjutant. He performed his duties faith- 
fully and efficiently until compelled to resign for business reasons. On Nov. 18, 
1918, 1 appointed as his successor Comrade Charles C. Donoghue of Camp 3. 
This Comrade has proven, by his constant attendance at Department Headquarters 
and his ability in handhng the affairs of the office to which he was appoints, a 
tower of strength to the ofhcers with whom he has been associated. During the ill- 
ness of Department Adjutant Dan D. Brothers he took over his duties and per- 
formed them in a highly creditable and satisfactory manner. On June 29, 1918, 
I appointed George A. Hanna of Camp 56 Second Assistant Department Adjutant. 
He was given charge of the card index, and personally went over every card and 
brought the index up to date. The work was tedious and required much of the 
Comrade's time, but 1 found him at all times cheerful and willing to perform his 
duties. I was at my desk at Headquarters every day, and gave the correspondence 
my personal attention. All communications were answered promptly. Through 
my daily presence at Headquarters I was able to assist by advice and material help 
many Comrades who visited to consult me on matters of interest to themselves 
or the organization. 

Council of Administration. 
The Department Council of Administration held four meetings, and one referen- 
dum vote was taken and the members co-operated in every way possible. Practi- 
cally every member being present at the meetings, the most harmonious feeling 
prevailed. Their advice and suggestions were very beneficial. I beheve that the 
council should be increased by adding the Department Historian and Patriotio 
Instructor, who are active Department officers. I understand that a resolution b 
to be introduced along these lines. 

Govebnob's Receftion and Annttal Banqubt. 
This year as Department Conmiander I appointed a Reunion and Banquet Com- 
mittee, according to Rules and Regulations, consisting of the Jmiior Vice Depart- 
ment Commander as chairman, the Department Inspector as secretary, the De- 
partment Quartermaster as treasurer, and the commandei^ of thirty-one camps in 
and around Boston, both 1918 and 1919 officers. The attendance at the reception 
to the Governor exceeded all previous years, and was a credit to the organization. 
After the reception the Comrades adjourned to the annory on Bulfinch Street for 
lunch. Through a typographical error the tickets read "banquet" instead of 
"buffet" lunch. This caused considerable comment, and the Junior Vice Depart- 
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nient Commander being confined to his home with iUneas, the Department In- 
spector and Department Quartermaater devoted their lime to the finanf-ia.! part of 
the affair, and a temporary chairman took charge. I personally feel that no in- 
dividual member of the committee should be singled for blame. The Department 
by-laws now compel a Department commander to appoint a committee to conduct 
an annual banquet. This by-law, in my opinion, should be chai^d and allow a 
Department commander, with the advice of the Council of Administration, to hold 
a banquet, if deemed advisable. 

ViSITATIOHB AND Cb&EUONIEB. 

Durii^ the year it was impossible for me, on account of conditionB, to viait every 
camp within the Department, but by corresponding from Headquarters, and with 
the co-operatioD of different Campa, joint meetinga were held in different Bectiona 
of the Commonwealth. In thia way it was possible for me to talk to members of 
the following Camps in the Department: 1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, II, 12, 13, 14, 15, 
16, 17, 18, 19, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 39, 
40, 41, 42, 44, 45, 46, 47, 48, 50, 51, 52, 53, 64, 56, 57, 58 and 59. 

On account of the serious illness of Mrs. Kelly I was unable to visit Camps 5 
and 20. Other Department officers, however, were present. A number of the 
members of Camp 20 were present with me at the visitation to Camps 47 and 54. 

In some instances of joint meetings Comrades of other Camps, invited to be present 
by the local Camp, attended in small numbers, and it was deemed advisable to have 
other Department ofBcers visit their Camps. In addition to this I have in many 
cases visited some Camps more than once. I have had the pleasure, I beheve, of 
installing the officers, of a larger number of Camps than any of my predecessors 
during their term of office, I also had chai^ of the Spanish War Veterans' division 
in the abort parade preceding the Boston Municipal Council memorial field service. 
These services are conducted by the council annually, and are deserving of the greatest 
praise, and the interest of the public is increasing each 3rear. I would advise all mem- 
bers of this Department who have never attended to be preaeat at the next one, and 
they will feel amply repaid for their effort. I was also asked to repreaent the Depart- 
ment at the annual "Maine" memorial services conducted by the council in Faneuil 
Hall, Boston, Feb. 15, 1919. The presence of General Edwards who had just re- 
turned from France at the exercises with other notables present shows the character 
of the services. I also paraded with the Boston Municipal Council, U, S, W. V.^ 
July 4. On June 10, with the Department Adjutant, Dan D. Brothers, I attended 
the annual field day and banquet of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company,. 
On June 22 I attended and acted as judge at the annual prize drill and field day of 
St. Paul's Cadets, Dorchester. On July 19 I was tendered a reception, jointly with 
my wife. Department President of the Department of Massachusetts, Aujdliary 
United Spanish War Veterans, by the Maj. P. J, Grady Camp 3 and the Alice C. 
Grady Auxiliary 1. On September 3, 4 and 5 I attended the Twentieth Annual 
National Encampment of our organiiation at Baltimore, Md. I have also attended 
many Crawls of the Military Order of the Serpent (Snoix). On Jan. 2, 1919, by 
invitation, I attended the Inaugural of His Excellency Governor Calvin Coolidge. 
On Jan. 26 I attended the exercises at the Soldiers' Home, Chelsea, under the direc- 
tion of our Soldiers' Home Committee. lAt«r in the evening I attended a meeting 
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held by Camp 12 for the purpose of assisting in formii^ a Post of the American 
Legion. I have also been invited to and attended many other affairs, social and 
patriotic, including memorial exercises, church exercises, flag raisings, balls, ban- 
quets, parties, parades, etc., conducted by Camps, Auxiliaries, Posts of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, Woman's Relief Corps, Sons and Daughters of Veterans and 
other organizations. I was also appointed by His Excellency Governor Samuel W. 
McCall on the Massachusetts Soldiers Welcoming Home Committee, and was re- 
tained on this committee by the present governor, Calvin Coolidge. I have att«nded 
its meetings and assisted in the welcoming home celebrations to the veterans by 
many trips down the harbor and in many other ways. 



Our relations with the Auxiliary have been most cordial, I having received many 
invitations and attended many of their affairs, including installations, Flag Day 
exercises, memorial exercises. Comrades' nights, whists and other patriotic and 
social events too numerous to be detailed here. 

Defartuxnt Seoot. 
While this appeared to be an off year for the shoot, many Camps were repre- 
sented, and Comrades attending were formed into tSams. The personnel ot the 
shoot was made up as follows: executive officer, the Department Commander; 
chief rai^ officer, Comrade Richard R. Flynn, P.D.C.; range officer, 200 yards. 
Junior Vice Department Commander Edward T. MacNeiU; range officer, 600 
yards. Department Historian Fred R. Hesse; statistical officer, Department Ad- 
jutant Dan D. Brothers; supervisors, Comrade Edward J. Gihon, P.C.C., and 
Department Chaplain R«v, William F. Dusseault; officer in charge of pit, 200- 
yard rai^. Department Quartermaster George P. Field; officer in charge of pit, 
600-yard range, Department Surgeon, Dr. Edwin D. Towle. The first team prize 
was won by Camp 27, Brighton; first individual prize, by Comrade G. E. Dwelley, 
Camp 27, Brighton; second individual prize, by Comrade G. E. Wentworth, Camp 
15, Lynn; third individual prize, by Comrade M. J. Driscoll, Camp 3, East Boston; 
fourth individual prize, by Comrade C. W. Parker, Camp 39, Wakefield; fifth in- 
dividual prize, by Comrade F. W. Northup, Camp 45, Attleboro; sixth individual 
prize, by Comrade H. E. Gilson, Camp 41, Somerville; seventh individual prize, by 
Comrade Fred R. Hesse, Camp 24, Chelsea. I earnestly recommend that Camps 
and Comrades take a greater interest in this annual shoot. 

FiNANCIAIi. 

I believe an examination of the accounts will show that we have conducted the 
affairs of the Department with the greatest economy. Notwithstanding that the 
Tolume of mail has been greater and the cost of postage advanced one-third, our 
postB^ expense is lower than most of the previous administrations, CooHidering 
the general high cost of everything we have kept well within our treasury, and at 
this time I ask the privilege of completing my report of the financial affairs of the 
Department to-morrow. 
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National Encampment. 



The Twentieth Annual National Encampment was held in Baltimore Sept, 3, 
4 and 5, 1918, and, bo far as MaasachuBetts was concerned, it waa a success in every 
particidar. More than 350 from Massachusetts attended, and this was the largest 
number of Comrades and members of the Auxiliary from Massachusetta to attend 
a National Encampment. Comrades that attended showed great interest, and 
attended practically all the buaineaa sessions of the Encampment. Senior Vice 
Department Commander Shea was appointed to the Committee on Acts and Reso- 
lutions; Department Inspector Scott was appointed on the Enactment Committee, 
and I, in addition to being appointed on the committee to count and sort ballots, 
was also appointed on the committee to wait upon President Woodrow Wilson. 
With the committee I met the President in the east room of the White House Friday, 
September 6. During the Encampment parade the Comrades of this Department 
had practically the right of line of the Spanish War Veterans, and turned out in 
great numbers showing that Massachusetts was in the forefront of the Spanish War 
Veterans of the Nation, and the Comrades left Baltimore with every intention of 
attending the next National Encampment at San Francisco. As a result of the 
interest and activity shown by the Department of Massachusetts, Comrade Gardner 
W. Pearson, former Adjut&nt-Ceneral of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, was 
appointed Inspector-General, and I was appointed on the National Legislative Com- 
mittee. The Department of Massachusetts now takes its place as the most active 
Department within the organization. 

Grand Asut ov thb Repobuc. 

Aa customary this year, I was a guest at the annual banquet held by the Grand 
Army of the Republic at their annual Encampment, and have also attended many 
other of their social and public affairs. At my suggestion Fast Department Com- 
mander Frederic B. Foye and the Department Chaplain, Hev. Dr. William F. Dus- 
seault, were elected membere of the Grand Army Memorial Building Association. 
I was elected to the board of directors. The chairman of the hoard of directors 
is Comrade Chaxles K. Darling of Camp 55. Relations grow more cordial as our 
interests draw closer. 

Legislation. 

This year I appointed the Legislative Committee, and they organiied earlier, 
I believe, than at any other timejn tiie history of this Department. The work 
that it has accomplished will be shown more definitely in the report of that com- 
mittee. I attended every meeting of the committee, and practically every hearii^ 
at the State House on bills affecting our organization. During the past three months 
I have been to the State House on every week day, and averaged from two to five 
hours a day doing all that I could to assist the committee in its work. Every meet- 
ing of the committee has been most harmonious, and it is working for the best in- 
terests of the organization. The fight made by the committee, with the assistance 
of Department Headquarters, to defeat in the Constitutional Convention a resolve 
to deprive veterans of their right to petition for preferential legislation, used about 
S17 of the 125 appropriated for the work of the committee by the 191S Encamp- 
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ment. Knowing that the Boston Municipd Council, U. S. W. V., had a surplus of 
badges from iU 1918 Encampment, I requested that it donate them to the Depart- 
ment Legislative Committee to raise funds to continue the work. The council very 
generouBly donated the badges to the Department Commander for this purpose, 
and S55.80 has been realized, up to the present time, with more to come. Of this 
amount, S25 wafi aecured through the individual effort of the Department Adjutant, 
Dan D. Brothers, at the Baltimore Encampment, whereby, making a slight change, 
he used the Boston badge ea the Department badge for the Encampment. The 
balance of the badges was given in charge of the First Assistant Department Adju- 
tant, Charles C. Donoghue, and under his direction the balance of the money was 
obtained. Both these Comrades are members of the Department Legislative Com- 
. mlttee, and I believe that this is the first time in the history of the organization that 
a legislative committee financed its own work without calling upon the Camps or the 
Department for asBessment of contribution from their funds. The thanks of the 
Department should be gjven the Boston Municipal Council for the donation of the 
badgefi, the Department Adjutant and the Assistant Department Adjutant for 
raising the funds, and also to those Comrades who so kindly bought the badges. 
The Maj. M. J. O'Couiot Camp 4, South Boston, paid for its share of the badges, 
and also donated the sum of S5 to be used for legislative purposes. Under Rules 
and KegulatioDS at the present time the Department Commander may not accept 
donations without the approval of the Department Council of Administration, and 
DO action has been taken in regard to accepting this $5 which this Camp donates 
for this specific purpose, and I suggest that legislation be enacted by the Encamp- 
ment BO that voluntary contributions for legislative purposes, after being accepted 
by the Department Commander, with the approval of the Department Council 
of Administration, shall not revert at the close of the year to the general fund, but 
shall be set aside for the purpose donated. I take this occasion to extend my per- 
sonal thanks to the Department Legislative Committee. 

SoLniBBs' HouB CoMuiTTEii. 
The Department Encampment of 1918 appropriated the sum of $50 to be spent 
at the discretion of the Committee for Entertainment, etc. The committee arranged 
and conducted an entertainment which was attended by myself, the Department 
Adjutant, Past Department Commander Uedtler, Commander Bernard Laughlin of 
Camp 24, Chelsea, the Deparbnent Quartermaster, a number of other Comrades, and 
all the members of the committee. Undet the direction of the chairman, Past Com- 
mander A. Collins Stewart, and Past Commander Charles F. Parker it was carried 
out in an admirable manner. 

Pabasx of the 2&TB DrVIBION. 

April 25 was the day which New England set apart, with the ^proval of the 
United States government, for the official reception of the Yankee Division. When 
the h^oes of the war were receiving the plaudits of the people, I was able to arrange 
for a prominent part to be taken by the Spanish War Veterans of Massachusetts, 
and through my efforts we were given the position of honor in front of the State 
House, where, instead of receiving grandstand seats, seata were provided by the 
park department of the city of Boston on the sidewalk, which brought our Com- 
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rades nearer the marching hoBta. The enthusiaatic greeting by our Comrades to 
those wounded heroes brought in return a most earnest demonstration of sincere 
comradeship. This was ho clearly shown that it brought the most favorable com- 
ment from the Governors of New KnglnnH who were present, and forever cemented 
a true spirit of comradeship between the veterans of this war and the Spanish War 
Veterans. 

DxFASTMENT Officers. 

I wish to thank all the officers who have so faithfully served me on my staS this 
year. Without their co-operation the results accomplished could not have been 
effected. 

Senior Vice Depabtment Coumander. 

Senior Vice Department Commander Comrade Jere J. Shea has been a tower of 
strength to the Department in the western part of the State. I have been called 
upon at times, when matters of importance came up in that section of the State, 
to give him full authority to use his own judgment in handling the situation, and 
in every ca^ he has proven his abiUty to cope with anything a&ecting organization 
matters that might be left in his charge. I must particularly give him credit for 
the fight he made in the water shops of the Springfield Arsenal in keeping Com- 
rades of our organization in their positions after receiving furloughs; also the mag- 
nificent work that was done by the Contfades in his vicinity, under his direction 
to assist in the fight in all legislative matters, national and departmental. He has 
also been present at several of the Department Council of Administration meetings, 
and has made a number of official visits to different Camps through the Department. 
His work has shown him to be a most able, efficient and conscientious Department 
officer. 

Junior Vice Depastuent Couuander. 

The Junior Vice Department Commander represented the Department at many 
functions where our organization was invited to be present, and has made, with 
myself, many official Department visits entirely at his own expense. On the com- 
mittees to which he has been appointed he gave of his time willingly, and performed 
his duties to the very best of his ability. 

Chief of Statt, 
Comrade William H. Hogan since accepting his appointment has served ably 
and efficiently whenever called upon by me. His work and suggestions, with refer- 
ence to the relation of our organization to the present .war veterans, show that he 
has given the matter exhaustive study, and arrived at a definite conclusion which 
will be of future value. The interest shown by this officer in attending all meetings 
at Department Headquarters and pving freely of his advice on all questions was of 
the utmost value to me and the Department. His work clearly indicates that he 
is the right tyiM of a Comrade For a Department officer. 

Departuekt Adjutant. 
In the first part of my report I referred to this officer, but I must add that his 
work has proven my selection of him for the office a good one. 
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Depaktment Qcartbrmaster. 

Comrade Geoi^ P, Field, Department Quartermaster, has served that office 
for fifteen years, and his experience and knowledge of Depart^ment financial afFaira 
cannot be estimated. He haa always been willing to devote his time and give hia 
advice, requiring that the Rules and Regulations governing the financial affairs of 
the Department be strictly observed. I found him a very valuable, conscientious 
and devoted officer. 

Department iNSPEtrroR. 

Comrade Joseph F. Scott, Department Inspector, performed the emcting and 
difficult duties of his office in a manner that reflects great credit upon the business 
capacity of this Comrade. Exceptional ability, rare judgment and an untiring 
devotion to duty have placed this officer on a very high plane. Through his si^- 
gestions to me for Comrades to work as his aasiatants, and which I appointed, the 
work has been completed in a most satisfactory manner at the smallest expense 
in the history of the Department. He also accompanied me on more official visita- 
tions than any other Department officer without expense to the Department. He 
was frequently at Department Headquarters, indicating that the interests of the 
organization are a first consideration with him. 

Department Judge Advocate. 
Comrade Jerome A. Petitti has proven himself a high type of Department officer, 
citizen and Comrade, and he was an able counsellor to the Department, one who 
weighed ail matters coming before him in a wise and able manner. Camps and 
Department Headquarters received his legal opinions in a courteous and expedi- 
tious manner, I found his presence at council meetings of especial value. 

Depabtment Surgeon. 
Comrade Edwin D. Towle attended meetings of the Department Council of 
Administration and conducted all matters pertaining to his office in a highly satis- 
factory manner, and I wish to thank him for bis hearty co-operation and support. 

Department Chaplain, 
Comrade William F. Dusseault has co-operated with Department Headquarters 
in every possible manner, having attended all meetings of the Department Council 
of Administration and given his advice on many occasions. During the year our 
Department Chaplain was honored by the Ma«sftchiiaett« House of Representatives 
electing him to the office of Chaplain of that body for the year 1919. There were 
a number of other candidates for the office, and Department Headquarters took up 
the interest of Comrade Dusseault and rendered every possible assistance to insure 
his election. A number of circular letters were sent out from Department Head- 
quarters to the incoming members of the State Legislature for 1919. These circular 
letters were sent out over the signatures of the Comrade himself, the commander of 
Camp 15 and myself. This matter appears later in the £]ncampment report, under 
"Circular Letters."

Comrade Abner B. Jubrey waa frequently at Department Headquarters, ao 
companied me on ofRcid visitations, and held himself in readiness for aoy call that 
I might make upon him. He has filled his office efficiently and well. 

Depabtuent Historian. 
Comrade Fred R. Hesse has been intensely interested in the work of Department 
Historian, being constantly in communication with Department Headquarters, 
and has kept an accurate record of the present administration. The 1913 Encamp- 
ment appropriated S50 for the extension of this work, but this Comrade was able 
to conduct the affairs of his office for a nominal sum, refunding a subatantial balance. 
His work as chairman of the National Itinerary Committee was shown by the great 
number of Comrades who attended the Encampment at Baltimore. 

Department Patriotic Inbtructor. 
Comrade Charles F. Glover aecompanied me on a number of visitations, has 

attended meetings at Department Headquarters, and has assisted me in many 
other wajrs. 1 found him intensely interested in the affairs of our organisation, and 
ever willing to render every possible service. 

Assistant Department AnjirrANTS. 
At the beginning of my report I outlined the work accomplished by the Second 
Assistant Department Adjutant, Comrade George A. Hanna, I have also found 
this Comrade a valuable officer and willing worker. Comrade Charles C. Donoghue, 
First Assistant Department Adjutant, has proven himself of very great value. 
He relieved the Department Adjutant of very much detail and routine Department 
work, for which 1 wish to extend to him my sincere thanks. He accurately recorded 
all correspondence received and sent; sent out all notices t« Department officers; 
and made himself useful in so many ways that his aervicea were abaolutely indis- 
pensible. 

CONCLtlBION. 

During the year I have found it necessary, in order to obtain results, to call upon 
"live" Comrades in addition to the Camp officers throughout the Department, 
and as a result a very close spirit of comradeship and co-operation exists to-day in 
this Department. Every Camp, every officer and every Comrade being intensely 
interested in the work, they are willing to do their share to place the United Spanish 
War Veterans in the forefront of all patriotic organisations in Massachusetts. The 
disturbed condition of our country, due to the war, has forced the Spanish War 
Veterans into a position never before attained, and because of the wonderful co- 
operation given by every Comrade within this Department I have been able to 
meet conditions as they arose and accomplish wonderful results during the past year, 
and however momentous were conditions of last year, the conditions that will arise 
next year will be even greater. The World War veterans are rapidly forming their or-

Snt and Couradb: — The following is a report of the office of the Department 
Adjutant, Department of Massachusetts, U. S. W. V., term ending April 27, 1919. 

On entering upon the dutiea of this office I at once realized that it was not an 
empty, honorary office. It was at once appai«nt that intensive work would be 
necessary in order to properly maintain the int«rests of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts in our beloved organization. As to how 1 applied myself to the duties 
assigned me I shall leave for some one else to report or say. 

My term of office has been one of genuine pleasure. After 1 had effected the 
necessary routine changes everything worked smoothly and harmoniously. Camps 
and Comrades responded to a degree that was a very great surprise to me after i 
had read the reports of my predecessors, complaining of lack of interest, lack of 
response, and so on. The reverse was the case with me. Camps and Comrades 
outdid each other in the matter of forwarding reports, remitting per capita tax, 
answering correspondence, etc. I wish it were possible for me to report individually 
on every Camp, and to personally thank Camp officers who co-operated so closely 
with me. Especially do I thank the Comrades of Camp 15, Lynn, who placed at 
my disposal the entire and very complete office faciUtiee of the Camp for the carry- 
ing on of Headquarter's work. This enabled me to issue circular matter at a nom- 
inal expense, as the Camp owns a large mimeographing machine and a modem 
tyjiewriter. 
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It was necessary for me to be at my desk dwly, very often from monuDg until 
10 P.M., and from five to seven daj^ a week. 

Correspondence was especially heavy. Aside from ttie thousands of circular 
letteiB sent out, 2,761 letters were individually written and 2,738 received. This 
does not include cards of tbe Bo-called "merit system," which was abolished at the 
first meeting of the Department Council of Administration. 

Comrade Charles C. Dono^ue, Camp 3, was appointed Department Publicity 
Aide, and, acting with this energetic Comrade, my success in the handling of press 
matter was all I could wish. 1 had a personal interview with Comrade J. Harry 
Hartley, mHitary editor of the "Boston Globe," and Mr. Frank C. Brownell of 
the "Boston Herald." Both these gentlemen assured me of their friendship and 
interest in our organization, and promised me every consideration. They have 
kept absolute faith with me. Every bit of matter sent them wfW used. When Com- 
rade Donoghue was appointed secretary to the Department Legislative Committee 
it obhged liim to resign as Publicity Aide, but fortunately I was able to have the 
assistance of another Comrade who also served faithfully, — Comrade Michael J. 
Desmond, Adjutant, Camp 4. I sincerely thank both these comrades for their as- 
sistance, kindness and courtesy to me,

I had a resolution 
unanimouHly passed through the Cambridge city council endorsing the Veterans'

I was also chairman of a committee of three appointed by the Department Com- 
mander to draft suitable resolutions and show our feelings toward the veterans of the 
World War whi(^ are now in our midst.

Aa I started my term of office the country was still engaged in the great World 
War. It was the duty of all loyal United Spanish War Veterans to act and assist 
in every capacity they might be called upon to aid, and after visiting the Camps in 
my section, and from reports that I received from the western part of the State, 
I feet that too much praise cannot be given to the comrades of the United Spanish 
War Veterans. 

All important committees formed in different cities and towns, such as Public

It may be noted that when the Commonwealth organized the State Guard our 
Comrades were among the first to volmiteer their services, and I claim authority 
to state that 60 per cent of officers engaged in this duty were veterans of the Spanish 
American War.

Junior Vice Department Commander Edward T. MacNeill, Camp 
27: "Comrades, I rise at this time to tell the Comrades that this is a 
duty which I feel is owed to the organization at large and to every 
individual Comrade throughout the Department of Massachusetts. 
This Comrade, whom this organization has seen fit to elect to the 
highest office within its gift, has devoted his time during the past year 
to making his administration the best in the history of the organiza- 
tion. Through his hard work in interviewing the men at the State 
House the Preference Bill is about to be signed by the Governor. As 
an ex officio member of the Legislative Committee, he has worked 
successfully on the Widows' and Orphans' Pension Bill, getting the 
men in line, and the last report was that the bill was nearing com- 
pletion.

Resolution No. 1.

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Whereas, The Department of MasBaehusetts, United Spanish War Veterans, in 
meeting assembled at their Headquarters at Boston in the month of January, 1919, 
voted that suitable resolutions be drawn to cover their activities and sentiments 
toward the German War Veterans, be it 

Reeohed, That the United Spanish War Veterans of Massachusetts extend the 
right hand of fratemalism and friendship to the veterans of the World War, who 
served at home, abroad in the tranches, or in the Navy and Marine Corps on the 
high seas; that they do everything that they can to foster a spirit of friendship 
between the veterans of 189S and the veterans of 1918; and be it further 

Reiolved, That we extend to them the use of our meeting places; that we invite 
them to our meetings and conventions; that, in a word, we give them the experi- 
ence of the twenty years that have gone before, in order that they may speedily 
organize and become a patriotic force for good government and democracy in this 
great Republic; and be it further 

Resolved, That we help them to organize into a veteran organization. This we 
already have done and are doing, and have organized camps at Cambridge and 
Kast Boston and many other places in Massachusetts; the Department Commander, 
Timothy W. Kelly, and his staff have already done valuable work in the organization 
of the men of this great world conflict; and be it further 

Retolved, That we help them on this Memorial Day to decorate the graves of 
their Comrades who have answered the last roll call, so that their heroic dead may 
be properly cared for, as are the veterans of all other wars; that we continue this 
practice until such time bs the veterans of this great world war are properly organized 
to do this patriotic work themselves; that the United Spanish War Veterans of 
Massachusetts do everything that they can to cement a friendship between the men 
of this war and the men of the Spanish War that will live as long h£ this country will 
endure; that we show them by our every act that we appreciate the wonderful 
sacrifice that they gave for freedom and democracy the world over ; and be it further 

Resolved, That it is the sense of these resolutions that the National Department 
at Washington immediately send to this Department any and all recommendations 
that they may have for the handling of the situation, so far as the German War 
Veterans and the United Spanish War Veterans are concerned, so that we in Massa- 
chusetts, at our next Department Encampment, may take up the same, and act 
on them in a manner in keeping with the desires of our National Department, and 
thus honor, help, foster and advance the best interests of both organizations, which 
are and will be dedicated to preserving intact the patriotic aentimente of this great 
country of ours, as well as preserving for the future the high traditions of our mili- 
tary organizations; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Department of Massachusetts, at their next State Convention, 
give serious consideration to the future of the World War veterans with that of the

Report of LegisIatlTe Committee. 

Lawbbncb, Mash., April 26, 1919. 
To tk€ Officers and Delegates of ike TureTtlieth Annual Departtaenl Encampment, in 
Convenlwn aaaembUd, Lawrence, Mass., April 26, 1919. 

As chairman of the Department Legislative Committee, I submit the following 
report for the term ending April 26, 1919: — 

Your Department Commander, Timothy W. Kelly, in General Orders No, 2, 
appointed the following Comrades to serve as your Legislative Committee for the 
term ending April 26, 1919: Past Commander Charles A. Flanagan, Camp 14; 
Comrade Gardner W. Pearson, Camp 19; Comrade Dan D. Brothers, Camp 15; 
Pii£t Commander Samuel W. Porter, Camp 52; Past Commander James J. Harring- 
ton, Camp 4; Past Commander John P. Shannon, Camp 58; Past Commander 
Otis W. Clapp, Camp 50; Comrade Seymour Freedman, Camp 23; Past Com- 
mauder Waldo F. Smith, Camp 23; Past Commander Charles W. Corkery, Camp 
18; and Comrade Charles C. Donoghue, Camp 3. Later in the term, in General 
Orders, the following Comrades, members of the Massachusetts Legislature, were 
added to the committee to look after our interests in both branches of the Legielar- 
ture; Senate, Peter F. Sullivan, Camp 28; House, WilUam Francis, Camp 14; 
Past Commander Arthur N. Newhall, Camp 31; John M. Gibbs, Camp 5; Fred- 
erick E. Pierce, Camp 51; George P. Webster, Camp 48. These men — Comrades, 
legislators of the Commonwealth — were looking after the welfare of the Comrades 
and their dependents at all times, and much credit is due them for their imtiring 
efforts in our behalf and hearty co-operation with our committee. To our Depart- 
ment Commander, as well as honorary member, Senator John E. Beck of Chelsea, 
the recognized champion of Spanish War Veterans in the Senate, and other represent- 
atives of both branches of the Legislature too numerous to mention aa individuals, 
we owe our thanks and appreciation for the hard work performed in our cause. The 
committee was gieatly assisted by loyal Comrades present at the Stat« House at 
bearings and lobbying with us, who by so doing gave us the necessary encourage- 
ment to act and work for the welfare of our organization and our dependents, as 
well as our Comrades of the World War and their dependents. 

This t«rm being a noted one on account of the European War caused us to be on 
the alert, watching legislation being filed by the reform element so that any unjust 
acts or resolves offered by any one antagonistic to our interests would not go un- 
challenged by the committee. I am happy, however, to say that the legislation 
offered that was so unjust was defeated, but not until a hard fight had been foi^t. 
Of this I will speak later in this report. 
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Formation op Committee. 



Iimnediat«ly upon being notified by General Orders No. 2 ot i»y appointment to 
the committee as acting chairman, I called a meeting of the committee for the 
purpose of organizing. Prompt action was necessary, as a Constitutional Con- 
vention Committee was about to report to that body, and it was brought to our 
attention that certain mijust measures were being considered which would attack 
the rights of veterans. At this meeting, July 7, 1918, Past Commander Charles A. 
Flanagan, Camp 14, was elected chairman, and Dan D. Brothers, Camp 15, was 
elected secretary. At this and all other meetings of the committee, of which many 
were cdled, your Department Commander, the chairman and secretary, as well as 
the other members of the conunittee, were present. Your Department Commander's 
advice was of great benefit to the committee. Several of the pending measures were 
considered and future action discussed, includii^ not only departmental legislation, 
but national, as we were constantly in touch with the National Legislative Com- 
mittee, of which your Department Commander is an active member. The work, 
some of which is yet to be completed by the Legislative Committee of next year, 
was still being lobbied up to the evening of April 25, and must be continued until 
our bills are signed by His Excellency the Governor and a new Legislative Com- 
mitt«e appointed. The committee, or a representative, has appeared at the State 
House on hearings, or lobbying both branches, and is on record on more than one 
hundred bills that have been introduced for the benefit of veterans and tiieir de- 
pendents. We are recorded on bills favoring Civil, Spanish and World War Veterans 
too numerous to mention individually here. As this is a war veteran's year as far 
as legislation is considered, our activities have been more pronounced, and many 
times have caused interference with our duties aside from the organization, from 
which we receive our livelihood. To do this work faithfully is a sacrifice, and the 
only gain to the committee is that it feels its members have contributed their time 
and energieg for the welfare of veterans and their dependents. 

Rbsoltttion before the Constitdtional Convention. 
That a resolve was under way to deprive veterans of their constitutional rights — 
that of petitioning the Legislature for measures favoring veterans — was brought to 
our attention immediately after the ot^anization ot the committee. This measure 
had passed its hearing stage and was about to be reported out of committee to the 
Constitutional Convention. The proponents and advocates of this infamous measure 
had it well under way, even so far as considering a majority for its favorable passage. 
It was one bom of the minds of men whose sole interest in life is to keep a veteran 
under the so-called "merit system" of the Civil Service Commission, which is gov- 
erned and guided by an iron hand, in that a veteran with an honorable discharge 
from the armed forces of our country should receive in certain positions under the 
civil service a few points, and a person under the same conditions who had served 
in the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia in peace time and had received a non-com* 
missioned appointment, or had served a term of years, but not in war time, should 
receive more points in the civil service examination than a man who had served the 
country in time of war. These points were given on the authority of the Civil Service 
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Commission which bad the power of appointment, and this resolution was the wedge 
placed to deprive veterans of their rights, offered to the Constitutional Convention 
by the chairman of the Massachusetts Civil Service Commission and his few fol- 
lowers, who were becoming fidgety in the fear that too many of the brave boys of 
our State might return after the World War was over and demand rights which 
would be justly theirs, as well as all the veterans who served faithfully to the credit 
of this State. Can you picture this nefarious attempt of a few ungrateful citizens 
of our Commonwealth, in theii utt«r disregard for the gratitude to the boys who 
were even then in the trenches in Europe, on the high seas en roule, or in canton- 
ments training to fight a toe in the greatest war in the history of the world, to even 
consider such legislation in time of war under the guise that they were doing it to 
protect the civil service laws against deterioration? We were compelled to organize 
an opposition and circularize the Constitutional Convention and show up the methods 
of the proponents of this infamous resolution. In our circulars, which appear else- 
where in the Encampment Proceedings, we show an attempt to stab in the back the 
boys then fighting, as well as those who had protected the honor of our country and 
flag in previous wars. In our efTorts we were ably assisted by members of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, as well as former members of both branches of the Legis- 
lature. When the resolution was presented after an exciting session, in which the 
committee and the Department oHicers were attacked on the floor by the members 
in their speeches, we defeated the measure by the magnificent vole of 98 to 36. 
Comrades, we met these pseudo-reformers and started them on the downward 
road, and it is a long hill, for we are still at it in a hard battle, and we do not yet 
see the bottom of the hill, nor shall we hesitate until we have them where they ought 
to have been placed years ago ^ in oblivion I Our full Preference Bill, which is 
now ready for the Governor to sign, will do the trick. That will be the final stage, 
and we need never tear the Massachusetts Civil Service Commission and its aux- 
iliaries again, for they will be compelled to seek other fields in which to plant the 
seed of opposition to the veteran, for ours will be rocky soil for them, as they stand 
defeated. It was money against fairness, and fairness won. The watchword of the 
committee this year has been "Eternal vigilance," as you will see by this report. To 
go into details as to how we defeated the resolution would take too much time, but 
most of you know, as you have received copies of our circular matter; but it you 
failed to receive inforpiation it will appear in the Encampment Proceedings, pub- 
lished as the records of this Commonwealth, 

Accompan3dng this report is a circular letter which was sent out by friends of 
the organization who wished to assist your Legislative Committee in its work, and 
although it is not directly part of the report of the Committee oa legislation, we 
include it to show that our activities helped other Comrades to promote our cause, 
as the circular will show. 

To the Citiiena of Warde SS and S3. 

The undeniigiied citizens, having had service in the Array or Navy of the United States, 
and iireBpeotive ol party aflUiations, call your attention to the candidacy of Praneia N. 
BaUh tor Bepresentative to the GcDCral Court. We are opposed to his candidacy, and, 
without solicitation of your support for auy other candidate, we suggest the defeat at 
the polls of Mr. Batch tor the foUowing reasons : — 
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1. Bec»UM of his eEorta as a delegate to the Constitutional Conventioii to amend the 
Constitution so m to take from (he LesiBlature its power to enact laws to live the Boldiera 
and Bailors of the preseut nar any credit or recognition for their militury service in their 
examination papers as applicants for poaitionB in the public service, and which proposal 
was overwhelmingly defeated by the Convention. 

2. Because of hia offensive utterances in reference to the soldiers and sailors, which, 
both from what he Boid, and the manner of its utterance, was promptly renented and Auted 
in the Convention. The followini; is from his remarks made on the floor of the Convention 
on Aug. 9, 1918, and is taken from the stenographic report of the debates of the Con- 

"I have received — doubtless you have alt received — a flood of literature from the 
officers of the Spanish War Veterans. Mr. President, I cannot express the contempt I 
feel for the attempt to drag our soldiers abroad into politics in this way. 

"Apparently there is a feeling in some ijuatters that the proper reward for an Americas 
man. an American boy, who has offered his life to this country, is to say to him on his 
return, ' We, aa a grcUefid ComTnonvieallh, retUitino thai yim hava oiten us i/our oU, Aere&i/ 
erant ymi at a reward a epteiat liceme to cheat at an examination.' If that is the reward 
we intend to give our returning soldiers, let us know now." [Hisses.] 

3. In answer to these remarks from Mr. Balch, we say that neither the "men over 
there" nor the Spanish Amerioao War Veterans were looking for favors of any Idnd in 
Diril seryicfl or anywhere else, but devoting their entire time to winning the war. The 
literature sent to the members of the Constitutional Convention by the Spanish War 
Veterans was for the sole purpose of bringing to the attention of the members the tact 
that a contemptible effort was being made not to gire the men in the service at the present 
time any favors, but to take away from them the rights that every man has had who served 
his country dnce the Constitution of Massachusetts was adopted, of petitioning for this 
recognition for Us services, which the General Court has always been able to grant by 
statute law. 

Mr. Balch, in a recent communication to the "Jamaica Plain News," claims thai his 
utterance was "a clumsily worded sentence, cut off in the middle by the president's gavel." 
Hie above <luotBtion does not show this to be a fact. The explanation Mr. Balch made 
to the Convention, under a question of personal privilege, is not sufficient excuse for his 
statements, nor should it receive the endorsements of an intelligent constituency at the 

The remarks made imder the question of personal privilege were made to allay a resent- 
ment that was properly felt by the Convention, and if Mr. Batch tiad not arisen to a 
question of personal privilege his words in all probability would, on motion by another 
delegate, liave been strictcen from the records. 

4. Mr. Balch, though long an attorney of record appearing before mimicipal and legis- 
lative committees in opposition to the requests of public employees, when a put)lic servant 
distinguished himself as a notorwue abtmlte. Out of Unenly-foar roll calU on quorums in 
the Convention for the years 1917 and 1918 be was present at but four, absent at tv/erOu. 
The fact has been commented on in the columns of the "Sunday Herald." Although the 
Convention passed a resolve tliat delegates who had absented themselves from the sessions 
might notify the TreaBurer of the Commonwealth that they would donate to the Red 
Cross, Y. M. C, A., Knights of Columbus. Jewish Welfare League, or other wsr charity, 
a portion of thur salary, there is no record of Mr. Balch having availed himself of this

The euDB of at least one important branch of the population of the Commonwealth 
of MassachuBetta have been trained upon Resolution No. 408, reported to the ConsUtu- 
tional Convention by the committeeg on State adminiatratioii and on the executive, pro- 
viding for an extension of the merit syatem in connection with appointive offices, and 
characteriies it as an "infamous bill." 

The Department of MaaaachusettB, United Spanish War Veterans, has sent a commu- 
nication to practiGall; every member of the Convention pointing to the fact that the 
passage of the resolution would have the result of forever excluding all the State's soldiers 
and sailors from enjoying any preference under the civil service system in this State, eicept 
the veterans of the Civil War. 

The rescdution, after providing for an ortentfion of the merit system to such an extent 
that it would include every appointive office, stipulated that "nothing herein shall be 
construed to take away any existing preference of veterans of the Civil War." 

No mention is made in the resolution of any provision which would permit the Governor 
and Legislature to pass any law in the future which nould grant preference mtber to 
Spanish War, European War or other war veterans. 

The SpBDish War Veterans, through the heads of their organitatjon, have issued a 
broadside calling for the defeat of the resolution "in the name of common justice." 

Codification ok Laws, Legion and United. 
The MasaachuBetto House of Bepiesentatives has a committee appointed for the 
purpose of codifying laws of the Commonwealth. This committee is now meeting, 
and its work has not been completed. We brought to the attention of this coot- 
mittee that we wished all laws passed in the name of The Legion of Spanish War 
Veterans to be so amended as to read "Legion or United Spaniah War Veterans." 
An exception to this is the Stephen J, Ryan Camp 7, lAwrenoe, who holds its charter 
and deed of Camp property under The Legion of Spanish War Veterans. We con- 
sideied this special case could wait until such time aa the Camp would ask for a 
change, as we were not acquainted with the conditions of its deed of its property, 
and did not wish to effect any change in the law which might affect its rights in its 
holdings. If the officers and members of this Camp or its building committee wish 
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any change we will gladly att«nd to it. The committee has asBured me, throi^ 
Representatives Comrades Newhall and Gibbs, that the amendment will be added 
with no legislation necessary. The committee received this aasm'ance April 25 at 
the State House in conference with these Comrades. 



On account of the prevailing high cost of living and inereaBed cost of commoditieB 
it became necessary for the committee to file a bill to increase the ajnount allowed 
for burials from S50 to S60, and the total cost of funerals from SllO to S135, The 
amount may look small, — SIO, — but much opposition is met on account of the 
expected increase in numbers of deaths of veterans. In the last year most of those 
who took advantage of this law were veterans of the Civil War or dependents. The 
bill passed Military Affairs Committee favorably and was referred to the House 
Ways and Means Committee March 12, 1919. This committee recommended, 
March 26, oi^t not to pass, and on March 27 the report was acted on in the House, 
and by the magnificent vote of 145 to 27 against the committee's report we over- 
came the committee's recommendation. It was ordered to a third reading March 
28, and passed by the House to be engrossed March 31 in its original form. On 
April 2 it was referred to the Senate Waj^ and Means Committee, which committee 
recommended ought not to pass, April 10. Our committee was not satisfied to let 
the bill die, so it was fought out on the floor of the Senate, and the report of the 
Senate Ways and Means Comniitiee was overcome April 15, was ordered to a third 
reading April 16, and unanimously passed by a voice vote and ordered to be en- 
grossed April 17. His Excellency the Governor signed this bill April 24, and it is 
now known as chapter 129 of the General Acts of 1919. You can see, by followii^ 
the reports of the different bills and the very complicated conditions affecting their 
passage, that very strenuous work has been done by the Department Legislative 
Committee, even on what may seem bills of small nature. 

HoxraE Bill No. 648, relative to Leaves of Absence for Veterans of the 
Civil, Spanish and European Wars to attend Encampments. 
On accoimt of not separating the bill in two parts, in explanation I ought to say 
that one bill was filed for Memorial Day and for Encampments. This bill was 
given leave to withdraw. The committee talked over and very thoroughly con- 
sidered this bill, and finally agreed to let the negative report of the committee stand 
instead of putting up a fight on account of the time taken up in preparing our work 
on the Preference Bill, etc. I will say, however, that we reconunended that this 
bill be presented next term, and in two parts, which will give the Legislative Com- 
mittee an opportunity to amend either part gf the bill to perfect it and permit of 
its passage. Under present conditions, and the short time in which to file bills, it 
became necessary to sacrifice this bill. This will be a good bill if presented in a cor- 
rected form, and under present conditions would be sure of passage. As such the 
committee recommends it. 
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House Bill No. 1512 (latbk kedrafted as Senate Bill No. 436), beiativb to 
THE NoncEa to be given in Certain Cases op Military Aid and Soldibes' 
Reuep. 
This bill in original torm was House Bill No. 650, filed by the Department Legis- 
lative Committee. It provided that the soldiers' relief laws include the widows of 
Spanish or Civil War Veterans who had acquired a settlement in their own right 
under the laws of this Commonwealth prior to Aug. 12, 1916. Also, House Bill 
No. 960, which provided that where a soldier or his dependents should apply for 
aid in a town or city other than the one in which he or they had a settlement, the 
application must be taken and the State Aid CommiBBioner notified within three 
da3^, 90 that the veteran or his dependents would receive prompt aid from the city 
or town in which he or they had a settlement. These bills, House No. 650, 1512 
and 960 in the final redraft were designated as Senate Bill No. 436, were engrossed 
in the Senat« April 3, 1919, received in the House April 7, ordered to a third read- 
ing April 8, amended and engrossed April 16, and returned to the Senate, which 
non-concurred in the amendment April 22. Conference committees were appointed 
in both branches of the Legislature April 24, and the bill at this date (April 26) is 
now in the hands of a joint commitlee for action. The prospects of this bill are 
favorable, and I look for it to pass. 

National Leqislation. 

Your committee, as well as Department Headquarters, is on record at National 
Headquarters with 100 per cent rating as far as activities are concerned assisting in 
the passage of national legislation. We ask at this time that Camps as well as indi- 
vidual Comrades keep in touch with affairs tor the benefit of themselves or their 
dependents, as well as for the World War veterans and their dependents until they 
are in an organization of theb own. Bills and ideas relating to legislation to veterans 
or their dependents may be found in the "National Tribune," a paper whose staff 
is always favoring veteran legislation and promoting this work in its columns. 

This paper has always been a strong advocate of our cause, and the price for a 
yearly subscription is within the bounds of every Comrade. We advise each Com- 
rade in this Department to become a subscriber to this worthy paper. 

In our efforts to have this Department effective in the progress of national legis- 
lation your committee received an offer of assistance from Sanger Camp 15 of Lynn 
in the use of their mimec^aph machine in sending out our circulars to Camps, and 
the coat of this work was greatly reduced to your committee, giving it an opportunity 
to get in more work in helping those working for the interests of ourselves and our 
dependents at National Headquarters at Washington, D. C. 

To explain all the work which your committee assisted in promoting would take 
up too much space, and for some of the report we will rely on the words to be spoken 
to you by the national repreECntatives of our organization who have honored this 
convention with their presence and will address you later in the session. 

We depend greatly on our Comrades and Camps to do their share in assisting us 
to promote favorable action in legislative matters, and we have no complaint to 
make, tor in no other State in the Union could any more loyal Comrades be found 
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than we have in the Department of Massachusetts, — always ready to assist and 
by their willingness help to proinot« the welfare of the organisation. 

Our Buecesses were yours, and as Comrades we will continue to work together 
and reap successes of long-delayed legislation beneficial to all vel«raiis and their 
dependents. Continue the good work and success will always be ours. The Legis- 
lative Coiwnittee of next term will take up the reins and drive on to prosperity in 
&11 affairs appertaining to national as well as departmental legislation. 

One of the bills which your committee assisted the National Legislative Com- 
mittee on was Senate Bill No. 4444 which follows; — 



A Bill GRANTuia Pbnsiohs to tbb Widows and Mihob Childbbm or Deciiasbd 

SOLDIBBS, SaILOBS. AND MARINES OP THE WAE WtTH SpAIN, TBE InSOBBBCTIOM 
IN THE PmLtPPINEa, AND THB ChINA BeLIEF ExTEDITIOH. 

Be it enacted, etc.. That from and after the passage of this Act if any volunteer officer 
or enlisted man who served 90 daya or more in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps of the 
United States, durinB the War with Spain or the Philippine Insurrection, between April 
21, 189B, and July 4. 1902, inclusive, service to be computed from date of enlistment to 
date of discharge, or any officer or enlisted man of the Regular Establishment who rendered 
90 days or more actual military or naval service in the United States Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps in the War with Spain or the Philippine InaurrectioQ between April 21, 
1898, and July 4. 1902, inclusive, or as a participant in the Chinese Boxer BebellioD 
campaign between June 16, 1900, and Oct. 1, 1900, and who has been honorably discharBCd 
therefrom, has died or shall hereafter die leaving a widow without means of support 
other thaD her daily labor, and an actual net income not exceeding $250 per year, or 
leavins a minor child or children under the age of 16 years, such widow shall upon due 
proof of her husband's death, without proving his death to be the result of his Army or 
Navy service, be placed on the pension roll from the date of the filing of her application 
therefor under this Act, at the rate of $12 per month during her widowhood, and shall also 
be paid t2 per month for each child of such officer or enlisted man under 16 years of Etge, 
and in case of the death or remarriage of the widow, leaving a child or children of such 
officer or enlislod man under the age of 16 years, such pension shall be paid such child or 
children until the age of 16; Prmnded, That in case a minor child is insane, idiotic, or 
otherwise permanently helpless, the pension shall continue during the life of said child, or 
during the period of such disability, and shall commence from the date of appUcation 
therefor after the passage of this Act: Frovided, fwlker. That said widow shall havs 
married said officer or enlisted man previous to the passage of this Act: Prinrided, hoaever. 
That this Act shall not be so construed as to reduce any pension under any Act. public 
or private. 

Sec. 2. That no agent, attorney, or other person engaged in preparing, presenting, 
or prosecuting any claim under the provisions of this Act shall, directly or indirectly, 
contract for. demand, receive, or retain for such services in preparing, presenting, or 
prosecuting such claim a sum greater than tlO. which sum shall be payable only on tbe 
. order of the Commissioner of Pensiona: and any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this section, or shall wrongfully withhold from the pensioner or claimant the 
whole or any part of a pension or claim allowed or due such pensioner or claimant under 
this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall, for 
each and every offense, be fined not exceeding S500 or be imprisoned not exceeding ona 
year, or both in the discretion of the court. [Approced Jvly IS, WIS. 
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This bill wets published eis a pait of the records of the convention of 1918, iind 
thoi^ its inception WEts during that t«rm, the actual work establishing this act 
was done by the National Lepslative Committee of 1918 and 1919, and the efforts 
of your Department I«gislative Committee of this term materially assisted in its 
favorable passage. This act became a law on July 16, 1918. 



National Preferenee Acl in Appointment in Execvlioe Branehes of Government. 

Senator New of Indiana, a member of the United States Senate, and a Comrade of 
our oi^anisation, presented an amendment to the Census Appropriation Bill so that 
full preference shall be granted to honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines 
in all government establishments. 

The law reads that in making appointments to clerical and other positions in 
the Executive branches of the government in the District of Columbia, or elsewhere, 
preference shall be given to honorably discharged soldiers, sailora and marines, and 
widows of such, and t« wives of injured soldiers, sailors and marines who them- 
selves are not qualified, but whose widows or wives are qualified, to hold such posi- 

While the bill was in committee in United States Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives tills amendment was eliminated, and when the Appropriation Bill came 
up before Congress Commander-in-Ctiief Van Dyke, a member of Congress and of 
om* organization, placed the so-called Van Dyke Amendment on it to give full 
preference in all government emplo3'ment, and with the other twenty-five Comrades 
of the Spanish War who are members of Congress, fighting with him shoulder to 
shoulder, the amendment was passed with the magnificent vote of 144 for the amend- 
ment, and 1 against. 

The one Congressman who voted in opposition, and who represented a district in 
the State of Ohio, was defeated as a candidate for re-election. 

After the bill passed and tiecame a law the National Civil Service Commission 
ruled that it only covered those employed in the District of Columbia. Later Con- 
gressman Dyer of Missouri, a Comrade of our organization, and Fast Commander- 
in-Chief, representing his district from Missouri, under the Deficiency Appropriation 
Bill, amended it so as to read "or elsewhere," so the bill is now worded to take in 
and to apply to all parts of the United States. Under this act as it now reads, age, 
height and weight are eliminated for those entitled to the preference. 

It has been brought to the attention of your committee that honorably released 
veterans are not included in this act, and as many of our Comrades who enlisted in 
the World War come mider this heading, and instead of being granted an honorable 
discharge were given an honorable release for said service in the Naval Reserve 
Force, your Department Commander, who is at present a member of the National 
Legislative Committee, has requested National Headquarters to have the act further 
amended to read "and honorably released," in order to protect those Comrades who 
will have to fill out an unexpired term in the Reserve Force before receiving their 
discharge. 

Before closing I would like to infonn the members in convention that previous 
to Senate Bill No. 4444 being accepted by National Headquarters much work was 
done by your committee on the so-called Brumbaugh Bill which was H. R. 13048, 
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and which was referred to the Committee on Reform in the civil service and ordered 
to be printed. This was a fairly good bill, but the National Legislative Committee 
asked U8 to center our efTorta on the passage of Senate Bill No. 4444, which was a 
better one. 

Our work on national legislation made friends in this Department as well aa in 
Washington, and as a Congressman of a near-by district in Massachuaetts expieseed 
it, when questioned by letter how he stood on H. R. 13048, which was then under 
consideration in Washington, he was flooded with letters from his constituents 
from Massachusetts asking him to favor this legislation. This flood of letters from 
his district was caused through the efforts of Department Headquarters and your 
Legislative Committee, who had his district circularized to get Iiim to state his 
position. This Congressman stated, after many letters of inquiry as well as tele- 
grams, that he would not only vote for the bill, but was considering legislation 
which he would propose himself and which was fax better than that called for in 
H. R. 13048. 

The committee is willing to leave it to your judgment whether its work on 
national lepslation was a success or not. 

pROPoBED BiLia AND Hearinqs. 
Home BiU No. 651, reUUuie to the Completion of Publicalwn of Service Records of 
thou Persona serving in the Army, Nairy and Mariiie Corps duriiig the Spanish 
American War. 

This bill in its hearing stage before the Committee on Military Affairs was acted 
favorably upon, and was referred to House Ways and Means Committee on March 
19, 1919. 

The biU was endorsed and highly recommended for its favorable report in this 
committee .by a comrade of United Spanish War Veterans, former Adjutontr^^len- 
eral Gardner W. Pearson of this Commonwealth, by former Senator Cross, Comrade 
General FredericE £. Pierce, Adjutant-General Stevens, Representative Wells, as 
well as Comrade C. Raymond of the State Treasurer's office, who is an expert on 
State finance. The last-nanted Comrade endorsed this act as a citizen, and recorded 
in favor, as well as all others named above. 

The bill is at present in the hands of the House Ways and Means Committee 
who have promised a favorable report, and it will be recommended to be included 
in the next budget, which is being compiled. We have requested this committee to 
release the bill with a favorable report as soon as possible. This bill without a doubt 
will be acted on favorably. 

BUI for Bonm of tlOO for Veterans of WorU War. 

Your Department Conunander and the chairman of the Department Legislative 

Committee recorded in favor of this bill before House Ways and Means Committee. 

We were the only organization recorded in favor, assisted by our Comrades and 

friends in both branches of the Legislature, at this hearing. 

BiU for Exemption of Poll Tax for Veterans. 
Your committee recorded in favor of this bill before Taxation Committee. 
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BxH for Appmnlmenl of Soidien' Memorial Commission. 
House Bill No. 1602 provided foe the appointment of a Soldiers' Memorial Com- 
miesion and for the selection of a site and the collection of funds for the construction 
of a building in memory of Massachusetts men who served in the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps of the United States in time of war. It was referred to House Ways 
and Means Committee April 24, 1919. This bill provides for representatives from 
Civil, Spanish and World War Veterans, and your organization appeared in favor 
of its passage. It is at present in the hands of the Ways and Means Committee. 

Legitlation concerning Aliens. 
Your oi^anization was represented at hearings on numerous bills and resolutions 
referring to aliens, as well as those referring to the status of conscientious objectora 
and others, and is recorded on same. 

Homestead Bills for Veterans. 
These bills were very numerous, and your committee recorded on all. 

ResohjUon of House to ■petition Congreis for six Months' ■pay far Veterans of World 

War. 

This resolution, House Bill No. 1280, came up for hearing, and your committee 

spoke and recorded in favor of same, and did everything in its power to promote 

its passage. 

Bouse BtH No. 1B9S, rdaiive to a Sddiers' and Sailors' Memorial, arid Approprialion 

On this bill your committee recorded in favor. 

You will see by following this report that there were numerous bills and resolves 
which your committee worked on and assisted in the passage of which are made a 
part of our report. We include them for the reason your committee was instructed 
by the Department Encampment to publish all legislation as mentioned in the 
records, as important measures were about to become law, and it was the intention 
of the Encampment, no doubt, to give your committee the credit of its efforts in 
promoting this legislation. 

This has been a very active year, as legislation for the veterans was being acted 
on every day in the House and Senate, and a daily appearance of your committee 
with the Departntent Commander at the State House was necessary in order to 
protect our rights as veterans. 

Almost every Representative of thb Commonwealth, as well as others, had a bill 
before either branch of the Legislature, and it was a complicated job to place en- 
g^pments so as to be at the different hearings, two or three of same being called at 
different committee rooms at the same hour. 

We advise our Comrades to protect aoid file safely the report of this term, especially 
on account of the beneficial legislation enacted, as it is a valuable asset to our organ- 
ization, and every law as it has been filed or amended will be found printed on ite 
pages. 
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Freferenci: Bill. 



This measure in its final passage was known as House Bill No. 1581, the so-called 
Coolidge Bill, an act presented in its original fonn as Senate Bill No. 87 by your 
Department Commander, Timothy W. Kelly. We will follow it through its different 
stages to exemplify the work necessary to pass such an important measure, and the 
many snags placed in its way to hinder its passage. 

Your Committee on Legislation, in meeting assembled, held conference with your 
Department Commander, and decided to place before the Legislature a just bill, 
one richly deserved by all who had served their country faithfully in time of war, 
and who had been honorably discharged for duty well performed. 

The birth of the Full Preference Act originated in your organization, and was 
presented by it, through the Department Commander, ftith the unanimous consent 
of the Legtslative Committee in meeting assembled on July 7, 1918. It was Senate 
Bill No. 87, "Further defining the Word Veteran as used in the Civil Service Laws 
and Regulations," and was placed for hearing before the Pubhc Service Committee 
in the House on February 7, and referred to a Joint Committee on Reconstruction 
and Public Service on February 10, where its number was changed to House Bill No. 
1514. Here, this Committee on Reconstruction and Public Service changed its num- 
ber once more, and based its new number, 1581, on several bills which were combined 
on account of all being in favor of veterans, as follows: Senate Bills Nos. 87, 291 and 
292; House Bills Nos. 37, 38, 1124, 1125, 1242, 1243 and 1404. As House Bill No. 
1581 all of these bills combined were in the House March 25, ordered to a third 
reading March 26, and engrossed by the House April 3, 

As House Bill No. 1581 it was received in the Senate April 9, ordered to a third 
reading April 10, amended April 15, amended and engrossed in Senate April 16, re- 
ferred to House, -which nonconcurred, April 18, returned back to the Senate, which 
body insisted upon the amendments on April 22, and returned the bill back to the 
House again, which body refused again to concur on April 23. 

A Conference Committee was appointed in the Senate and House to act on the 
bill, but they could not agree, and another committee was appointed in their place, 
and the new committee reported on April 24, excluding the promotions amendment, 
the Senat* accepting this report and passing the bill to be engrossed. At this time 
we can safely say the General Preference Act will become statute law by the time 
this convention adjourns, making for your organization, as well as for our Comrades 
now fighting in the World War, a victory after twenty years of hard work by your 
Legislative Committees of this Department. 

You can readily see that the work of your committee has been hard, and much 
time had to be given toward the passage of this bill, and we cannot forget the assist- 
ance given by your Department Commander, as well as Camps and loyal Comrades, 
our friends in both branches of the Legislature, too numerous to mention as indi- 
viduals, as well as other sources which assisted us in its passage. 

Your committee not only worked in the interests of our organization, but pro- 
tected the rights of those fighting in the World War until they had returned and 
organized. We had to contend with opposition to portions of the Preference Bill 
by individuals and associations who opposed us through the press, and when re- 
quested to retract the stories printed in the papers in opposition to the Preference 
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Bill they refused to do so, or claimed their oi^anizatious had nothing to do with 
publishii^ the notice. The following is a clippiag taken from a Boston newspaper 
which shows the extent of their opposition: — 

PLAN TO FIGHT PREFERENCE LAW. 
CooLiDOD Bill abouses Fibbmbn amd Poucbuen. 
Cinl Seniee genially lining up agaimt Proposed Act. 

Boston firemen and policemea, rein forced by practically all other civil service employees 
ID this State, are preparing to Gght against the enactment of the bill proposed by Governor 
Calvin Coolidge, giving preferred clasisification for appointment and promotion under 
dvjl service laws, to veteraDS of the war. 

A joint meeting to discuss plans for this figlit will be held by the directors of the Russell 
Fire Club, composed of Boston firemeo, and the Boston Social Club, composed of patrol- 
men, is scheduled for this week. The State Branch of the Fire Fighters' Union and the 
Massachusetts Police Association are expected to take similar action for men outside of 
this city, while all other organizations of State and municipal employees are preparing 
to appear at the State House in force. 

The leaders do not intend to fight a law that will recognize the services of the men who 
went to the front and "did their bit," but it is believed that allowing them a percentage 
for these services will be sufficient. Under the law proposed Governor Coolidge intends 
that a veteran of the war who qualifies with 65 per cent will automatically go to the head 
of the list, even over men who are not veterans and who receive a mark in the high 90's. 

Policemen and firemen brand this as class legislation, pointing out that firemen who 
enlisted and were placed on fire duty at local camps, and did less fire duty than the men 
who protected the property in the cities, would be promoted over the heads of veterans 
in the service. 

A caae is cited as showing the injustice the proposed law would place upon the employees 
in a Boston Fire Department. An engineer, who is a qualified marine engineer, took the 
examinations for an engineer's commission in the navy, and was awarded his commission. 
Fire Commissioner Grady disapproved of his request for a leave of absence to go into the 
navy, and with the assistance of the State Committee on Public Safety, it is said succeeded 
in convincing the navy that the city of Boston would bum down if this man was not in the 
department. As a consequence the commission was withdrawn and the man forced to stay. 

This man by the new law would not be a veteran of the war and not qualified for a high 
percentage on the promotion list. It is eases of this kind that the opponents of the law 
propose to place before the members of the General Court as an example of what an in- 
justice its enactment would be. 

This opposition was raised in order to defeat the preference in promotioDs, and 
it was successful so far as the opposition was concerned, for tliis amendment was 
defeated in the House. Pressure was brought to bear on the Legislature by a strong 
lobby, which followed the bill in its many stages, composed of legal representatives 
as well as some of the members of the Russell Club of the Boston Fire Department 
and the Boston Police Social Club. Your committee would have placed as strong a 
lobby composed of war veterans in the police department if it were not for a rule oF 
the Police Commissioner that a police officer could not lobby at the State House or 
other place where legislation is being considered. Many of our Comrades who 
served in war, and who were members of the police department, would have assisted 
ue at the State House if it were not for this rulii^. The Boston Police Social Club, 
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through Bome of its members, strongly opposed the Preference Bill in part, and we 
can safely say the same of the Russell Club of Boston Firemen, for neither of these 
organizations retracted the statement credit«d to them ia the press. 

Your Department Commander and myself visited personally the president of 
both organizations, and requested them to deny this statement in the papers. Presi- 
dent Looney of the Russell Club of Boston Firemen stated he would publish a denial 
if President LjTich of the Boston Police Social Club took such action, and on being 
personally interviewed for such a demai he refused t« deny the atatement, mention- 
ing that he did not believe in preference, also that his organization did not take any 
such action as the papers stated, as they did not have any meeting to discuss th^ 
question. He stated the commissioner did not allow the police to discuss through 
the press any such denials, as it was politics. We asked him if we went to the com- 
missioner and got his permission to print a denial would he then send a statement 
to the press. He said no he would have nothing to do with it. We stated to him it 
was unfair to his organization that the press would be able to publish a statement 
which was so detrimental to veterans of war as coming from his organization, when, 
as he stated, they did not take any such action, and he as head of the organization 
should deny it through the same source. 

We visited police headquarters in an effort to see some of the directors of the 
Socid Club and have them use their efforts to have the statement denied, for we 
were not going to let the police or fire oi^nizations get away with it without action 

Not getting any satisfaction in our effort to have a statement published we inter- 
viewed the night editor of the "Boston Post," who is a Spanish American War 
Veteran, and he said the notice that was printed in the "Post" came from some 
one in authority, but he would not give the name, and offered to deny the notice if 
we could receive the signature of some one authorized in both organizations, which 
we were not able to get, as explained in this report. 

We had the same experience with the night editor of the "Boston Globe," and 
after giving this editor a tour-page statement, written and signed by ourselves, 
informing these organizations how we felt over the press notice, and what means 
we had taken in an effort to have it denied, the press did not publish our letter, 
which, if it had been printed, would have gone a good way toward a demand on the 
fioor of both organizations for a published denial, for we have many of their members 
who are active in the United Spanish American War Veterans, as well as serving in 
the World War, who would have demanded such action. 

Our opposition was not so. strong that they could defeat the whole bill, so your 
committee recommends that the committee next term place before the Legislature 
a full preference in promotion bUl, and by that time it will be sure of passage, for 
the boys from over there will then be home and work with us for its passage, and 
then we can say there will not be any valuable time lost fighting such unfair opposition 
as your committee has had working gainst it, as there will t>e none to fight. 

Your committee never let the grass grow under its feet, but was always on the 
job at the State House and at every hearing, and, in fact, every day either your 
Department Commander or one of the committee was in the State House. 

Ever3^hing was going along so nicely regarding the Preference Bill that we had 
some spare time between sleeping hours to give a little consideration to other legis- 
lation which we had in action, and we had nothing else to worry us, as the time for 
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filing legation had passed, and it is an unusual thing to see any legislation pro- 
posed aFter that time; but we received the greatest surprise of the year when we 
fotmd that the Honorable President of the Senate, Edwin T. McKnight, introduced 
under the siispenBion of rules a temporaty loeasui^ as an emergency bill, grantii^ 
to veterans of the World War a temporary Full Preference, which did not include 
the veterans of 1898 to 1902. This bill of the Honorable President of the Senate 
was an effort to make an eleventh hour steal, — to snatch away from your organiza- 
tion and Legislative Committee the success and honors which it would have with 
a final passage of a Preference Act. Justice was to prevail and honors were to come 
to those who did the work, for the Honorable President's bill began to hit the rocks 
in the course of its passage, the same as our own had, but our bill was in a safe harbor, 
while his bill had to buck the storm of opposition alone, and it was footballed back 
and forth, fixing this part and that part, until it was chopped to pieces in an effort 
to get it to look like a real piece of legislation; for when it was first filed, before it 
was improved upon, it showed lack of study, as well as care in drawing up, especially 
BO when, in his anxiety to go over the top and beat your committee to it, he forgot 
that from 1898 to 1902 many thousand young representatives of American man- 
hood in the State of Massachusetts left their homes as volunteers to protect the 
honor of flag and country in foreign soil, — to protect humanity, and who were also 
in fever-stricken camps en route, where the lack of knowledge of sanitary conditions 
and poor food, as well as the enemy's bullets and bolos, caused their death. Those 
brave boys of the Cuba, Porto Rico, Philippine and China campaign were for the 
moment forgotten by the Honorable President of the Senate in his haste to do some- 
thing which he had plenty of time to consider, if he really meant it, instead of re- 
sorting to an emergency bill after time for filing had passed. But he did not even 
oorudder a bill of this nature until he realized your committee had one well under 
way, and had finished the advertising necessary for its safe action and passage, and 
then he proposed this emer^ncy bill, warning your comnuttee that if his bill did 
not pass ours would not. So we had to play the game carefully, watching his moves, 
Bad finally, using good judgment, we beat him to it. In the shuffle his bill was lost 
while ours continued to show progress toward passage. 

Feeling that legislation of this nature must pass, the Civil Service Commission 
sent for our Department Commander, and with Comrade Arthur Newhall of Camp 
31, Stenebam, a member of our committee as well as a member of the legislature, 
drew up a Preference Bill, while in conference, which the Governor ^reed was 
sound legislation, and His Excellency sent the bill exactly aB drawn to the Legisla- 
tm*, with a message of his approval for its passage. On this bill the ninety days' 
clause was waived by adding a preamble that it should take effect immediately. 

The bill as drawn up by this committee in conference, and which was sent with 
the approval of Governor Calvin Coolidge to the Legislature, contained not only 
full preference on entering a petition, but full preference in promotion, the pro- 
motion clause being diminated by the Committees on Reconstruction and Public 
Service sitting jointly. 

In addition to what has already been mentioned in the report regarding the 
General Preference Bill, and to give you some idea of the added work that was per- 
formed incidental to its passage. Comrades of all wars, as well as every person in the 
Commonwealth supposed to be friendly to the veteran, including every member of 
the Legislature, were reached by communication or in personal interviews and urged 
to co-operate, and on many occasions reurged in our endeavor to pass this bill. 
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One of the many ideas that were thought out tuid worked on, and which were a 
great help, was the passage of resolutions by city and town govermnents. Campe 
and active Comrades throughout the Department of Masaachusetta were notified 
that an effort was to be made to have such resolutions passed, and skeleton copies 
of resolutiona were forwarded to them, and they were requested to get in touch with 
their ofiicialH of cities and towns, for them to take action at their meetings. 

Your Departments Commander, Timothy W. Kelly, appeared before the city 
council of the city of Boston in executive session, and although most of its members 
received the endorsement of the Good Govenunent Association, a body who, year 
after year, opposed and condemned any person who, while a member of the Legis- 
lature, voted for preference for veterans when they became a candidate for re-election 
or any other public othce, the Executive Committee, which comprises every member 
of the council, voted unanimously in favor of a resolution in favor of the General 
Preference Bill. 

This was the first resolution passed in favor of the bill. Camps and Comrades 
throughout the State who were awaiting the result in Boston were immediately 
notified, and with this precedent success was assured and every mail carried the 
welcome news that other cities and towns were passing similar resolutions. At 
least two hundred cities and towns in the Commonwealth passed such resolutions 
before the Bill for Preference was acted on. 

It would be taking up too much space in this report to mention the names of all 
the cities and towns which passed favorable resolutions, or to print copies of those 
on which favorable action had been taken; however, the resolution following, which 
is a copy of one passed by the city of Lowell, is a fair sample to illustrate all that 
were passed in cities and towns: — 

Wkeretu, We owe our freedom and out well-being to the valor and the sacrifices of th» 
men who have served in the army and the navy in this World War and all other wars in 
which the United States has been engaged; and 

Whereat, In the discharge of their duties these men have demonstrated that they are- 
leatous in the performance of their tasks, worthy of trust, and amenable to strict discipliDO; 
be it 

Resolved, That it is our boimden duty to assist them in obtaining diEnified employ- 
ment, and we therefore strongly urge that the Governor's roessage, dated Boston. Feb. 
27, 1919, accompBoied by House Bill No. 1404, which provides that the veterans of all 
the TTnited States wars shall be given the same rights heretofore enjoyed by the Civil 
War veterans, or legislation similar in scope, be made the law of the Commonwealth; 
and be it further 

Beaohed, That the municipal council of the city of Lowell endorse the message of the 
Governor and House BiU No. 1404; and be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to His Excellency Calvin 
Coolidge; to the Presideot of the Senate, Edwin T. McKnight; to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, Joseph E. Warner; to Senator Augustus P. Loring, chairman, 
Committee on Reconstruction ; and to Senator George A. Hastings, chairman, Committeo 
en Public Service, all of the Massachusetts Legislature. 

Your commitl«e sent circulars and personal letters to pubUc officials, military 
organizations other than our own, and to the press, many of which were printed or 
acknowledged favorably, all this work promoting the success and safe passage of the 
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Ab your Legislative Committee ia only allowed a sum of S25 each year in order 
to promote legislation, — which is far too small an amount to work on, for, in expla- 
nation, Resolution No. 408, in the Constitutional Convention, which we assisted in 
defeating, cost about SI7 for printing and our campaign against it, — we had to- 
devise some means o£ securing funds tor some very important legislation which we 
were considering, which could not be promoted without tunda. 

Your Department Commander brought to our attention that the Municipal 
Council of Boston United Spanish War Veterans had badges left over from the 
Boston Department Convention, and, although obeolete as far as retaining them is 
the Department, were valuable to us as a means of disbursing them throughout the 
Department for our Comrades to purchase as watch fobs. 

The Department Commander requested the council to present them to us, which 
they did willingly, and the AssistaDt Department Adjutant, Comrade Charles Donu- 
hue, was appointed to take charge and distribute same, the Department Adjutant 
keeping a record of all money realized from their sale. 

From the records we find that a total sum of S55.80 was realized, which greatly 
assisted us, and in his report will be found receipts and disburBemente of this valuable 
asset to OUT committee and to our organization. 

The amount received helped us to place legislation which we would have been 
unable to present without this fund, and we express our thanks to those who helped 
to make it a success. 

In closing this part of the report I wish to state that your Legislative Committee 
performed the work gratuitously, no member receiving any expenses or charging 
(mything for loss of time or traveling. All cash expended was for telegrams or cir- 
culars, printed or mimei^raphed, which were aU necessary expenses to promote 
legislation. 

We donate our work of the year to the Department of Massachusetts, United 
Spanish War Veterans, and are fully repaid in seeing these acts, as mentioned in 
another part of this report, about to become law or already enacted. AU our legis- 
lation has been placed so as to include as far as possible World War veterans or their 
dependents, as well as our own.

This report of the Legislative Committee submitted to the Depart- 
ment Convention held in Lawrence was accepted as progressive, and 
the committee was instructed to secure copies of all acts and resolves 
mentioned in the report that were passed or were before the Legislature 
and would become law, and to publish them in their report. 

The following acts and resolves compiled by the Committee on 
Legislation, with the co-operation of the Department Commander, 
Timothy W. Kelly, cover to the beat of our knowledge all acts and 
resolves mentioned in the report: — 
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General Acta of 1919. 



Whereas, There is need of a law authorizing cities and towna to appropriate 
money at once for the purpose of celebrating the return of soldiers and sailors from 
the present war, and 

Whereas, Any delay in the takii^ effect of such a law would greatly inconven- 
ience the public; accordingly the following act is declared to be an emergency 
measure, as being necessary for the immediate preservation of the public convenience, 
therefore 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Cities and towns may appropriate money to celebrate the return 
of soldiera andeailors now or late in the service of the United States. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved January SI, 
J9!9. 

Chaptbe 9. 



Be it enacted, etc., as Joliowi: 

Chapter forty-nine of the General Acts of nineteen hundred and eighteen is hereby 
amended by striking out section one and substitutii^ the following: — Sectwm 1. 
Inhabitants of this commonwealth who were engaged in the military or naval service 
of the United States in the present war before the passage of this act, and those 
who hereafter engage in said service during said war, shall be assessed for, but shall 
be exempt from, the payment of all poll taxes assessed for the year nineteen hun- 
dred and seventeen and during the continuance of the war, and thereafter up to 
and including the year of their discharge. {Approved February 17, 1919.

ACrrVB DUTT THEBEIN. 
Whereas, Chapter one hundred and sixty of the General Acla of nineteen hun- 
dred and eighteen which provides for restoring to their civil service status persons 
honorably discharged from the military or naval service of the United States, does 
not provide for persons relieved but not diachaTKed from the naval service, therefore 
the following act to correct this unintended Inequality is hereby declared to be an 
emergency measure necessary for the immediate preservation of the public con- 
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Be it enacted, etc., ae foUowt: 

Section 1. Chapter nineteen of the Revised I«wB, ae amended by section one 
of chapter one hundred and sixty of the General Acts of nineleeii hundred and 
eighteen, is hereby further amended by etrikit^ out section twenty-five and substi' 
tuting the following; — Section S5. Any person who resigns from or leaves the 
classified public service of the commonwealth or of any city or town therein or who 
is discharged, suspended or granted a leave of absence therefrom, for the purpose 
of serving in the military or naval forces of the United States in time of war, and 
who so serves, shall, if he so requests of the appointing authority within one year 
after his honorable discharge from such military or naval service or release from 
active duty therein, and if also, within the said time, he files with the civil service 
commission the certificate of a registered physician that he is not physically dis- 
abled or incapacitated for the ptwition, be reappointed or reemployed, without civil 
service application or examination, in his former position, provided that the in- 
cumbent thereof, if any, is a temporary appointee; or, if his former position has been 
filled by apermanent appointment, he shall be employed in a similar position in said 
department, if a vacancy exists therein. All appointments hereafter made to fill 
vacancies caused by the miKtary or naval service of the former incumbent shall be 
temporary only, and no temporary appointment heretofore made to fill any such 
vacancy shall be made permanent during the present war or until the expiration of 
one year thereafter. 

SEcnoN 2. Said chapter one hundred and sixty is hereby further amended by 
striking out section two and substituting the following: — Section S. A person whose 
name is on any eligible list or register of the civil service commission at the time of 
his entering the military or naval service of the United States in time of war shall 
be suspended from such eligible list or register; but upon his request, made at any 
time within one year after his honorable discharge from such service or release from 
active duty therein, his name shall be restored thereto for the remainder of hia 
period of eligibiUty, provided that he files with the civil service commission the 
certificate of a registered physician that he is not physically disabled or incapacitated 
for the position. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect upon ita passage. [Approved F^truary 21, 
1919. 

CHiPTER 22. 

An Act to authorize the aiUNTiNa of special ucenses as hawkers and 

PEDLERS TO DISABLED VETERANS OF THE PRESENT WAR. 

Whereat, There are many disabled soldiers and sailors, honorably discharged from 
the service of the United States, who need and are unable to find employment, 
accordingly the following act for their benefit is hereby declared to be an emergency 
measure necessary for the immediate preservation of the public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section' 1. The commissioner of standards may grant without fee, upon proof 
of identity a special state or county license to act as hawker or pedler, subject other- 
wise to the provisions of chapter sixty-five of the Revised Laws, and amendments 
thereof, to any soldier or sailor resident in this commonwealth who served in the 
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army or navy of the United States during the present war and received an honorable 
discharge or release therefrom, and who is wholly or partly disabled by reason of 
wounds or injury received or disease contracted, during Buch service. 

Suction 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved March 6, 
1919. 

ChapIvb 55. 

An Act relative to the use of armories fob certain entbrtainmentb. 

Whereas, The deterred operation of tbe following act under the provisions of the 
forty-eighth amendment to the constitution would substantially defeat its purpose, 
accordingly the same is hereby declared to be an emei^ncy measure, as necessary 
for the immediate preservation of the public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Upon application to the commander-in-chief, approved by the 
■custodian of an armory, any reputable corporation, society or association may have 
the use of the armory for the purpose of giving entertainments therein at which an 
.admission fee is to be chained, and the sum so raised, after payment of reasonable 
expenses, shall be expended, for receptions or entertainmenta given to or for the 
benafit of returning soldiere, sailors or marines: prooided, that such assurances aa 
may be required are given to the commander-in-chief for the , proper use of the 
Armory and for the disposal of the proceeds in accordance with the provisions of 
this act; and provided, also, that every corporation, society or aesociation making 
an application hereunder shall have a treasurer, who, within seven days after the 
use of the armory, shall file with the adjutant general a sworn statement in detail of 
the gross receipts, of the expenses, and of the amount realized for the purpose for 
which the entertainment was given, and provided, further, that no use of an armory 
under the provisions hereof shall be permitted which would be inconsistent with the 
provisions of section two of article forty-six of the amendments to the constitution. 
No charge shall be made for the use of any armory authorized hereby, except such 
-charges as will cover the actual cost to the commonwealth of heating, guarding, 
lighting and cleaning the same. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage, but shall have no further 
effect after the expiration of one year following its passage. [Approved March £7, 
1919. 

Chaftkb SS. 
An Act to provide for giyino persons in war service fdrtheb timb to file 

INCOUE tax RETOKNS. 

Whereas, It is impossible for certain residents of the commonwealth now absent 
in war service to file their income tax returns within the time prescribed by law; 
therefore the following act in their behalf is hereby declared to be an emergency 
measure, necessary for the immediate preservation of the public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. In the case of persons who are serving in the armed forces of the 
United States, or who are in a relief organization associated with the said forces and 
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abseot from the United States, the time for filing income tax returns due, under 
chapter two hundred and sixty-nine of the General Acta of nineteen hundred and 
sixteen, on or before March first, nineteen hundred and eighteen, and on March first 
in subeequent years during the duration of the present war, is hereby extended, and 
flaid returns shall be due on the ninetieth day after their discharge from the said 
forcee or organization: provided, however, that if such discharge is not granted prior 
thereto, all such returns shall be due one year aft«r the ratification of a peace treaty 
t«rniinating the war. 

Section 2. The tax commissioner may, within the period of one year after any 
such return is due under this act, assess the income of such persons upon such re- 
turns, or, if such returns are not filed when due, he shall, within the said period, 
assess the income of such persons according to his best knowledge and belief, and 
may, within the said period investigate such returns and make assessnKnts of any 
additional income discovered, in accordance with the provisions of said chapt«r two 
Jiundred and sixty-nine. Taxes thus assessed shall be due and payable after the 
periods set forth in said chapter. 

Section 3. The tax commissioner is hereby authorized to abate, in whole or in 
part, interMt and costs of collection upon assessments of income taxes heretofore 
made against persons described in section one of this act. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved March S9, 
19J9.

Whereat, There is need of a law authorizing cities and towns to raise and appro- 
priate money for memorials to soldiers, sailors and marines, and 

Wh^vtM, Any delay in the taking efFect of such a law would greatly ii 
the public, therefore the following act is declared to be an emergency i 
necessary for the immediate preservation of the public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., as foUom: 

Section 1. For the purpose of properly commemorating the services and sacrifices 
of the soldiers, sailors and marines who have served the country in war, cities and 
towns are hereby authorized to accept gifts or bequests and to appropriate money 
for the purchase of land, for the erection and equipping of buildings, or for the 
construction of other suitable memorials. To meet the cost of maintaining such 
memorials, cities and towns may raise by taxation such sums as may be deemed 
necessary. 

Section 2. To provide the necessary funds for the acquisition of land, or foT 
the construction of buildings or other structures, including the cost of original equip- 
ment, a city or town may borrow within the debt limit, and may issue bonds or 
not«e, payable in not mote than twenty years, in accordance with section fourteen 
oi chapter seven hundred and nineteen of the acts of nineteen hundred and thirteen. 

Section 3, Cities and towns which accept gifts or bequests or appropriate 
money for the purposes set forth in this act may provide for a board of trustees

which shall have chai^ and control of the construction of any memorial het«under, 
and shall have the custody and care of any such laemorial after its construction. 
In cities, the board shall consist of the mayor, ex officio, and three membera ap- 
pointed by him and approved by the council, of whom one shall be appointed for a 
period of one year, one for two years, and one for three years and as the term of 
each member expires, a successor shall be appointed in like manner, for a period of 
three years. Any vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired t«rm in the same manner.

— SecHem 48. (a) Armories provided for the militia shall be used only by the volun- 
teer militia for such military purposes or purposes incidental thereto as may be 
des^ated by the commander-in-chief: provided, however, that the commander-in- 
chief, upon terms and conditions to be prescribed by ^''<" and upon an application 
approved by the military custodian of an armory, may allow the temporary use of 
such armory for public purposes at such times and in such manner as not to inter- 
fere with the military use thereof. The compensation for every such temporary 
use shall be fixed by the armory commissioners subject to the approval of the com- 
mander-in-chief, and shall, except as is otherwise provided herein, be at least sufficient 
to cover all expenses of lighting, heating, guarding and cleaning the armory, and 
similar expenses, and shall be paid to the military custodian of the armory before 
the occupation of the armory for such temporary use. The compensation as fixed 
shall be collected by the military custodian and forwarded to the adjutant general, 
who shall pay the same into the treasury of the commonwealth at least once in 
every thirty days. 

As used in this section the words "public purposes" shall include: — 

A public meeting or hearing held by a stat« department or commission. 

An examination conducted by the state civil service commission. 

A meeting of an organization composed of veterans of the civil or Spanish wars, 
a board of trade, a chamber of commerce or an occupational organization, or a 
meeting to. raise funds for any noiHHKitarian charitable or non-sectarian educational 
purpose. 
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A meetii^ to nuse funds for a benefit associatioa of policemeo or firemen. 
Elections, primariea or caucusee, and town meetings. 

Meeting of Buoh mUitaty organisations of scbolara in the public schools of a 
city or town as may be approved by the school committee thereof. [Approved April

Be it enaeled, etc., a« foUoyot: 

Chapter forty-two of the Revised laws, as amended by chapter two hundred 
and twenty-nine of the acts of niaeteen hundred and nine, and by chapter two hun- 
dred and thirty-two of the acts of nineteen hundred and eleven, is hereby further 
ameiided by striking out section fifty and substituting the following: — SeeHon SO. 
Every school committee shall provide for each schoolhouse under its control, which 
is not otherwise supplied, a United States flag of silk or bunting not less than four 
feet long, and suitable apparatus for displaying the same. The flag shall be dis- 
played, weather pennitting, on the school building or grounds on every school day 
and on every holiday established by state or federal law, or proclaimed by the gov- 
ernor or the president of the United States.

OP THE COMMONWEAIVTH OF PERSONS IN THE MILITARY OK NAVAL 8BBV1CK OT 

THE united states. 
Be it enacted, etc., as foUowi: 

Section one of chapter five hundred and thirty-two of the acts of nineteen hun- 
dred and eleven, as amended by section pne of chapter three hundred and s':[ty- 
three of the acts of nineteen hundred and twelve, by section one of chapter five 
hundred and sixty-eight of the acts of nineteen hundred and fourteen, and by sec- 
tion one of chapter one hundred and ninety-eight of the General Acts of nineteen 
hundred and fifteen, is hereby further amended by striking out paragraph (/) and 
substituting the following: — (/) The words "continuous service" mean uninter- 
rupted employmeut, with these exceptions; — a lay-off on account of illness or 
reduction of force and a leave of absence, suspension or dismissal followed by rein- 
statement within two years; provided, howeeer, that in the case of employees en- 
gaged in the military or naval service of the United States, or of the nations asso- 
ciated with the United States in the German war, such reinstatement may occur at 
any time within two years after their discharge from such service or release from 
active duty therein. As to appointees of the sergeant>at-arms, the intervals between 
sessions of the general court shall not be considered as bre^dng the continuity of 
service, and engineers and inspectois in the intermittent service of the common- 
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wealth shall not lose the benefit of continuity of eerrice in the int«rTsJs between

nineteen hundred and thirteen, all periods of such employment rendered prior to 
July first, nineteen hundred and fourteen, shall be counted as a part of the con- 
tinuous service for the purposes of this a^t; provided, ktywever, that this clause shall 
not apply to employees entering the service of the commonwealth after July first, 
nineteen hundred and fourteen, who are not members of the teachers' retirement 
association established by said chapter eight hundred and thirty-two. [Approved

Paragraph (/) of section one of chapter six hundred and thirty-four 
of the acta of nineteen hundred and eleven, as amended by section one of chapter 
eight hundred and seventeen of the acta of nineteen hundred and thirteen, and by 
section one of chapter two hundred and thirty-four of the General Acts of nineteen 
hundred and fifteen, is hereby further amended by striking out the words "one 
year", in the fourth and fifth lines, and substituting the words: — a period of two 
years: provided, however, that in reckoning the period of two years all time spent in 
the military or naval service of the United States or of any nation associated with 
it in the German war, shall be excluded, — so as to read ae follows: — (f) The 
words "continuous service" mean uninterrupted employment, with these exceptions: 
a lay-off on account of illness or reduction of force; and a leave of absence, suspen~ 
aion or dismissal followed by reinstatement within a period of two yean: provided, 
however, that in reckoning the period of two years all time spent in the mihtary or 
naval service of the United States or of any nation associated with it in the German 
war, shall be excluded.

Whereas, In order to obt&in a complete and accurate rooter of Massachusetts men

Be it enacied, etc., as foUouis: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the adjutant general to obtain, compile, 
revise, preserve and prepare for publication a complete roster of all persons who 
have served or shall hereafter serve in the army or navy of the United States during 
the present war, and who were i«sidents of this commonwealth at the time when 
they were mustered into the said service. The adjutant general shall cause an index 
of the said roster to be made, and the index and roster shall be open to inspection 
by the pubhc under such regulations and restrictions as may be necessary to secure 
them from mutilation or alteration. For the above purpose the adjutant general 
may employ such assistants as may be necessary, subject to the approval of the 
governor and council, and may expend such sums as shall annually be appropriated 
therefor by the general court. 

Section 2. The roster aforesaid shall contain a statement of the number of 
men entering the military or naval service of the United States from this common- 
wealth, the number furnished by each municipahty, and in regard to each man the 
following particulars: whether white or colored, residence, whether enlisted or 
drafted, date of mustering in, age at the time of mustering in, rank, promotions, if 
any, wounds or disease, if any, medals, citations, or other marks of distinction, if 
any, in what coimtry or (M>untries the service was performed, date and character of 
discharge. 

Section 3. It is hereby made the duty of all city and town clerks and of other 
municipal authorities, and of all state ofiicers, to furnish the adjutant general, upon 
his request, with such information as they may have or can obtain in regard to any 
person whose name appears or should appear on the roster aforesaid. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Appnmd AprU 16,

Wheretu, The deferred operation of the following act would largely defeat its 
purpose, therefore the act is hereby declared to be an emergency measure, necessary 
for the immediate preservation of the public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., <u foUowi: 

Section 1. There is hereby established the soldiers' and Bailors' commission, 
whoee object shall be to investigate the economic or other conditions which have 
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resulted in the non-employment of many soldiers, sailors and maiines who have 
been honorably discharged or have been released from the service of the Unit«d 
States; t« procure employment for them; to take such measures as may be legal 
and proper to induce former employers of soldiers and sailors to reinstate them in 
the positioDB which they held before entering the service; to provide means of support 
for them and their dependents if they are unable to procure employment, or if they 
are unable to norlc on account of disability, or illness; and, in general, to befriend, 
protect and encourage those citizens of the commonwealth who have received or 
shall hereafter receive an honorable discharge or release from the military or naval 
service of the United States. 

Section 2. The said commission shall consist of the persons designated under 
the provisions of chapter one hundred and twelve of the Special Acte of nineteen 
hundred and nineteen. Any vacancies arising in the commission shall be filled in 
the manner of the original appointment. The members of the commission shall 
elect a chairman and a secretary from their number. The commission shall serve 
without compensation, but shall be allowed such sums for its necessary expenses as 
may be approved by the governor and council, to be paid out of the appropriation 
or appropriations for aidii^ retmning soldiers, sailors and marines in finding em- 
ployment. The conmiission may be furnished with rooms and may use those of 
any department with the consent of the governor and council, and may give public 
hearings if they are deemed necessary or eiqtedient. 

Section 3. The said commission shall investigate all cases of non-employment 
among men discharged or released from the military or naval service of the United 
States which are brought to its attention, shtJl ascertain, so far as is possible, how 
many discharged soldiers or sailors are seeking employment, what kind of employment 
they are fitted for, and in what cities or tawns they are resident. The commisBion 
shall ascertain from the municipal authorities of all cities in the commonwealth, 
and of the larger towns, what constructive public work in respect to buildii^s, 
roads, bridges or otherwise could advantageously be undertaken immediately, 
or in the near future, in their respective municipalities, what would be the cost of 
each undertaking, and whether it would he practicable, and of advantage to the 
pubhc. Similar information as to possible constructive work, and the feasibility 
and estimated cost thereof, shall be obtained by the commission from the various 
county commissioners and from the commission on mental disease, the state board 
of charity, the state board of labor and industries, the Massachusetts highway com- 
mission, the commission on waterways and public lands, the commisaioner of agri- 
cidture, the state forester, the board of commissioners on fisheries and game, the 
Massachusetts commission for the blind, the board of education, the homestead 
commission, the metropolitan park commission, the metropolitan water and sewerage 
board, and the transit department of the city of Boston. And it is hereby made 
the duty of the mayors, or corresponding officers or boards of cities, of the selectmen 
of towns, and of the other oflicers, boards, commisiuons and departments aforesaid, 
to furnish the commission hereby established with all the information which they 
possess as to the matters above mentioned, or which they can procure by reasonable 
efforts.

Relatives 
of the deceased who are unable to bear the expense of burial may be allowed to con- 
duct the funeral. The full amount so expended, the name of the deceased soldier, 
sailor or marine, the regiment, company or veaael in which he served, the date of 
death, place of interment, and in case of a wife or widow the name of the husband 
and date of marri^e, and such other details aa the commiaaioner of state aid may 
require, shall be oertified under oath to him, in auch manner as he may approve, by 
the burial ^ent and the treasurer of the city or town expending the unount, within 
ninety days after the burial; and said commiaaioner shall endorse upon the certifi- 
cate his allowance of such amounts as in his judgment have been paid and reported 
according to the provisions of this act, and shall transmit such certificate to the 
auditor.

Be U enacted, etc., at folhm: 

Section 1. For the purpose of recruiting the Massachusetts volunteer militia 
under chapter three hundred and twenty-seven of the General Acts of nineteen 
hundred and seventeen, and acta in amendment thereof, the commander-in-chief 
may appoint provisional officers for such units as he may from time to time create, 
by orders in accordance with the above named chapter and amendments thereof. 
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Such provisional officers, subject to removal by the coininaiider'4n-chief and until 
their auocessors aie elected or appointed as provided by the constitution and laws 
of the commonwealth, shall exercise the same military authority over their several 
commands as is specified in the said laws for duly chosen officers of the organized 
militia of the commonwealth.

The dependent relatives eligible to receive such aid shall be- 
the wife, children under sixteen years of age, or any child dependent by reason oC 
physical or mental incapacity, or the dependent parent, brother or sister, or any 
person who stood in the relationship of a parent to the soldier, sailor or marine for 
five years prior to his enlistment, draft, recall or continuance in the service since 
the said February third. The allowance authorized by this section may continue 
through the month in which active service is terminated by death, discharge or 
transfer to the anay or navy reserve force, and for two months thereafter.

The nEtmea of eligible veterans shall be certified for labor service in preference to 
• other persons eligible according to the method of certification prescribed by the 
dvil Bervice rules applying to civilians. If, however, the appointing officer certifies 
in the requisition for laborers that the work to be performed requires young and 
vigorous men, and, upon investigation, the civil service commission is satisfied that 
such certificate is true, it may fix a limit of ^e and certify only those whose age 
falls within such limit.

Section 4. If there is no suitable eligible list from which to certify to fill a 
requisition received by the civil service commission, it shall authorize the appointing 
officer to make provisional appointment of a vetertm, and shall send to the appoint* 
ing officer the names and addresses of veterans who have filed apphcations for the 
kind of work for which requisition is made, and the position shall be filled provisionally 
by the appointment of a veteran. If, however, the appointing officer cannot find a 
veteran qualified tor the position who will accept, be may with the approval of the 
civil service commission, appoint provisionally some other person. This section 
shall not apply to requisitions calling for women. 

SEcnoN 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed as affecting the preference 
given under existing law to veterans of the civil war or any promotion under civil 
service.

Chapter one hundred and eight of the General Acts of nineteen 
hundred and eighteen is hereby amended by striking out section two and Hubstituting 
the following; — Sedion S. Any person honorably discharged from the military or 
naval service of the United States, in the war with Germany, or released from active 
duty therein, shall be eligible to receive state and military aid under chapter five 
hundred and eighty-seven of the acts of nineteen hundred and fourteen and amend- 
ments thereof. If any such person shall die in the said service during the said war, 
or shall die after an honorable discharge from the eaid service, or release from active

Chapter seventy-nine of the Bevised Laws, as amended by chapter 
one hundred and sixteen of the General Acts of nineteen hundred and sixteen, and 
as affected by chapter fifty-eight of the General Acts of nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen, is hereby further amended by striking out section eighteen and substituting 
the following; — Section 18. If a person who served is the anny or navy of the 
United Sta1«s in the war of the rebeUion and received an honorable diachai^ from 
all enlistmeats therein, and who has a legal settlement in a city or town in the corn- 
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monwealth, becotnee from any cause except his own criminsl or wilful misconduct, 
poor and wholly or partly unable to provide maintenance for himeelf, his wife or 
minor children under the age of sixteen years, or for a dependent father or mother; 
or if Buch person dies leaving a widow or such minor children or a dependent father 
or mother without proper means of support, such support ss may be necessary shall 
be accorded to him or his said dependents by the city or town in which they or any 
of them have a legal settlement; but should such person have all the said qualifica- 
tions except settlement, his widow, who has acquired a legal settlement in her own 
right before August the twelfth, nineteen hundred and sixteen, which settlement 
has not been defeated or lost, shall also be eligible to receive relief under the pro- 
visions of this section. Such relief shall be fmnished by the mayor and aldermen or 
the selectmen, or, in the city of Boston, by the soldiers' rehef commissioner, subject, 
however, to the direction of the city council of said city as to the amount to be paid. 
The beneficiary shall receive the said relief at home, or at such other place as the 
mayor and aldermen, selectmen or soldiers' relief commissioner, may deem proper, 
but he shall not be compelled to receive the same at an almshouse or public institu- 
tion unless his physical or mental condition requires, or unless his parents or guardian 
so elect, in case he is a minor. 

In all cases where an applicant for military aid or soldiers' relief has a settlement 
outside of the city or town in which the application is made, the official required to 
act thereon shall, within three days, notify the corresponding official in the city or 
town of the applicant's settlement, and also the commissioner of state aid and 
pensions. 

Section 2. Chapter one hundred and eight of the General Acta of nineteen 
hundred and eighteen is hereby amended by inserting after section ten the following 
new section: — Seetwn 11. In all cases where an applicant for military aid here- 
under has a settlement outside of the city or town in which the application is made, 
the official required to act thereon shall, within three days, notify the corresponding 
official in the city or town of the applicant's settlement, and also the commissioners 
of state aid and pensions.

Whereas, It is fitting that some certificate or other testimonial should without 
delay be given to those soldiers and sailors who represented Maasachusetts in the 
present war; therefore this act is hereby declared to be an emergency law, as necea- 
aary for the immediate preservation of the public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., aa foilouia: 

Section 1. The adjutant general is hereby directed to prepare a certificate or 
t«8timonial to be given to every person who served in the army or navy or marine 
corps of the United States during the present war and shall have received an honorable 
discharge therefrom or a release from active duty, and who, at the time when he or 
she was mustered into the said service, was a resident of this commonwealth, but 
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excluding those who were discharged from the service on the ground of dependency 
prior to November eleventh, nioeteen hundred and eighteen, or who soi^^ht to avoid 
war service because of conscientious objections thereto, or because of aUenage. In 
case of the death of any such person during the war or afterward, the certificate or 
testimonial to which he would be entitled shall be delivered to his heirs or to such 
person or persons as the adjutant general may deem to be entitled to the same. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved May 18, 
1919.

Be it enacted, etc., a» foUoxos: 

The national flag of suitable dimensions shall be displayed in every court of justice 
of this commonwealth while the court ia in session. [Approved May 27, 1919.

An Act providing foe the appointment of a 



Be U enacled, etc., as Jo&owis: 

Section 1. The governor, with the advice and consent of the council, is hereby 
authorized and requested to appoint a commission of seven persona, to be known 
as the Soldiers' Memorial Commission. Three members of the conuuissioa shall be 
members of the grand army of the repubUc, two shall be veterans of the war with 
Germany, and two shall be veterans of the Spanish war. Their term of office shall 
be three years, but any member may be removed at any time by the governor. The 
governor shall designate one membw to act as chairman, and the members of the 
commission shall elect one of their number as secretary. The commission shall serve 
without compensation, but shall be aJlowed such sums for its necessary expenses as 
shall be approved by the governor and council. It shall be the duty of the com- 
mission to select a site Cor a building to be erected in the city of Boston as a memorial 
for all inhabitants of Massachusetts who have served in the army or navy of the 
United States in time of war, to choose a plan for the said building, after a competi- 
tion open to all architects in the United States, and to supervise the construction of 
the building and the laying out of the grounds appurtenant thereto. The selection 
of the site and of the plan for the building shall also be subject to approval by the 
governor and council. 

Section 2. The Grand Army Memorial Building Association, incorporated by 
chapter three hundred and twenty-six of the Special Acta of nineteen hundred and 
sixteen, is hereby authorized to collect money for the purchase of a site and for the 
construction thereon of the said building. The money so collected shall be paid to 
the treasurer and receiver general, and shall be held and invested by him in accord- 
ance with the laws regulating investments by savings banks. The fund shall be 
known as the Soldiers' Memorial Building Fund, and the treasurer and receiver 
general is hereby authorized to receive contributions and bequests to the said fund 
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from any source. Wlien the said fund amounts to five hundred thousand dollata, 
the conuniBsion hereby established shall procure a site for the said building and 
ehall, as soon as is practicable, begin the construction thereof. {Apprimed May 28, 
1919.

Be it enaeled, etc., oafoUinDi: 

Section twenty-one of chapter five hundred and fourteen of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and nine, as amended by section one of chapter four hundred and seventy- 
four of the acts of nineteen hundred and fourteen, and by chapter two hundred and 
sixty of the General Acts of nineteen hundred and seventeen, is hereby further 
- amended by striking out the said section and substituting the following; — Section 
21. In the employment of mechanics, teamsters and laborers in the construction of 
public works by the commonwealth, or by a county, city, town, or district, or by 
persons contracting thereiwith tor such construction, preference shall first be given 
to citiaens of the commonwealth who have served in the army or navy of the United 
States in time of war and have been honorably discharged therefrom or released 
from active duty therein, and who are qualified to perform the work to which the 
employment relates ; and secondly, to citizens of the conmionwealth generally, and, 
if they cannot be obtained in sufficient numbers, then to citizens of the United 
States; and every contract for such works shall contain a provision to this effect. 
The wages for a day's work paid to mechanics and teamsters employed in the con- 
struction of public works as aforesaid shall be not less than the customary and pre- 
vailing rate of wages for a day's work in the same trade or occupation in the locality, 
city or town where such pubUc works are constructed: 'provided, ho\j)ei>er, that no 
city or town in the construction of public works shall be required to give preference 
to veterans who are not residents of such city or town, over citizens of such city or 
town. Any contractor who knowingly and wilfully violates the provisions of this 
section shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred doUara for each 
offence. [Apiproved Juiie S4, 1919.

An Act to pbovidb buitablb kbcognition of those residbntb or MAsaACHu- 

SETTB WHO BEBVBn IN THE ARMY AND NAVY OV THE UNITED STATES DTTBINQ 
THE WAR WITH QEBMANT. 

Whereag, The deferred operation of this act would tend to defeat its purpose to 
provide prompt recognition of Massachusetts men upon their discharge from the 
military and naval forces of the United States, therefore it is declared to be an 
emergency law, necessary for the immediate preservation of the public convenience. 

Be U eiuKted, etc., as foUmes: 

Section 1. In order to promote the spirit of patriotism and loyalty, in testimony 
of the gratitude of the commonwealth, and in recognition of the services of certain 
teeidents of Massachusetts in the army and navy of the United States during the 
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war with Gennany, to the full extent of the demands made upon them and of their 
opportunity, the paymente hereinafter epeci&d are hereby authorized. 

Section 2. Upon application, as hereinafter provided, there shall be allowed 
and paid out of the treasury of the commonwealth, to each commissioned officer, 
enlisted man, field clerk and army or navy nurse duly recognized as such by the war 
or navy department, who was mustered into the federal service and reported for 
active duty subsequently to February thi>''^i nineteen hundred and seventeen and 
prior to November eleventh, nineteen hundred and eighteen, and to each commiS' 
sioned officer, warrant officer, nurse and enlisted man, who enlisted or was enrolled 
in, or was mustered into the federal service and who had been called and reported 
for active duty in the United States Navy, United States Naval Reserve Forces, 
United Stat«s Marine Corps, United States Coast Guard, or the National Navy 
Volunteers, subsequently to said February third, and prior to said November eleventh, 
and to every man who served during the war in the regular army, navy or marine 
corps, or to the dependents or heirs at law of the persons above enumerated, as pro- 
vided in section three, the sum of one hundred dollars : provided, that every person on 
account of whose service the appUcation is filed had been a resident of the common- 
wealth for a, period of not less than six months immediately prior to the time of his 
entry into service; and further provided, that no benefits shall accrue under this 
act because of the service of any person appointed to or inducted into the military 
or naval forces who had not reported for duty on or prior to November eleventh, 
nineteen hundred and eighteen at the military cantonment or the naval station to 
which he was ordered, or who was discharged from service or relieved from active 
duty and not recalled to the colors prior to January fifteenth, nineteen hundred and 
eighteen, but in all cases of death in service or discharge for physical incapacity re- 
ceived in the line of duty the full amount of one hundred dollars shall be payable 
notwithstanding the provisions of this section. 

Section 3. In the case of the decease of any person who would if alive be 
entitled to the benefits of this act, the sum named therein shall be paid to his de- 
pendents, if any, and otherwise to his heire-at-law: prooided, that if there is more 
than one dependent, or heir-atr-law, paymente shall in either case be made in such 
proportions as the treasurer and receiver general shall determine, and in determining 
the order of precedence so far as practicable the following order shall be observed: 
wife and children, mother or father, brother or sister, other dependente; provided, 
lunoetier, that no right or payment under this act shall be subject to the clfums of 
creditors, capable of assignment, regarded as assets legal or equitable of the estate 
of the deceased or made the basis for administration thereof. 

Section 4. Applications hereunder shall be filed with the treasurer and receiver 
^neral, upon forms to be furnished by him, on or before November thirtieth, nine- 
teen hundred and nineteen, or, in the case of an applicant whose final discharge from 
service is received after the date of the passage of this act, within six months after 
the date of such discharge. The treasurer and receiver general may accept the 
written statement of an assessor of a city or town that a person claiming pay or on 
whose account pay is claimed by a dependent or heir-at4aw, under the provisions 
of this act, was a resident thereof on the firat day of April, in any year, as prima 
fade evidence of the fact of such residence, and he may accept such other evidence 
of residence as he may consider adequate. The assessors of the several cities and 
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towns shall, at the request of the treasurer and receiver general, forthwith furnish 
Buch information relative to such residence as their records may disclose. 

Section 5. No person shall be eligible for any benefit ac<OTiing under this act 
who (1) shall have received a dishonorable discharge from the service of the United 
States, or (2) shall have, at any time during the period of the war with Germany, 
sought to avoid service because of oonscieatious objection tliereto, or because of 
alienage, or (3) who shall have been at any_ time guilty of any fraud or wilful viola- 
tion or evasion of the selective service act or of the rules and regulations of the war 
department in force thereunder. 

Section 6. The adjutant general shall certify to the treasurer and receiver 
general the dates of service and any other military information necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this act. 

Section 7. Whoever knowingly makes a false statement, oral or written, re- 
lating to a material fact in supporting a claim under the provisions of this act, shall 
be pum'shed by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment 
for not more than three years, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Offences 
under this section may be prosecuted by the attorney-general, or under his direction 
in any court within the commonwealth, and all fines collected hereunder shall be 
paid into the treasury of the commonwealth. 

Section 8. The treasurer and receiver genera! shall act upon all applications 
made hereunder, and may expend for clerical assistance and for such other expenses 
such sums as may be necessary in carrying out the provisions of this act, not exceed- 
ing the sums appropriated by the general court for the purpose. 

Section 9. For the purpose of meeting the expenditures authorized by this act 
the treasurer and receiver general is hereby authorized, with the approval of the 
governor and council, to issue bonds or notes from time to time, as they are needed, 
to an amount not exceeding twenty million dollars, for such terms as the governor 
shall recommend to the general court in accordance with section three of Article 
LXn of the amendments to the constitution. Such bonds or notes shall be desig- 
nated on the face thereof Massachusetts Military Service Loan, Act of 1919, shall 
be countersigned by the governor, and shall be deemed a pledge of the faith and 
credit of the commonwealth; and the principal and interest thereof shall be paid at 
the times specified on said bonds or notes in gold coin of the United States, or its 
equivalent. Said bonds or notes shall be disposed of in such manner as shall be 
deemed best by the treasurer and receiver general, who shall, when issuing any of 
said bonds or notes, provide for the payment of the same in the manner prescribed 
by chapter three of the acts of nineteen hundred and twelve. The amount necessary 
to pay the principal of said loan as it matures, and the interest as it accrues, shall 
be raised by the assessment of a civilian war poll tax sufficient to provide not less 
than one half of the said amount, and the balance of such amount shall be raised 
by the imporatioa and levy of such assessments, rates and taxes, and of such duties 
and excises as the general court may hereafter deem just and expedient and may by 
law provide. All tax bills for the collection of taxes imposed to meet the amount 
of said principal and interest shall show on the face thereof that said taxes are im- 
posed for the purpose of raising funds to provide for the paymente hereby author- 
ized to the soldiers and sailors of Massachusetts who served in the war with Germany. 
The tax commissioner shall have authority to make suitable regulations for en- 
forcing this provision. Any person entitled to the benefits of this act shall, upon 
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application to the board of aaaesBois of the city or town in which he resides, receive 
an abatement of the additional war poll tax assessed upon him under the provisions 
of this section. 

Section 10. Section one of Part I of chapter four hundred and ninety of the 
acts of nineteen hundred and nine is hereby amended by insertJi^ before the words 
"A poll tax" the words: — In and for the years nineteen hundred and twenty, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-one, nineteen hundred and twenty-two and nineteen 
hundred and twenty-three a poll tax of five dollars and thereafter, — so as to read 
aa follows; — - Section 1. In and for the years nineteen hundred and twenty, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-one, nineteen hundred and twenty-two and nineteen hundred 
and twenty-three a poll tax of five dollars and thereafter a poll tax of two dollars 
shall be aBsesaed on every male inhabitant of the commonwealth above the age of 
twenty years, whether a citizen of the United States or an alien. 

Section 11. Poll taxes assessed by the assessors of the Shelbume Falls Fire 
District pursuant to the provisiona of chapter two hundred and sixty-two of the 
acts of e^teen hundred and fifty-five, and acts in amendment thereof and in addi- 
tion thereto, shall be aseesaed at two dollars on each poll. 

Section 12, In and for the years nineteen hundred and twenty, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-one, nineteen hundred and twenty-two and nineteen hundred and 
twenty-three every collector of taims who shall receive a certificate or warrant from 
any board of assessors for the collection of poll taxes of said years shall in each year, 
respectively, verify to the tax commissioner, on or before the twentieth day of 
October, in such form and detail as be may Kquiie, the total number of polls so 
certified or committed to him, including those assessed pursuant to the provisions 
of chapter eight hundred and thiity-five of the acts of nineteen hundred and thirteen 
and acts in amendment thereof and addition thereto and thereafter, if any poll 
taxes for any of said years shall be committed to him as aforesaid, he shall forth- 
with certify, in like manner, the number of polls so committed. 

Section 13. The tax conunissioner shall, in the years nineteen hundred and 
twen^, nineteen hundred and twenty-one, nineteen hundred and twenty-two and 
nineteen hundred and twenty-three, on or before the first day of November, assess and 
levy upon each city and town a special tax on account of the polls taxable therein 
at the rate of three dollars for each poll.

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The commissioner of Btat« aid and pensions, appointed under the 
provisions of chapter one hundred and ninety-two of the acts of nineteen hundred 
and two, shall perform the duties required ot him under the laws relative to state 
and military aid. He shall investigate, bo tar as the interests of the commonwealth 
may require, all payments for state and military aid under the provisions of this 
act. He shall be a state agent for the settlement of pensions, bounty and back pay 
claims of citizens of this commonwealth against the government of the United States, 
shall be allowed his travelling expenses when it is necessary for him to visit the city 
of Washii^on, and may expend for the said purposes and for all other expenses 
necessary to the proper performance of his duties such sums as the general court 
may appropriate. He shall furnish information, prepare papers and expedite the 
adjudication of claims, and assist claimants in proving their cases, and shall keep a 
record of the work done in his office and make an annual report thereof to the general 
court. The deputy commissioner appointed under the provisions ot said chapter 
one hundred and ninety-two shall be subject to the direction and control of the 
commissioner. In case the commisBioner is temporarily absent or unable from any 
cause to perform the duties of his office, the deputy shall perform the duties of the 
commissioner until such absence or disability cea^s. The commissioner shall re- 
ceive an anniifll salary ot thirty-two hundred dollars, and the deputy commissioner 
shall receive an annual salary of twenty-three hundred dollars, and each shall devote 
his whole time to the duties ot his office. The commissioner may, with the approval 
of the governor and council, appoint a chief clerk and not more than five other 
clerks and stenographers and twelve i^nts. The salaries of said chief clerk, clerks, 
stenographers and agents shall be fixed in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
two hundred and twenty-eight ot the General Acta ot nineteen hundred and eighteen 
and within the limit of the amount annually appropriated therefor by the general 

Section 2. A city or town may raise money, and, under the direction of the 
mayor and aldermen or officers or board having the powers of mayor and aldermen, 
or selectmen, or, in Boston, subject to the order of the city council, as to the amounts 
to be paid to beneficiaries, but under the direction of the soldiers' reUef commis- 
sioner, pay state or military aid to, or eiipend it for, any worthy person, subject to 
the conditions specified in this chapter. Whenever money is expended for any 
person within the provisions of this act, no ofiicer of any city or town shall, directly 
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or indirectly, solicit, direct, or in any way interfere with the recipient of such aid 
in the matter of the peraon, partnership or corporation to whom or to which, or the 
place at which the recipient shall give hia custom; and whoever violates this pro- 
vision shall be subject to a fine of not less than twenty-five nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars. No city or town, and no department or ofGcial of any city or town in 
this conunonweajth shall publish in any annual or other report for general distribu- 
tion to the public or to the citizens of any city or town the names of any persons 
receiving aid under the provisions of the following sections. 

Statb Aid. 
Section 3. The recipient of state aid shall have a residence, and shall actually 
reside, in the city or town from which such aid is received, shall not receive aid from 
any other city or town in the commonwealth or from any other state, shall be in 
such needy circumstances as to require pubhc assistance, and, if a soldier, sailor or 
nurse, shall have been honorably discharged from all appointments and enlistment 
in the army or navy, shall be so far disabled, as the result of hia service in the army 
or navy, as to prevent him from following his usual occupation, and shall belong to 
one of the following classes: 

FiTgt Class. 
InvaUd pensioners of the United States who served in the army or navy of the 
United States to the credit of this commonwealth in the civil war, between the 
nineteenth day of April in the year e^ht«en hundred and sixty-one and the first 
day of September in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five; or who served in 
such army or navy in the military organizations of this commonwealth known as 
three months' men, ninety days' men or one hundred days' men mustered into the 
service of the United States in April, May, June or July in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-one, or in April, May, July or Ai^ist in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-four, or who, having their residence and actually residing in this com- 
monwealth at the time of their enlistment, either served to the credit of some other 
state in such army or navy, between the nineteenth day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one and the eighteenth day of March in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-two, or served in such army or navy, having been mustered into the 
service of the United States at some time between the first day of May and the first 
day of October b the year eighteen hundred and sixty-two, while having a residence 
and actually living in this commonwealth and while a member of one of the organi- 
zations of the volunteer militia, known as the Boston Cadets, the Salem Cadets, 
the Eighth Battery of Ught Artillery, or Company B of the Seventh Begiment of 
Infantry; or who served in said navy, being one of the persons included in the list 
of officers, sailors and marines prepared by the adjutant general in accordance with 
chapter fifteen of the resolves of eighteen hundred and seventy-five and chapter 
eight of the resolves of eighteen hundred and eighty, having been appointed or 
mustered into and having served in the naval service of the United States while an 
actual resident of this commonwealth; or who served in the regular army or navy 
of the United States during the civil war, having been appointed or having enlisted 
in said army or navy, while a citizen of this commonwealth, having a residence and 
actually residing therein; 
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Invalid pemdonera of the United States who served in the army or navy ot the 
United States to the credit ot this commonwealth in the war with Spain, which tor 
the purposes of this chapter is defined as having begun on the fifteenth day of Feb- 
ruary in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight and as having ended on the 
twelfth day ot August in said year ; or who served in the regular army or navy of the 
United States during said war, having been appointed or having enlisted in said 
army while a citizen of this commonwealth, having a residence and actually residing 
therein; 

Soldiers mustered into the military service ot the United Stat«s as part of the 
quota ot this commonwealth called tor service on the Mexican border in the year 
nineteen hundred and sixteen, and who are in receipt of pension or compensation 
from the United States for disability or illness incurred in such service, which for 
the purposes of this chapter shall be deemed to have begun on the nineteenth day 
of Jime in the ysai nineteen hundred and sixteen, and as having ended on Uie third 
day ot February in the year nineteen hundred and seventeen, having been mustered 
into such service while an inhabitant of a city or town in this commonwealth and 
actually redding therein; 

Any soldier, sailor, or nurse who served in the army or navy of the United States 
in the war with Germany, which for the purposes of this chapter shall be defined aa 
having begun on the third day of February, nineteen hundred and seventeen, and as 
having ended on the eleventh day of November in the year nineteen hundred and 
eighteen: provided, that such soldier, sailor, or nurse, receives a pension or compen- 
sation from the United States government for disability incurred in such service, 
and was mustered into such service while an inhabitant of a city or town in the 
commonwealth and actually residing therein ; and provided, further, that such soldier, 
sailor, or nurse was honorably discharged from such service by reason of illness or 
disability incuTred therein.

Dependent relatives of invaUd pensioners and of soldiers or sailors who served in 
the manner and under the limitations describedfor such service under class one who 
did not die in the service above defined and who were honorably discharged there- 
from, as toQows; 

The wives and widowed mothers of invalid pensioners who served in the civil 
war, and the widows and widowed mothers ot soldiers or sailors dying in such service 
or after honorable discharge therefrom. 

The widows and widowed mothers ot soldiers or sailors who served in the war 
with Spain dying in such service or dying after their honorable discharge therefrom, 
or dyii% while in receipt of a pension from the United States or of state aid from 
this commonwealth, and the wife and widowed mother of any invalid pensioner of 
the Spanish war service. 

The widow and children under sixteen years of age ot any person who incurred 
disability during service on the Mexican border as defined in class one and has died 
from such disability, either while in the service or after an honorable discharge 
therefrom: provided, that only such children whose birth occurred prior to said dis- 
charge or to the first day of January nineteen hundred and eighteen may receive 
state aid under this chapter. 
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The dependent widow, dependent widowed mother and dependent children up to 
the age of sixteen of any soldier, sailor, or nurse who died while in euch service during 
the Gennan war as defined in class one, or who shall die after an honorable discharge 
from such service from injuries received or disabilities or illness incurred therein, or 
any child dependent by reason of physical or mental inc^acity; ■provided, that the 
children were in being prior to his or her discharge or prior to the termination of 
said war as herein defined, or any peison who stood to him or her in the relation- 
ship of a parent for five years prior to such service. 

There shall also be included in this class the crippled or otherwise helpless chil- 
dren, whether minors or adults, of soldiers or sailors who served in either the civil 
war or the war with Spain, provided, that such children are in receipt of a pension 
from the United States, 

Third CiwM. 
Dependent wives, and children up to sixteen years of age, widows and widowed 
mothers of soldiers, sailors, and nurses, entitled to state aid as defined in class one 
of this section, who appear on the rolls of their regiments or ctnnpanies in the office 
of the adjutant general to be missing or to have been captured by the enemy, and 
who were not exchanged and have not returned from captivity, and whom the 
city or town officers granting such aid have good reason to believe to be dead. 

Fcmrth Clot*. 

Fathers or mothers, the fathers beit^ living, of soldiers or sailors who served in 
the war with Spain, in the manner and under the limitations described for the service 
of said invalid pensioners, and who died in such service, if such parents were receiving 
Eud on ttie eighteenth day of May in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. 

Fathers or mothers, the fathers being living, of soldiers or sailors who served in 
the German war, in the same manner and under the same limitations described 
herein for the service of said soldiers or sailors, and who died in such service, if sucb 
parents had been in receipt of state war allowance between February third nineteen 
hundred and seventeen and November eleventh nineteen hundred and eighteen. No 
aid shall be granted to persons in this class unless in each case the mayor and alder- 
men, or officers or board having the powers of mayor and aldermen, selectmen, or, 
in Boston, the soldiers' relief commissioner, are satisfied, on evidence first reported 
to the commissioner of state aid and satisfactory to him, that justice and necessity 
require a continuance of the aid to prevent actual suffering. 

Fiflh Cla»a. 
Women who served not less than three months as nurses in the army hospitals of 
the United States between the nineteenth day of April in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one and the first day of September in ttie year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, or who served not less than three months as nurses in the army or navy 
hospitals of the United States between the fifteenth day of February in tlie year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight and the twelfth day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-nine, or who served in the war with Germany for not less than 
three months as nurses in the army or navy hospitals between the third day of 
February nineteen hundred and seventeen, and the eleventh day of November in 
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the year nineteen hundred and eighteen, and who for three consecutive years next 
prior to the date of application for aid, shall have been actually resident in this com- 
monwealth, and who shall not be in receipt of an annuity from this commonwealth, 
if the municipal authorities are satisfied, on evidence first reported to and fovind 
satisfactory by the commiBsioner of state aid, that the service was actually rendered 
and that justice and necessity require the granting of aid. The amount of such 
aid and its duration shall be determined by the commissioner of state aid. 

Section' 4. The wife of a discharged soldier or sailor shall not be held to belong 
to SJiy of the foregoing classes, nor shall receive state aid unless, if the serviceflf the 
soldier or Bailor was in the war with Spain, she was married to him before hie final 
discharge from such service, and, it his widow, before the eleventh day of April in 
the year nineteen hundred and five, and if his service was in the civil war unless she 
was, if his wife, married to him prior to his final discharge from such service; and, 
if his widow, prior to the twenty-eeventh day of June in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety, and if the service of the soldier or sailor was on the Mexican border or 
in the war with Germany unless she was married to him prior to his final discharge 
from the service or release from active duty therein, and, if his widow, prior to July 
first, in the year nineteen hundred and nineteen. 

Section 5. Of the persons to or for whom state aid is paid under any special act 
or resolve, designating them by name, and passed after the first day of June in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, or to or for whom state aid was then being 
paid under any special act or resolve then repealed, all soldiers and sailors shall be 
held to belong to the first class, and all dependent relatives of soldiers and sailors to 
the second class, of section three, notwithstanding the limitations of the said classes; 
and state aid may be paid to or for such persons in the same manner and with the 
same limitations as it is paid to or tor other persona of their respective classes; but 
no aid shall be paid to or for any person under the provisions of this section contrary 
to any limitation or condition of the original special act or resolve authorising state 
aid to be paid to or for him. 

Section 6. No state aid shall be paid to or for a person of the first class of 
section three exceeding in any one month three fourths of the monthly amount of 
his United States pension or compensation, nor exceeding six dollars in any one 
month; or to or tor a person of the second, third, fourth or fifth class of said section 
exceeding six dollars in any one month; and no more than twelve dollars shall be 
paid to or for all dependent relatives of any one soldier or sailor in any one month. 
State aid shall not be paid to or for any soldier or sailor on account of service in the 
war with Spain, or to his dependent relatives, unless he enlisted or was appointed 
in the service of the United States ^ter the fourteenth day of February and prior to 
the twelfth day of August in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight; but it 
may be allowed to or for volunt«ers mustered into the service of the United States 
in Massachusetts regiments after said twelfth day ot August but prior to the first 
day of January, e^tcen hundred and ninety-nine, who shall otherwise be qualified 
to receive the same, and to or tor their dependent relatives. 

Section 7. AppUcants for state aid shall, before any payment thereof to them, 
state in writing under oath the name, age and residence of the person for whom 
such aid is sov^t, his relation to the person who rendered the service entitling the 
applicant to aid, the company, regiment or vessel in or to which the officer, soldier 
or sailor enlisted or was appointed and in which he last served; the dat« and place 
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of Buch enlietment, if known ; the duration of such service and the reason upon which 
the claim for aid is founded; and shall furnish such official certificates of record, 
evidence of enlistment, service and discharge as may be required. The oripnal 
papers in each case shall be filed with the commissioner of state aid, who shall from 
time to time provide each city and town with blank fonns for the use of applicants 

Section S. Smd commissioner shall determine all controversies between invalid 
penfiioners and city and town authorities relative to claims for state aid. He may 
refuse to decide on the necessity of a claimant for aid, but if he shall determine that 
a claimant is entitled thereto he may authorize its payment to hiTTi monthly for not 
more than one year, under such limitations as he may impose. An appeal may be 
taken from his determination to the governor and council, whose decision shall be 

MlLTTART Aro. 
Section 9. The recipient of military aid shall belong to and have the qualifica- 
tions of one of the four following classes: — 

First Class. 
Each person of the first class shall have his settlement in the city or town aiding 
him; shall have served as a soldier, sailor, marine, nurse, or comnussioned officer in 
the manner and under the limitations prescribed in the first class of section three; 
shall have been honorably discharged or released from active duty in such United 
States service and from all appointments and enlistments therein; shall be poor 
and indent and, by reason of sickness or other physical disability, in such need as 
would entitle him to relief under the pauper laws; shall not be, directly or indirectly, 
in receipt of any other state or military aid, or of any pension for services rendered 
or disabilities incurred either in the Civil or Spanish wars, Mexican border service 
or German war service. The disability must have arisen from causes independent 
of his mihtory or naval service aforesaid. 

Second Class. 

Each person of the second class shall have his settlement in the city or town 

aiding him, and shall be an invalid pensioner, entitled to receive state aid, whose 

income from pension or government compensatior and state aid is inadequate for 

his reUef, and who would otherwise receive relief under the pauper laws. 

Third Class. 
Each person of the third class shall Jiave all the qualifications of persons of the 
first class except settlement, and shall have been a continuous resident of this com- 
monwealth during the three years last preceding his receipt of military aid, and he 
or she shall be a resident of the city or town granting the aid.

Each person of the fourth class shall have all the qualifications of peraons of the 
second class except settlement, and shall have been a. continuous resident of this 
coDunonwealth during the three years last preceding hia or her receipt of military 
aid, and sh&ll be & resident of the city or town granting aid. 

Section' 10. A city or town shall not render military aid to a person of the 
third or fourth class until it has furnished to the commissioner of state aid such 
evidence as may be required that the appUcant is entitled to receive aid and haa 
received from said commissioner an order fixing the maximum amount which may 
be paid a month and the period during which aid may be allowed, and stating such 
other conditions as the commissioner may impose relative to such aid. The said 
order may be revoked or modified by the commissioner by giving written notice to 
the city or town which procures it. 

Section 11. No person shall be compelled to receive military aid without his 
consent, nor shaJl any person be compelled to receive military aid in an almshouse 
or other public institution unless his physical or mental condition requires it, and, 
except in such case, it shall be paid to or expended for those persons only who live 
separate from persons receiving support as paupers. The mayor and aldermen, 
selectmen, soldiers' relief commissioner or the commissioner of state aid may require 
a person to whom military aid is granted to pay over his or her United States pension 
or compensation to them to be expended for his or her relief before receiving such 
aid. In all cases where an applicant for military aid has a settlement outside the 
city or town in which application ia made, the official required to act thereon shall, 
within three days, notify the corresponding ofGcial in the city or town of the appli- 
cant's settlement, and also the commissioner of state aid and pensions. 

Genxral Provibioks. 
Section' 12. No person shall at the same time receive both state and military 

Section 13. State and military aid shall be paid to or applied solely for the 
benefit of the person for whom it is intended, and only so much shall be paid to or 
for him as may be necessary to afFord him reasonable relief or support. It shall not 
be paid to or tor any person who is able to support himself, or who is in receipt of 
income or owns property sufficient for his support, nor to an amount in excess of 
such amount as is necessary, in addition to his income and property, for his personal 
relief or support, nor to or for any soldier, sailorj pensioner, dependent relative or 
nurse if the necessity therefor is caused by the voluntary idleness or continuous 
vicious or intemperate habits of the soldier, sailor, nurse or pensioner on whose 
account such aid is sought, nor to or for any person who has been dishonorably dis- 
chac^d from any national soldiers' or sailois' home or from the Soldiers' Home in 
this commonwealth, unless the commissioner of state aid, after a hearing, shall other- 
wise determine. Nor shall state or military aid be paid to any person who at the 
time of entering the federal service was a subject or citizen of a neutral country, 
had filed his intention to become a citizen of the United States, and afterward with- 
drew such intention under the provisions of the act of congress approved on the 
ninth day of Jtily in the 3%ar nineteen hundred and eighteen, nor to any person 
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des^ated upon hie discharge as a conscientious objector. State aid shall not be 
subject to the trustee process, aod no assignment thereof shall be valid. No back 
Btate aid shall be paid, nor shall state aid be paid to or for any person convicted of 
crime unleaa the miimcipal authorities and the commissioner of state aid otherwise 
determine, nor shall state or miKtary aid be paid if the peusioiier, soldier, sailor or 
DUtse deserted from the service of the United States either in the war of the rebeUion, 
the war with 8pain, the Mexican border or the German war service, or is wilfully 
absent from his family and neglects to render them such assistance as he is able to 

Action 14. The full amount expended for state or military aid by any city or 
town, the names of the persons aided and the classes to which they severally belong, 
the amounts paid to or for each person, the reasons therefor, the names of the persons 
on account of whose services the aid was granted, the names, if any, of the com- 
panies, regiments or vessels in which they respectively enlisted, or to which they 
were appointed, and in which they last served, and the relationship of each person 
who was tuded to the soldier or sailor on account of whose service the aid was grant«d, 
and such other details as the commissioner of state tud may require, shall, within 
the £rst ten days of the month following the month in which the expenditure was 
made, be certified, under oath, by the mayor, treasurer and city clerk of any city or 
a majority of the selectmen of any town disbursing the same, to said commissioner 
on blank forms to be provided by him, and in a manner approved by him. The 
commissioner shall examine the certificates thereof and allow and endorse thereon 
such amounts as, in his judgment, have been paid uid reported according to the 
provisions of this act, and shall transmit the certificates to the auditor. The com- 
missioner may decide upon the necessity of the amount paid in each case, and may 
allow any part thereof which he may deem proper and lawful and which, in cases 
of pas'ment to or for persons of the third or fourth class entitled to receive mihtary 
aid, he shall also find to have been made according to his orders; but he shall allow 
and endorse the amounts which he has specifically authorized to be paid under and 
according to his decisions made under section eight of this act. The whole of the 
Amounts legally paid as aforesaid and so allowed for state ud, and all payments to 
or for persons of the third or fourth class entitled to military aid, and one halt of 
all payments made to persons of the first or second class entitled to military aid, 
but none of the expenses attending the payment of state or military aid, shall be 
reimbursed by the commonwealth to the several cities and towns on or before the 
tenth day of November in the year after such expenditure. 

Section 15. The commissioner may, with the consent of the governor, appoint, 
as occasion may require, one or more disinterested persons who shall invest^te any 
claims i^ainst the commonwealth for stat« or military aid, may examine any persons 
to or for whom such aid has been paid, invest^te the reasons therefor and all 
matters relating to the granting of such aid, and shall report their doings to the 
commissioner. The reasonable expenses of the commissioner, and the eiq^nses and 
compensation of any such disinterested person, approved by the commissioner, and 
allowed by the governor and council, shall be paid by the commonwealth. Mu> 
nidpal authorities charged with the disburaing of state or military aid shall from 
time to time, after its original allowance, make such investigations of the necessities 
and qualifications of the person aided as to prevent any payment thereof contrary 
to the provisions of this act. 
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Section 16. The words "pensioner", "aoldier", and "sailor", as used in this 
act, shall be held to include a comBussioned officer, and the word "sailor" shidl be 
held to include a marine. 

BiTRiAL OP Indigent Soldiehs, etc. 

Section 17. The mayor of each city and the selectmen of each town or, in 
Boston, the soldiers' relief commissioner, shall designate a burial agent, who shall 
not be one of the overseers of the poor or be employed by them, and who shall, 
under regulations established by the commissioner of state aid and pensions, cause 
properly to be interred the body of any honorably discharged soldier, sailor or ma- 
rine who served in the army or navy of the United States during the war of the 
rebellion, or during the war between the United States and Spain or the Philippine 
insurrection after the fourteenth day of February, in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-eight and prior to the fourth day of July in the year nineteen hundred and 
two, or in the Mexican insurrection of nineteen hundred and sixteen and of nine- 
teen, hundred and seventeen, or in the present war with Germany: provided, that 
the soldier, sailor or marine dies in such service or after an honorable discharge 
therefrom or release from active duty therein, and also the body of his wife, widow 
or dependent mother, and the bodies of such army nurses as are entitled to state 
aid under section three of this act, if they die without sufficient means to defray 
funeral expenses; but no wife or widow of any soldier, sailor or marine of the civit 
war shall be entitled to the benefits of this section unless she was married to him 
prior to the twenty-seventh day of June in the year eighteen hundred and ninety, 
and no wife or widow of any soldier, sailor or marine of the Spanish war, or the 
Philippine insurrection, unless she was married to him prior to the first day of Jan- 
uary in the year nineteen hundred and ten; and no wife or widow of any soldier, 
sailor or marine of the Mexican insurrection or of the present war with Germany 
unless she was married to him prior to his final discharge from such service. If an 
interment has taken place without the knowledge of the burial agent, application 
may be made to him within thiri^y days after the date of the death, or t^ter final 
interment if the soldier, sailor or marine dies in the German war service, and if upon 
investigation he shall find that the deceased was within the provisions of this section 
and the rules of the commissioner of state aid and pensions, he may certify the same 
ae provided in the following section. 

Section 18, The expense of a burial as aforesaid shall not exceed sixty dollars, 
two dollars of which shall be paid as compensation to the burial agent who caused 
the interment to be made; but if the total expense of the burial, by whomsoever in- 
curred, shall exceed the sum of one hundred and thirty-five dollars, no payment 
therefor shall be made by the commonwealth. The burial shall not be made in any 
cemetery or burial ground which is used exclusively for the burial of the pauper 
dead, or in any part of any cemetery or burial ground so used. Relatives of the 
deceased who are unable to bear the expense of burial may be allowed to conduct 
the funeral. The full amount so expended, the name of the deceased soldier, sailor 
or marine, the regiment, company or vessel in which he served, the date of death, 
place of interment, and in case of a wife or widow the name of the husband and 
date of marriage, and such other details as the commissioner of stat« aid may re- 
quire, shall be certified under oath to him, in such manner as he may approve, by 
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tbe burial agent and the treasurer of the city or town expending the amount, within 
ninety days after the burial; and the commissioner shall endorse upon the ceiijficate 
his allowance of such amounts as, in his judgment, have been paid, and reported 
according to the foregoing provisions, and shall transmit the certificate to the auditor. 
The amounts legally paid and so allowed, with no expense for disbursement, shall be 
reimbursed by tbe commonwealth to tbe several cities and towns on or before the 
tenth day of November in the year after the e:fpenditures have been made. 

Section 19, So far as the proviBions of this act are the same as those of existing 
laws, they shall be construed as a continuation thereof and not as new enactments. 

Section 20. This act shall take effect on tbe first day of January in the year 
nineteen hundred and twenty. {Approved July 7, 1919.

RECOGNITION OF THOSE BEStDENTS Of UAS8ACBDSETTS WHO SERVED IN THE 
ABUT AND NAVY OF TBE tTNlTBD STATES DUBINO THE WAR WITH OEBUANT. 

Whereas, A delay in the taking effect of this act would cause great inconvenience 
in the issue of notes and bonds to carry out the purpose of chapter two hundred and 
eighty-three of the General Acts of the current year, therefore it is declared to be an 
emergency law necessary for the immediate preservation of tbe public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., as foBoiBs: 

Section 1. In accordance with the recommendations of the governor contained 
in his second supplemental budget message of tbe present year the bonds to be 
issued under the provisions of chapter two hundred and eighty-three of the General 
Acts of the present year shall be for a term not exceeding five years. The treasurer 
and receiver general is hereby authorized in his discretion to issue notes under the 
provisions of said act in anticipation of the permanent notes or bonds, and said 
notes in anticipation shall be payable within not more than one year from issue. 

Secoon 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved Jviy 14,

An Act to make certain suBeTANnVE corkections in existing iaws. 
Be it etutded, etc., a» follows: 

Section 5. Chapter six hundred and sixty-nine of the acts of nineteen hun- 
dred and eleven as amended in clause fifth of section one by section two hundred 
and ninety-mne of chapter two hundred and fifty^^even of the General Acts of nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen is hereby further amended by striking out the said clause, 
and substituting the following: — Fifth, A person who enlisted and was mustered 
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into the military or naval service of the United States, as a part of the quota of a 
city or town in this conunonwealth under any call of the president of the United 
States during the war of the rebellion or any war between the United States and 
any fore^ power, or who was assigned aa a part of the quota thereof after having 
enlisted and been mustered into said service, and his wife or widow and minor chil- 
dren shall be deemed thereby to have acquired a settlement in such place, provided 
that he has served not less than one year or has died or become disabled hom wounds 
or disease received or contracted while engaged in such service, or while a prisoner 
of the enemy; and any person who would otherwise be entitled to a settlement 
under this clause, but who was not a part of the quota of any city or town, shall, if 
he served as a part of the quota of the commonwealth, be deemed to have acquired 
a settlement in the place where he actually resided at the time of His enlistment. 
Any person who was inducted into the miUtary or naval forces of the United States 
under the federal selective service act, or who enlisted in said forces in time of war 
between the United States and any foreign power, whether as a part of the quota of 
this commonwealth or not, shall, subject to the same proviso, be deemed to have 
acquired a settlement in the place where he actually resided in this commonwealth 
at the time of his induction or enlistinent. But these provisions shall not apply to 
any person who enlisted and received a boimty for such enlistment in more than 
one place unless the second enlistment was made after an honorable dischfi^e from 
the first term of service, nor to any person who has been proved "guilty of wilful 
desertion, or who left the service otherwise than by reason of disabiUty or an honorable 
dischai^. 

Section 41. This act shall take effect on the first day of Februaiy, nineteen 
hundred and twenty. [Approved Jvly 19, 1919.

Ak Act to impose special taxes to providb suitable RECoaNiriON op those 

RESIDENTS OE MASSACHtlBBTTS WHO SEBVED IN THE ABMr AND NAVY OF THE 
UNITED STATES DURINQ THE WAR WITH GERMANY. 

Whereas, The deferred operation of this act would tend to defeat its purpose of 
providing revenue to meet the obligations arising under chapter two huudred and 
eighty-three of the General Acta of the present year, therefore it is hereby declared 
to be an emergency law, necessary for the immediate preservation of the public 
convenience. 

Be il enacted, etc., as foUowg: 

Section 1. For the purpose of imposing an additional tax upon the net incomes 
of foreign and domestic business corporations, chapters two hundred and fifty-three 
and two hundred and fifty-five of the General Acts of nineteen hundred and eighteen 
are hereby revived and re-enacted and made applicable to the net income of said 
corporations for the period covered by their return of income to the federal govern- 
ment due next prior to the passage of this act, provided, that no credit shall be 
given for any federal war or excess profite or other income taxes, and that returns 
of income taxable under this section shall be filed not later than August fifteenth of 
the current year. 
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Section 2. CoTpoTations subject to the provisions of sections twenty-six to 
thirty-six, inclusive, except mutual companies which do not pay any income tax to 
the federal government, and of sections forty-one and fifty-two of Part III ot chapter 
four hundred and ninety of the acts ot nineteen hundred and nine are hereby made 
subject to the tax imposed by section one of this act. 

Section 3. Income taxable under section two of chapter two hundred and 
sixty-nine of the General Acts of nineteen hundred and sixteen, as amended, and 
received in the year nineteen hundred and eighteen, nineteen hundred and nineteen, 
nineteen hundred and twenty, or nineteen hundred and twenty-one shall be subject 
to an additional tax of one half of one per cent, which shall be assessed and collected 
in the manner provided in said chapter, as amended, and ehall be subject to the pro- 
visions thereof. 

Section 4. Chapter one hundred and ninety-one of the General Acta ot nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen is hereby revived and re-enacted, and made applicable to 
property or any interest therein passing or accruing upon the death of persons who 
died subsequent to the passage hereof and within one year thereafter or who have 
died in the interval between the third day ot May in the current year and the date 
of said passage. 

Section 5. There shall be levied and aBsessed upon the cities and towns of the 
commonwealth for the years nineteen hundred and nineteen, nineteen hundred and 
twenty, nineteen hundred and twenty-one and nineteen hundred and twenty-two a 
special Btat« tax of six hundred and sixty thousand dollars for each of said years. 

Section 6. All tax bills for the collection ot taxes imposed in accordance with 
sections one to four, inclusive, ot this act, shall show on the face thereof that said 
taxes are imposed for the purpose ot raising funds to provide for the payments au- 
thorized by chapter two hundred and eighty-three of the General Acts of the current 
year to the soldiers and sailors of Massachusetts who served in the war with Germany. 
The tax commissioner shall have authority to make suitable regulations for the 
enforcement ot this provision. 

Section 7. All amounts collected under this act shall be set apart by the treas- 
urer and receiver general and held aa the "military and naval service fund of nine- 
teen hundred and nineteen", which fund, together with the accumulations of interest 
thereon, shall be used to meet the payments made to residents of Massachusetta 
who served in the army and navy ot the United States during the war with Germany, 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter two hundred and eighty-three ot the 
General Acts of the present year, and to meet the payment ot notes or bonds issued 
for said purpose and the interest payments thereon. Any surplus remaining in 
said fund after all such payments have been made shall be disposed of as the general 
court shall hereafter prescribe by law. 

Section 8. In consideration ot the relative amounts to be assessed upon cor- 
porations and property by the preceding sections, no additional taxes for the purposes 
of this act shall be assessed in subsequent years upon corporations or inheritances 
subject hereto without placing an equivalent burden upon incomes generally and 
other property. 

Section 9. The provisions of section three of said chapter two hundred and 
fifty-five, for the apportionment of net income to this commonwealth, shall apply to 
corporations taxable under the provisions of chapter two hundred and fifty-three of 
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the General Acta of nineteen hundred and eighteen, as revived and extended by 
sections dne and two of this act. 

Seiction 10. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved July SS,

Bailors and marines, a sum not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars is hereby 
appropriated to be paid out of the general fund or ordinary revenue of the common- 
wealth, to be expended under the direction of the governor. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon it« passage. [Approved April S,

Be it enacted, etc., as foUoxus: 

Section 1. There is hereby established a memorial public building conmiiBsion 
for tite city of Lowell, hereinafter called the commission, which shall be composed 
of the mayor of the city, ex officio, and four other members, registered voters of the 
city, who shall be appointed by the mayor with the approval of the municipal council. 
Vacancies occurring in the commission shall be filled for the unexpired term by 
appointment by the mayor with the approval of the municipal council. The members 
of the commission shall serve without compensation, and shall have no financial 
interest, directly or indirectly in the work of constructing the building, or in any 
contract relating thereto. The commission shall choose one of its members to act 
as chairman and shall appoint a clerk, shall keep a record of its proceedings, and 
may act in any matter in which it has jurisdiction by a majority vote of the com- 
mission at any meeting at which at least three members are present and of which 
all the membere have had reasonable notice, or at which, at the time of action, all 
the members are present. Meeting may be called by the chairman or by a majority 
of the members. 
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Section 2. The comnussion is hereby authorized, id the name and behalf of 
the city of Lowell, to acquite, by purchase or otherwise, land within the limits of the 
dty, not already appropriated to public usea, and to erect thereon and to furnish 
and equip a public hall or auditorium for the use of the people of the city. The 
building ahall be known as the Lowell Memorial Auditorium, and shall be dedicated 
to the men and women of Lowell who were in the service of the country in the nara 
in which the United States has been engaged. It shall contain, in addition to a 
public hall or auditorium, other roomg and accommodationa neceggary or convenient 
for use in connection therewith, and shall be so designed as to afford suitable oppor- 
tunity for the inscription of the names of residents of Lowell who have served in 
said wars, and for the preservation and exhibition of records and articles of historical 
interest in connection therewith. The commission ahall have complete and exclusive 
control of the acquisition of land for, and the erection, furnishing and equipment of, 
said building, and the laying out of the grounds surrounding the same; it may make 
contract in the name of the city, and the city solicitor shall, without additional 
compensation, advise the coomusaion as to all matters within its jurisdiction, and 
shall prosecute and defend all suits arising from acts of the commission. The com- 
mission shall have and exercise, in accordance with the provisions of this act, all the 
corporate powers of the city under the law in respect to the purchase or taking of 
land for, and the erection of, said building. All contracts made by the commission 
ahall be signed by a majority of its membeta. 

Section 3. To provide the necessary funds tor carrying out the provisions of 
this act, the city is hereby authorized to borrow, outside the limit of indebtedness 
fixed by law, a sum not exceeding one miUion dollars, and to issue bonds or notes of 
the city therefor. Such bonds or notea shall be issued at such times and in such 
amounts as may be voted by the commiaaion, shall be denominated, Lowell Memorial 
Auditorium Loan, Act of 1919, shall be payable in not more than twenty years 
&om the dates of issue, and shall bear such rates of interest as may be fixed by the 
city treasurer with the approval of the mayor. The provisions of section fourteen 
of chapter seven -hundred and nineteen of the acts of nineteen hundred and thirteen, 
and acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto, shall apply to all loans made 
under authority of this act. 

The municipal council shall authorize the borrowing of money at such times and 
in such amounts as may be voted by the commission, and it shall be the duty of the 
treasurer of the city to execute the bonds or notes in the name of the city, and of the 
mayor to countersign the same. The city auditor and the city treasurer shall act 
for the commission as for other city departments. The city treasurer shall keep 
separate all funds received for the purpose of constructing and equipping the said 
building and shall pay the same as directed by the commission. The commission 
shall make a written report of its doings to the municipal council, and shall furnish 
a. detailed Btat«meat of its receipts and expenditures at the end of each financial 
year of the city. 

Section 4. Ail proceedings relative to the taking of land by the commission 
and the assessment and recovery of damages therefor shall be in accordance with 
the provisions of law relative to the layii^ out of highways. Whenever the price 
proposed to be paid for land for the purposes of this act is more than twenty-five 
per cent h^her than its avera^ assessed valuation durii^ the previous three years. 
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the land stutll not be taken by pvirchaae, but shall be taken by right of eminent 
donuuD. 

Section 5. The memben of the commisaion first appointed, with the exception 
of the mayor, shall contuiue in office for the term of five years after their appoints 
ment; provided, however, that upon the completion of the building it shall be turned 
over t« the city and upon its acceptance by the city and the appointment of the 
board of trustees hereinafter provided for, the term of office of the commission shall 
cease. 

Section 6. The board of trustees shall consist of the mayor, ex officio, and 
three members appointed by him and approved by the municipal council, for terms 
of one, two, and three years, respectively, and upon the expiration of the term of 
office of each member, a successor shall be appointed by the mayor, with the approval 
of the municipi^ council for a term of three years. Any vacancy occurring in said 
board shall be filled by appointment for the unexpired term in the manner of the 
original appointment. 

Section 7. After the completion and equipment of said building, the city may, 
for the purpose of keeping it in repair and for its maintenance and operation, appro- 
priate from current revenue, or may raise by taxation, such sums as may be deemed 
necessary, the same to be ercpended as directed by the board of trustees. 

Section 8. The board of trustees may, under rules and regulations to be pre- 
scribed by it, permit said buildii^ and the grounds or various parts thereof to be 
used, but no chai^ shall be made when the building is used for political meetings, 
for graduation ejwrcises or other meetings of any educational institution under the 
control of the city, state or federal government, or for any lecture, entertainment or 
other meeting to which the public is admitted without charge. Free use of the 
building or grounds shall not be permitted for any gathering where an admission 
fee is charged, dh^ctly or indirectly, or a collection takeo, or where any articles are 
sold from which any form of income or profit is derived. 

Section 9. The board of trustees shall, at the end of each financial year, make 
a "written report to the municipal council of its doings, and shall furnish a detailed 
statement of its receipts and expenditures. 

Section 10. An ordinance of the city of Lowell approved on the fifteenth dt^f 
of May in the j-ear nineteen hundred and six, entitled "An Ordinance to create & 
Conmussion to acquire a Site and to rebuild Huntington Hall", is hereby annulled.

In those troubled 
times there has been but one issue, — the winning of the war. The 
one issue of the war, the response to the call of President McKinley 
when there was work to be done, just as in '61 there was one issue 
and one answer rendered. Prosperity came to us after the wars of 
'61 and '98, and it is coming to us now, but the hearty co-operation 
of every man is needed, — co-operation of every man such as you 
who were willing to go to the front in '98 and again this year. 

"It is for your mutual interest to keep in close touch with legis- 
lation, national. State and county We want Liberty and Democracy, 
the same privileges we have been having, only safer. It strikes me 
from a non-partisan view that it is essential for j-ou to keep in close 
touch with legislation. 
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"The great issue shall we go forth to protect our country and 
safeguard the interest of our country? You know the answer. What 
it was then it is now. I think the country knows, and to all you 
men who made this perfectly safe, it b for us to give you everything 
that the country has as to preference, etc. Do all you can to co- 
operate with the boys just home; work and organize so that you will 
receive at the hands of the State Legislature, as well as national, all 
that is coming to you and all that the veterans so richly deserve."

FOURTH SESSION, SUNDAY, APRIL 27, 1919. 

The Encampment was called to order by Department Commander 
Timothy W. Kelly at 10.45 a.m. 

The colors were eacorted into the hall and prayer was offered by 
Past Commander Warren H. Cleary, Camp 56, in absence of the 
Department Chaplain.

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Senior Vice Department Commander in chair announced Timothy 
W. Kelly, Camp 3, re-elected Department Commander; Jere J. Shea, 
Camp 11, re-elected Senior Vice Department Commander. 

The Department Commander in chair announced that Department 
Surgeon Dr. Edwin D. Towle's name was withdrawn yesterday as a 
candidate for the office of Department Surgeon, and that the Encamp- 
ment had elected Comrade Dr. William H. Devine, Camp 4, Depart- 
ment Surgeon, 

The Department Commander announced that Department Chap- 
plain Rev. William F. Dusseault had been re-elected Department 
Chaplain, and the following Comrades had been elected delegates at 
large to the National Encampment: John T. Maloney, Camp 7; 
Walter Jones, Camp 44; Kalph S. Brown, Camp II; J. Rudolph, 
Camp 24; alternates: Comrades Everett E, Thompson, Camp 6; 
William H. Baldwin, Camp 23; WiUiam B. Munsil, Camp 10; Frank 
Dodge, Camp 19. 

Department Inspector Joseph F. Scott announced to the Encamp- 
ment that he was not a candidate for the office of Junior Vice Depart- 
ment Commander. 

At this time Past Commander David A. Jewell, Camp 20, was sub- 
stituted for Past Commander Herbert Allen on the Balloting Com- 
mittee. 

The Committee on Credentials reported as follows: —

There being no choice for Junior Vice Department Commander, and 
no vote being taken for Department Marshal on the first ballot, the 
Encampment proceeded to ballot for a second time at 11.03 a.m. 

The ballot box was closed at 11.20 a.m. 

Department Commander Kelly: "Comrades, regarding my report 
of yesterday, on account of not having the report of the Department 
Quartermaster I asked the privilege of finishing my report later in 
the Encampment in regard to the finances of the Department, and 
you accorded me that privilege. I wish to state that when the books 
were closed for the last Encampment there was a balance in the general 
fund of $143.80. When we closed the books of this administration 
we had a balance of $145.96, a gain of $2.09. There is also a balance 
of $61.19 from the last Department banquet, but as the Banquet 
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Committee's report is progressive, this balance will appear in the 
general fund of next year, and not in the balance of this year. If 
this committee'a report had been final there would have been a 
tottJ gain for the year of $63.28. When you consider that the cost 
of transportation in Massaclmsetts has advanced 40 to 60 per cent, 
the cost of postage 50 per cent, and other things accordingly, you 
can appreciate how we economized to save this money, having the 
same amount of money with which to work. There was on hand at 
the close of the previous administration $483.26. Our report shows 
$806.45 on hand April 26, a gain of $323.19. In explanation I want 
to state that the largest part of that increase was the $300 worth of 
Liberty Bonds purchased by vote of the Encampment last year. 
When the books of the Department Adjutant and Quartermaster were 
closed and audited, and their reports had been accepted by the 
Encampment, the Department had not been credited with the $300 
that was used to purchase Liberty Bonds. The first definite official 
mention of this money was contained in a supplementary report of 
the Department Quartermaster, when he recommended that Liberty 
Bonds be purchased; j^«t- wc find in t h e Enonmpmtul. rru eee dingo of 
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In explanation of this $300 worth of Liberty Bonds, I wbh to state 
that at the last meeting of the Department Council of Adminis- 
tration, prior to the 1918 Encampment, I suggested that we should 
take some action to insure our proper position in the line of the 
Liberty Loan parade. Department Commander Hedtler appointed 
me a committee of one to have our organization secure its proper 
place in line. I suggested that he add to the committee to serve with 
me Past Commander John A. Buswell, Camp 23, which was done. 
After Comrade Buswell and myself had conferred with the proper 
ofiicials of the Liberty Loan parade, and were assured of our proper 
place in line, I immediately put myself into communication with the 
members of the Lowell Camp, who have the largest national flag 
in Massachusetts, and requested them to loan the flag to be carried 
in the parade. This the Camp agreed to do, providing I would hold 
myself personally responsible for its safety. I agreed to this con- 
dition, and they forwarded it by express to me. I anticipated a 
collection in this flag. It was carried in the parade by the Comrades 
ERRATA 
Strike out lines 19 to 23, both inclusive, beginning with the word 
"yet" and ending with the word "authority", page 116 Proceedings 
of Encampment, Dept. of Mass., U. S. W. V., 1919, because inserted 
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of this Department, and $335.37 was thrown into the flag by people 
along the line of the parade. At the close of the parade I suggested 
to the Department Commander that he appoint a committee to have 
charge of this money, and he appointed Department Quartermaster 
George P. Field, Past Commander Gilbert W. Hunt, Camp 19, and 
myself. After defraying the cost of transportation, amounting to 
$3.07, the committee voted that $32.30 be given to Camp 19 for ita 
generosity in loaning the flag. As the money was not the property of 
any individual or the Department, the committee, working for the 
best interests of the organization, unanimously agreed that the bal- 
ance of $300 be placed in the hands of the Department Quartermaster, 
with the understanding that after the Encampment of 1918 had con- 
vened the matter be brought to the attention of the delegates with 
the recommendation that, as the money had been contributed in the 
Liberty Loan parade. Liberty Bonds be purchased and placed in the 
reserve fund of the Department. If there is no objection to my 
report of the financial affairs of the Department it will stand approved 
with that part of my report rendered yesterday." 

Upon motion of Commander Fred J. Reid, Camp 13, seconded by 
Past Commander Joseph Booker, Camp 46, it was voted to accept 
this portion of the teport of the Department Commander with that 
rendered yesterday. 

Department Commander Kelly: "Comrades, with your attention 
I want to introduce one of the most able and conscientious workers 
in the organization; one of the best men and one of the hardest 
workers and of the greatest ability we have, a Comrade who not 
alone leaves the Department of the District of Columbia to come to 
Ma^achusetts to make a visit, but goes to many other parts of the 
country to make visits at his personal expense. He will endeavor to 
explain to you the National Legislative Committee's program for 
national legislation, of which committee he is a member, and it is 
with great pleasure that I ask Comrade William L. Mattocks to 
state what National Headquarters intends to do along legislative 
lines." 

Comrade W, L. Mattocks: "Comrade Department Commander and 
Comrades: I noticed with interest yesterday and to-day that when 
a Comrade rises he announces his name and Camp. I am Comrade 
Mattocks of the Department of District of Columbia, the third largest 
in the organization, and the best in the organization. 
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"Now, Comrades, as Department Commander Kelly has said, I 
must speak along legislative lines of interest to the Comrades of this 
Department. In regard to the Widows' Pension Bill, it has come up 
year after year, and did not go over the top until last year. This 
year we are planning to put in an amendment to give the widows 
of the Spanish War $25 per month, the same rate as to the widows 
of the Civil War. 

"In the month of February, this year, through the efforts of our 
National Legislative Committee and our Comrades and friends in 
Congress, under the leadership of our Commander-in-Chief, Congress- 
man Carl C. Van Dyke, the Census Appropriation Bill was so amended 
as to grant preference in all executive departments and other govern- 
ment establishments to those who have served in the army, navy and 
marine corps of the United States, and who have been honorably 
discharged or released from active duty, 

"Comrades, this is a clause which the G, A. R has been fighting to 
secure for forty years. We got it, however, this year, it being taken 
up in the Senate by Comrade New, Senator from Indiana, and adopted 
without discussion. It went over to the House, and some very busy 
people got on the committee, and when the committee reported the 
Bill it did not provide for preference. Congressman Carl C, Van 
Dyke, Commander-in-Chief, took the amendment, and with the 
Legislative Committees of the G. A. R. and Spanish War Veterans 
went before the members of Congress and told them this was some- 
thing the soldiers wanted, as the G. A. R., after fighting for forty 
years for it, were too old to receive any benefit, but they wanted it 
for the boys coming back to-day. It will benefit some of our members. 
We have been fighting for recognition, — the recognition of men who 
have served their country in arms. 

"There is another thing I wish to speak about, and that b for the 
past year considerable agitation has taken place as to the effect on the 
organization of the Spanish War Veterans of the return of the men 
fighting in the great World War. Some think we are going to drop 
out. If you think that and act it we certainly shall. The one thing 
for us to do is to continue to do all we are asked to do. We want 
to see the boys organize because all veterans have common interest 
in a great many things, and what we should do is to encourage them 
to organize. With all due respect to the G. A. R., they extended a 
helping hand to us, but we only got started during the past few years. 
Do not be afraid we are going to lose out; we are gaining every 
day, and hope to gain." 
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Assistant Adjutant General G. E. Rausch then addressed the En- 
campment in the interests of organization and membership.

VI. This office will be open from 1 to 4 o'clock daily, but members intending 
visiting on specific buBineaa will make appointment in advance.

VII. In accordance with a resolution adopted by the Encampment, Camps are 
required to decorate and otherwise care for graves of aoldieis and sailors who have 
lost their lives in the present conflict until such time aa this duty is assumed by some 
other legally constituted veteran organization. Camp Commanders will see that 
the proper publicity is given this resolution in the newspapers in their respective 
districts. 

VIII. The Legislative Committee of the previous administration did not present 
any bills aifecting this organization or its dependents, but several bills were presented 
by individuals. While many bills were worthy of support, they should have been 
presented earlier in order that the Legislative Committee might have assisted in their 
passage. The Legislative Committee of this administration will be announced in the- 
next General Order. It is desired that all Comrades forward to Department Head- 
quarters all ideas affecting legislation in the interests of this organisation and its 
dependents. All such communications shall be accorded proper respect and be 
treated confidentially. Help us and we will help you. 

IX. Aa the number of our members re-entering the United States military and 
naval service continues to inciease it is the deaire of the Department Commander 
that the Department Historian be notified, just as soon as a Comrade has entered, 
state what branch of the service and any other information that might be of his- 
torical interest. 

X. It has been the custom for years to appropriate S25 for the expense of Depart- 
ment Headquarters. This is known as the Department Headquarters' Fund. No 
provision was made for this sum at the last Encampment. As it has been the custom 
to grant this, and as it is urgently required, the Department Commander requests 
that the matter be taken up and voted upon by each Camp as to whether it shall be 
available.

I. The bill granting pemdons to widows of veterans of the war with Spain, the 
insurrection in the Philippines and the Chinese Boxer uprising has now become law 
aft«r eight years of persistent effort. With this order you will find sample application, 
blank which you are asked to retain in your Camp files for future reference. It is 
your duty to communicate with every such widow in your district and have applica- 
tion for pension made to Fast Department Commander Richard R. Flynn, 123 State 
House, Boston, who will forward necessary blanks, etc. Act upon this without delay 
BO these widows may receive pension as soon as possible. Pensions will be granted 
from the day application is made. Application may be made through Commissioner 
Flynn by furnishing certificate of marriage and death of the husband, including name 
of organization or ship, date mustered in and date of discbarge. If the widow resides 
in some district of the Commonwealth that will make it difficult to go to the State 
House, have her take the papers to a, justice of the peace or notary in her district and 
be sworn, when they may be forwarded to Commissioner Flynn, who will handle the 
application without expense ; or she may take the papers to an attorney in her district, 
who will handle her application at an expense of SIO. The passage of this act should 
mean more members to this organization. Have your recruiting committee get busy. 
Comrades will bear in mind that the (250 income clause means net income from 
stocks, bonds, real estate, investments, etc., after deducting costs of repairs, taxes, 
etc. Neither does this clause mean income from daily labor. If the widow is em- 
ployed she is still entitled to draw pension. 

II. You are directed to forward names of delegates to the Twentieth Annual 
National Encampment immediately. Blanks for same are enclosed with this order. 
Per capita tax must be paid in order that delegates may have the privileges of the 
Encampment. This tax was due June 30. All those intending to attend the En- ' 
campment must notify the chairman of the Itinerary Committee, Comrade Fred R. 
Hesse, 41 City Hall, Boston, as soon as possible, in order to secure accommodations. 
Enclosed with this order you will find itineraries giving general information regarding 
the Encampment. The National Encampment Committee is endeavoring to secure 
the 1-cent rate, and if this is obtained these rates will be reduced accordingly. 

III. The following Comrades have been appointed to have cbat^ of the annual 
Department shoot, which wiU be held August 3, at 2 p.m., at the Navy Rifle Range, 
Wakefield: executive officer. Department Commander Timothy W. Kelly; chief 
range officer. Past Department Commander Richard R. Flynn; range officer, 200 
yards, Junior Vice Department Commander Edward T. MacNeill; range officer, 500 
yards. Department Historian Fred R. Hesse; statistical officer, Department Adjutant 
Dan D. Brothers; supervisors, Psst Commander-in-Chief Edward J. Gihon and Chap- 
lain-in-Chief Rev. William F. Dusseault; officer in charge of pit, 200-yard range.

No charge for ammupitiop, rifles, etc. No 
entrance fee is required.

Past Department Inspector Charles A. Flanagan, 
Camp 14, was elected chairman; Department Adjutant Dan D. Brothers, Camp 15, 
was elected secretary. The committee found that an attempt is being made to make 
it unconstitutional to present a bill to the State Legislature for preference, and is 
now working in close touch with Department Headquarters endeavoring to defeat 
this bill. The bill was introduced in the Constitutional Convention in 1917, and 
although its purpose and designs are glaringly injurious to veterans, the committee 
can find no record of anything having been done by previous adminiBtrations to op- 
pose it, and are now in the position of trying to do in ten days what should have been 
done in 1917. Comrades, this is of vital interest to you, and we must have your 
assistance. Enclosed you will find an alphabetical list of the members of the Con- 
stitutional Convention. See those from your district and your friends in other dis- 
tricts and ask them to oppose Resolution No. 264 and the redraft of this resolution 
which is now in committee. If this should become law it would mean that the men 
now in the trenches in France would be deprived of the rights and privileges usually 
accorded veterans. 

VIII. Our organization baa gone on record as caring for the graves of those who 
have fallen in the present conflict, and Camps are urged, in their usual semi-annual 
visits to the cemeteries, to see that these graves are properly cared for. It is very 
important that record be made of all burials from your district to other cemeteries. 
Where this takes place, immediately notify the Department Cemetery Committee 
so that the grave can be assigned to the proper Camp. 

IX. Camp Commanders are directed to have this order read, acknowledged and 
placed in the Camp files.

Thursday, May 30, will be observed as Memorial Day by all Camps of the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts, United Spanish War Veterans. 

A solemn observance of Memorial Day has always been of the highest importance, 
but its observance this year is of more than usual significance, — unusual, because 
this year will mark the close of the first half century during which Memorial Day 
has been nationally and officially observed; because it will mark twenty years since 
the close of the Spanish War; and because it will mark the close of the first full year 
of the entrance of the United States into the present and greatest conflict in history. 

The proper and reverential observation of Memorial Day is always subhme, even 
in times of peace. But when the Nation is at war, and the press daily carries the 
lists of dead and wounded, the true meaning of this day is brought forcibly home to 

Let every Spanish War Veteran, then, make an extra effort to pay a fitting trib- 
ut« of respect and veneration to the Nation's honored dead. No less a man than the 
martyred Lincoln, in the darkest days of the Civil War, discovered the Umitations of 
our language to mit^te grief, and learned how powerless were any words of his to 
assuage the anguish of those whose loved ones had been killed in battle. In the 
present time we, too, realize how powerless are any words of ours to assuage the 
anguish or mitigate the sufferings of the friends and relatives of those who occupy 
— and will occupy in time to come — the graves of a soldier or sailor of this Nation. 

The heroes who fought from '61 to '65 are fast passing away, and the duties which 
they have performed with loving care for fifty years have gradually devolved upon 
us younger veterans of a later war, to be in turn assumed by the veterans of the 
present war with Germany when blessed peace has been restored to the land and 
we, the Veterans of the Spanish War, have, in our turn, passed away, or have become 
too feeble to perform these sacred duties. 
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In this hour vhen this Nation ia engaged in a titanic strug^e that ahall determine 
the living future of democracy, we call upon all persons to show on this Memorial 
Day absolute and steadfast loyalty to their country by exhibiting proper gratitude 
to the Nation's dead. 

Nor is Memorial Day altogether a day of mourning and of sorrow. Since we all 
must die, is it not well that some of us are given the opportunity to die gloriously 
for our country? "Oh, but it is sweet to die for one's country," sang the old poet, 
and sorrowful though we may be, yet there is a wonderful comfort in the knowledge 
that our friends and loved ones have died honorably in the Nation's cause. 

How sleep the brave who sink to rest. 
By all their country's wiabee bleat I 
When Spring, with dewy fingers cold 
Returns to deck their hallowed mould. 
She there ahall dresa a sweeter sod 
Than Fancy's feet have ever trod. 

By Fairy hands their knell is runjt; 
By forma uiiBeen their dirge Is Bung; 
There Honor comes a pilgrim gray 
To bless the turf that wraps their clay, 
And Freedom shall awhile repair 
To dwell a weeping hermit there! 

And let ua not be downcast or doubtfiil aa to the ultimate result of this terrible 
war. The anna of the allied Nations must triumph. It ia unthinkable that God, 
in his infinite wisdom and mercy, could ever allow Germany and German frightful- 
ness to prevail against the peace, civilization and tranquiUity of the whole world. 
"Without a vision, the people perish," said Solomon, ages ago. We must have a 
vision to sustain us, and the vision that arises over the horizon of the shell-torn 
battlefields of France is one of despotism and cruelty crushed forever, and Liberty 
and Democracy arising triumphant and glorious to endure upon the earth forever. 

Sunday, May 26, has been appointed Memorial Sunday, and all Camps and 
Comrades should attend divine services in a body, either the special Spanish War 
Veterans' service, or in conjunction with Grand Army Posts. 

Sunday, May 26, at 10.30 o'clock, a memorial service will be held at Fenway 
Park, Boston, under the auspices of the Boston Municipal Council, U. S. W. V. 
Department officers and Post Department Commanders will report to the Depart- 
ment Inspector, acting Department Chief of Staff. The Spanish War Veterans are 
to have the right of line in a short parade preceding the servicea. The starting point 
of the parade will be at the junction of Commonwealth and Massachusetts avenues. 
About 70,000 are expected to attend this service, and it is the earnest desire of the 
Department Commander that every Comrade endeavor to attend. Camp Com- 
manders, when issuing their Memorial Day order, will direct the attention of all 
members to this invitation.

An unwtttTanted, uncalled-for and dastardly attempt is beiog made in the Con- 
stitutional Convention to deprive the men who are now in the trenches from obtain- 
ing the same rights and privileges that the veteianB of other wars have had, 

Mr. Ehner L. Curtias, chairman of the Civil Service Comnussion and member of 
the Constitutional Convention, has introduced ReBolution No, 264, and this resolu- 
tion is now before the State Adminiatration Committee of which Mr, Curtiss is also 
a member. This resolution, if it passes, provides that it will lie unconstitutional for 
veterans of any war to even present a bill to the Legislature for preference, 

Ex-Governor David I. Walsh is chairman of the State Administration Committee, 
and has been waited upon by a member of the Spanish War Veterans, and Mr. 
Walsh says his committee has decided to report this resolution unanimously, with a 
minor correction, which is to give veterans the same privileges that they now enjoy 
on their experience, etc. This concession, as you know, is of no benefit to any mem- 
ber of our organization, nor will it be to any veteran of the present war. 

It was intimated by members of the coounittee that the reason they proposed to 
oppose any preference is that when the present war is over a very large number of 
men will return and demand preference and get it, so that by passing this resolution 
there will be no opportunity to secure any preference until the next Constitutional 
Convention, which will not be for fifty or seventy-five years from now. 

It is of the utmost importance that you see delegate , who is a member of 

this committee, and urge upon him the necessity of changing his views. If he will 
not stand for a substitute bill giving preference to all veterans, at least have hin\ 
promise to do nothing that will do away with the present conditions, so as to leave 
the law in such a condition that returning soldiers may be in position to ask for pref- 
erence if they so desire. 

It is very u^ent that you act upon this immediately, and spare no effort to save 
to the men now struggliog in the trenches in Europe their rightful privileges.

Dear Sirs: — Besolution No. 408, which is a redraft of No. 264, has been re- 
ported from the Joint Committee on State Administration and Executive, and we 
ask that you study this bill. 

While our boys are struggling in the trenches we do not want to reflect upon their 
sacrifices and valor by legislating or amending the Constitution, thereby destro3^g 
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any privileges which they now have or may wish to aak from the State which they 
so nobly represent. This bill is so designed. It will bind future generations to a 
"camouflage" preference, which, at a ^ance, will be seen to be worthless, 

Om' government set aside a day to write encouraging letters to our struggling 
boys. Think you this knowledge would tend to encoura^ them? The sponsor of 
this bill has studiously avoided publicity, and by so doing has, unwittingly, rendered 
a very great service to our government. Publicity would be first-rate German 
propaganda. However, had he made it public be would have loosed such a volume 
of prot«st that you would probably have been saved the duty of considering it. 

Please note that this bill was introduced and reported by Mr. Curtiss. Is this 
not an unusual procedure? 

We ask you to consider those now displaying a service flag in which the stats are 
daily being made wer into gold, who, if the facts were made known, would rise in 
indignant protest. Is it fair to take this advant^e of the boys while they are defend- 
ing us and unable to speak for themselves? It would seem that the Constitutional 
Convention would prefer to consider opening new channels of reward for the sacri- 
fices made by these men rather than to close tke pretent sources. The world is just 
now aflame with the worth of our bo3^, and let us do nothing to dim this luster. 

Defeat this infamous bill. "Keep the home fires burning." 

We believe, for the best int«rests of the men in Europe, and the Commonwealth 
and Democracy, that this bill should be defeated. If our glorious country and this 
grand old Commonwealth is worth fighting tor, are not the fightera worthy of the 
privilege to ask laws of their Legislature, if they bo desire? 

We urge you in the name of common justice t-o defeat this bill.

While off Cuba he was requested by Cap- 
tain Sigsbee, of the ill-fated battleship "Maine," then in command of the auxiliary 
cruiser "St. Paul," to go ashore at Guantanamo and act as chaplain to the famous 
Marine battalion after their heroic fight. 

During the trouble on the Mexican Border he was with the officers of the 6th 
Regiment in Framingham, training the boys for active service, and when our country 
entered the European war he gave up all his church work and devoted his energies 
to the welfare of the boys and the winning of the war. In appreciation of his services 
he was promoted to major, enjo3^g the singular distinction of being the only chaplain 
80 honored. 

Mr. Duaseault is Chaplain of the Department of Massachusetts, United Spanish 
War Veterans, and has held the office of Chaplain-in-Chief for three terms. He also 
has the endorsement of our great parent organization, the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. He has been lecturer for the Massachuaette Volunteer Militia Publicity 
Board for seyeral years. He deUvered the address on the National Guard for the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company's Fall Field Day at Atlantic City, N. J., 
in 1916, and in June, 1917, again made the National Guard address under the same 
auspices at the Copley Plaza, Boston. At that time he was in the regular United 
States service. 

He was a niiiust«r of the Universalist Church, an able and forceful speaker, and 
is intensely American and patriotic. 

We advocate the candidacy of Mr. Dusseault, on his patriotic service and his 
long experience in work along similar lines, to that of Chaplain of the House.

To the Members of tite Massachusetts LegisUUure. 

SiBs; — On January 28 the Committee on Public Service gave a hearing on 
Senate Bill No. 87, aaking preference for veterans of the Spanish and German wars 
equally with veterans of the Civil War, with certain restrictions. (Read copy of 
Bill enclosed.) 

On January 29 the Committee on Becoustruction gave a hearii^ on several bills 
for preference, including Senator McKnight's bill, Mo. 283, which proposes to sus- 
pend civil service for two j'ears. There was much opposition to Senator McKnight's 
bill, principally on account of the effect it would have on the poUce and fire depart- 
mente, and because it gave no real or permanent preference. No such opposition 
was offered to Senate Bill No. 87. 

The question was raised by Senator Charles L, Gifford, whose father is a veteran 
of the Civil War, and besides drawing a pension of $40 per month from this govern- 
ment, is entitled to a preference in the civil service under the so-called Veterans' 
Preference Act, and has always opposed — to the present time — the granting of 
this preference to the veterans of other wars. "Don't you think the men would 
rather be given a sum of money for their services?" (Like the British gave the 
Hessians!) In answer let me say this; Although it is more than twenty years since 
the Spanish War, our organization has not asked the government to pension the 
men for their services. We, like the veterans of the World War, ask no charity. 
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but work! The Rev. Philip A. Nordell, Chaplain-in-Chief of the Grand Anny of the 

Republic, and a Comrade of Senator GiJIord's father, aaid at the hearing that the 
veterans of all wars sliould be given this preference aa a matter of justice. Now, 
these two gentlemen radically disagree. In your estimation, which opinion is r^t? 

It ie univeraally agreed that our boys did a very thorough job "over there," and 
you, sir, as a member of tlie Massachusetts Legislature of 1919, have the same op- 
portunity to do likewise. Do not consider temporary or anonymous propositions. 
Give the boys of this war what was given the veterans of the Civil War. 

Mr. Arthur H. Brooks, for many years a paid lobbyist for the Civil Service Reform 
Association, submitted a proposition to give the boys some sort of preference; in 
fact, every one seemed to agree that some preference should be given. The question 
was, how much? Mr. Brooks submitted another plan, somewhat different from his 
own, to grant a preference, and when asked by a member of the Commitfee on Re- 
construction ai to its author, he stated it was anonymous. Gentlemen know what 
class of people ujsually circulate anonymous matterl The person who did this is a 
paid agent of this same Reform Association. It is left to your judgment what weight 
should be given this person's evidence. Mr. Brooks, who endeavored to impress the 
committee with this anonymous matter, has persistently opposed preference, — to 
the present time, — ■ and would have you believe that the man who bared his breast 
to the furnace of fire is unworthy of any consideration from the government and 
State he so faithfully served. How does the opinion of Mr. Brooks impress you when 
weighed against that of the immortal Washington? I quote from Washington's 
address upon the dissolution of his army, Newburgh, N. Y., June 8, 1783; — 

Where la the mao who wishaa to remain indebted for the defence cf his own person 
and property to the esertione, bravery and blood of others without makinB one geaerous 
effort to repay this debt of honor and gratitude? In what part of the continant ahall 
we find the man, or body of men, who will not blush to stand up and propose measures 
purposely oalculated to rob the soldier of his stipend, or the public creditor of his due? 
SuSer me to recommend those of thja description belonginii to your State, to the warmest 
patronage of Your Excellency and your Legislature.

Comkadbb: — It will, no doubt, be of interest to you to know that for nearly fifty 
years the veterans of the Civil War, and for twenty-one years the veterans of the 
War with Spain, and "The National Tribune" (the soldiers' newspaper) have main- 
tained a constant ^ht to have an actual preference in public employment for the 
appointment, promotion and retention of veterans and their widows. 

The vicissitvideB of that fight, through all these years, have been so many and so 
important that it would take a volume to tell in detail. Every successive President 
has been visited, every member of the Cabinet and Congress has been importuned, 
and Legislatures have been besieged. The courts have been brought into the contest 
to interpret and enforce such measures of preference as have been secured. 
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In spite of all that could be done, in spite of Presidential ordeis, in spite of even 
some punitory legislation put through Congress by Speaker Cannon, the prefet«nce 
for veterans has been, at times, quite illusory, and the utmost that could be gained 
from the civil service was a concession giving veterans an eligibility slightly superior 
to that of civilians. £ven this concession became more or less of a camouflage in the 
hands of the appointing and administrative subordinates. 

The Civil Service Beform Association has always fought this preference on the 
grounds that it established a "privileged class" in the country. This fallacy has 
been made a convenience by Senatora, Congressmen and appointing afBcera to 
excuse themselves for not doing what they did not want to do. The sounding argu- 
ment that to give veterans a substantial preference would create a "privileged 
class," had no logical basis. The United States army and navy have always insisted 
upon the very best material for its personnel, and it is a matter of the highest public 
pohcy that the very best men should enter the army and navy, and that after that 
service they should be given a preference in public employment. There can be no 
question that the training and experience of men under the flag makes them far 
more capable and reliable public servants in any capacity than those that have not 
had the advantage of such discipline as to duty and responsibility. The army and 
navy to-day are made up of men of the highest ability, and from them can be selected 
the bestemployeesforour publioservice. There can be no contradiction as to this. 

This long fight has just ended in a complete and substantial victory for the ad- 
vocates of an actual preference. Comrade New, United States Senator from Indiana, 
had an amendment placed on the Census Appropriation Bill granting a preference 
to all veterans in all executive departmente and independent government establish- 
ments. His amendment passed the Senate and went to the House, where the igbt 
was continued. Our Commander-in-Chief, Congressman Carl C. Van Dyke, had 
the fallowing amendment placed on it, which a committee on Conference from the 
Senate and House adopted: — 

Provided, That whenever posuble, women and honorably discharged soldiers, aailora and 
marinea shall be employed in the poeitiotis herein provided for, if, in the judipnent of the 
director of the census, they are found to possess the business capamty necessary for the 
proper discharge of the duties of such positions. 

The conferees' amendment was in the nature of many futile provisions that have 
heretofore defeated the efforts of the Civil War veterans to secure a substantial 
preference. With this experience in mind, determined effort was made to have the 
House accept the Senate amendment. Comrade Van Dyke, our Commander-in- 
Chief, led the fight, and was assisted by the Civil War veterans and their friends. 
Comrade Van Dyke made a splendid fight, as can be seen in the columns of "The 
National Tribune," and lined up twenty-six Spanish War Veterans, members of the 
House, a solid phalanx which made a real "shock battahon" for the measure. Around 
Comrade Van Dyke rallied the friends of the veterans of the Civil War and the 
soldiers of the present war and their widows, and the measure was carried through by 
a magnificent majority. 

There is now an actual preference for all men who served the flag, and for their 
widows, at last written into the statutes of the United States, and the fifty years' 
fight of the Civil War veterans and "The National Tribune" is won. Preference 
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for veterans can ao longer be treated as "a scrap of paper" by the appointing and 
employing officials. A man who can present an honorable discharge, or the widow 
of such, has a ■prima facie preference for employment which must be given upon the 
mere presentation of the honorable discharge. 

It will rest with the appointing officers to find very substantial reasons why such 
a peiaon should not have the emplojrment as against the claims of any civilian what- 
soever, no matter what his influence. It is a righteous triumph which will be of the 
greatest benefit to the civil service of the United Slates. 

This great work on the part of the Grand Army of the Republic and the United 
Spanish War Veterans is entirely altruistic, advanced age precluding any Civil War 
veteran, and the age of the Spanish War Veteran being such that any occupational 
change would be a rarity. Knowing only too well the injustice perpetrated upon 
them, the older veterans would not stand idly by and see the lat«st veterans handed 
the same bitter pill of disappointment. 

This news is all taken from the colunmB of the "Tribune," of which Comrade

a SoLsiERB AND Sailors. 

Some well-meaning men and women arc organising aid asaociations to secure 
employment for returning soldiers and sailors. There is something humorous ia 
this when those in everyday life know that the crying need of the country at present 
is for helpers in every line of work from the railroads and manufactories, wharves, 
docks and delivery wagons down to the ordinary work upon the farm and the street. 

The most effective work that these soldiers' and sailors' aid societies could do 
would be to put themselves solidly behind the "National Tribune's" bill, which 

Sbction 1. Id all deparOncnts of the government a Bubetantial preference Bhall be 
siveo in appointmeotB and promotions to all those having an honorable discharge from the 
army or navy of the United States. Wherever such honorably diaoharged soldier or sailor 
has the adequate capacity for any work they shall be appointed or promoted in preference 
to those who have not such a primary qualification. 

Suction 2. Any officer in charge of appointments or promotions violating section one 
of this act will be held guilty of miademeaaor and subject to a fine of not less than one 
thousand dollars or more than tea thousand dollars, or imprisonment of uot less than 
thirty days or more than one year, or both. 

SEcnoN 3. All acts and parts of acts in conSict with this are hereby repeated. 
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Let ufl renuDd these soldiers' and sailors' aid societiea that the United States is 
by far the largest employer of workers in the country. There are hundreds of thou- 
sands employed by the different departments, and if the railroads should remain 
under government control this number would run up into the millions. Compared 
with these, employment by the great corporations in the country seems to be a 
comparatively minor matter. 

There is absolutely no reason why congress should not make a law eatablishii^ 
substantial preference. It does not create a preferred class, as the Civil Service 
Beformers have so persistently but weakly alleged. The army and navy have always 
been open to every able-bodied young American who desired to serve his country. 
Recently the voluntary soldiers have been vastly supplemented by the selective 
draft. 

Every one but a confirmed Botsheviki or I. W. W. will admit that the training and 
discipline of the army and navy are unexcelled as a preparation for any work in life, 
and that a discharged soldier or sailor will make a better public servant in any posi- 
tion he is capable of fillii^ than the man who has not bad such strict training and 
discipline. 

The discipline of the army and navy begina by insisting upon the highest physical 
condition, and it goes on to impress upon every man the highest virtue of alertness, 
fidelity and thorough sincerity in whatever work is given him. Army and navy 
discipliae is the result of centuries of the moat exhaustive study of methods by which 
to bring out of the young man the best that is in him. Consequently a man who has 
had this training must all the time be vastly superior to the youth who has been 
brought up in the "happy golucky" methods that now prevail in civil life. The gov- 
ernment should be served by the best class of men to be found within our limits, and 
no better class can be found than those who have successfully lived up to the rigid 
standards set forth in the army and navy. 

Then come the deep and strong sentimental reasons. The country owes every- 
thing to the men who, in times of emergency, have gone to the front to ofier their 
youthful courage and manhood to the defenne of the country and the establishment 
of our ideals of government. They have made sacrifices that the men who stayed 
at home have not made, and gratitude as well as the highest public poUcy indicates 
that the men who have done this should be gratefully remembered by the Nation, 
and given whatever they may desire in the shape of public employment. 

Let us therefore have a universal expression by all our people for the enactment 
of "The National Tribune's" bill into the permanent statutes of the country.

Resolvb relative to the disposition of battle flaos. 



Resolved, That his excellency the governor be authorized to cause the hattle 
flags of Masaachusetta oi^anizations which served in the war with Spain to be placed 
in the memorial hall of the state bouse, and that after the flags have been bo placed 
they shall not be removed from the state house without permission of the general 
court.

An Act to prevent the i 



Be it enacted, etc., as fotUtwa: 

Section 1, It shall be unlawful tor any person to display the flag of the United 
States or of Massachusetts, or any representation thereof, upon which are any 
words, figures, advertisements or designs: provided, kowener, that flags belonging 
to grand army posts, or fla^ the property of or used in the service of the United 
States or of this state, may have inscribed thereon the names of battles, and the 
name and number of the organization to which such flags belong.

part thereof as dance music, as an exit march or as a part of a medley of any kind. 

Section 2. Any violation of this act shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars. [A-pproved May g5, 1917. 



FLAG ETIQUETTE. 

The flag should he raised at sunrise and lowered at sunset. It may be raised at 
other times, but should never be left out at night, except when it is wnder the fire 
of an enemy. 

On Memorial Day the flag should be displayed at half-stafi from sunrise imtil 
noon, and at the peak from noon until sunset. 

In raising the flag to half-staff or half-mast, it should always be run to the peak 
and then lowered one breadth of the flag. In retiring it, it should first be nm back 
to the peak and then retired. It should never be allowed to touch the ground. 

When the "Star Spangled Banner" is played or sung, stand and remain standing, 
in silence, until it is finished. 

When the flag is passing on parade, or in review, if you are walking, halt; if sitting, 
rise, stand at attention and uncover. 

The flag should never be worn as the whole or part of a costume. As a badge it 
should be worn over the left breast. 

In decorating, the flag should never be festooned or draped. Always hui^ flat. 

If hung so stripes are horizontal, union should be in left upper comer. 

If hung perpendicularly, union should be in right upper corner. 

When the national flag and another flag fly from same pole there should be double 
halyards, one for each flag. 

The flag should never be placed below a person sitting. 
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When cturied in parade, or when crossed with other fltigs, the stars and stripes 
should always be at right. 

When the flag ifl used in unveiling a statue or monument it should not be allowed 
to fall to the ground, but should be carried aloft to wave out, forming a distinctive 
feature during the remainder ot the ceremony. 

When the flag is placed over a bier or casket, the blue field should be at the head. 

As an altar covering the union should be at the right as you face the altar, and 
nothing should be placed upoa the flag except the holy bible. 

The flag should never be reversed except in case of distress at sea. — From "Out 
Flag," published under the direction of the Secretary of the Commonwealth.

of such historical societies in the Commonwealth as may be designated by the secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth; one to the library of coi^ress; one to the library of 
each state and territory of the union; ten copies to the state library of Massachu- 
setts, and the remainder at the discretion of the secretary of the Commonwealth, 
preference to be given by him to free libraries.

Section 1. In every city and town there shall annually be appointed by the 
mayor of the city or by the selectmen o£ the town a. citizen of the city or town, 
preferably a veteran of the civil war or of the Spanish war, whose duty it shall be 
to see that the graves of all soldiers and sailors who served in the civil war or in 
the Spanish war are suitably kept and cared for. If the cost of such care and main- 
tenance is not paid by private persons, or by the trustees of the cemetery where 
any such graves are situated, it shall be paid by the city or town; and cities and 
towns are hereby authorized to appropriate money for this purpose. Money so 
appropriated may be expended directly by the city or town or may be paid over 
to the trustees or manager of any cemetery in which any such grave is situated;

section the words: — provided, hmsever, that each of the voluntary associations 
known as the Massachusetts Division, Sons of Veterans, United States of America, 
and the Department of Massachusetts, United Spanish War Veterans, shall be 
represented by members thereof, — so that the part of the section hereby amended 
will read as follows : — The whole number of said trustees shall not exceed twenty- 
one, of whom fifteen shall be members of the voluntary association known as the 
Department of Massachusetts, Grand Army of the Bepublic, the commander of 
said department tu be one of said fifteen. Three trustees shall, after the first Monday 
of M^ in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, be appointed by the governor 
by and with the advice and consent of the council, one to hold office for the term 
of three years, one for the term of two years, and one for the term of one year, be- 
ginning with said first Monday of May; and annually thereafter a trustee sh^ be 
appointed as aforesaid, to hold for the term of three years beginning with the first 
Monday of May in the year of his appointment.

Chapteb 587. 
An Act BEi^TrvB to state and uiutart aid and to the btiriad op indigent 

BOLDIERS ANb SAILORS. 

'Be it enacted, etc., at follows: 

SE<?noN 1. The commissioner of state aid and pensions, appointed under the 
provisions of chapter one hundred and ninety-two of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and two, shall perform the duties required of bim under the laws relative 
to state and military aid. He shall investigate, so far as the interests of the com- 
monwealth may require, all payments for state and military aid under the provisions 
of this act. He shall be a state agent for the settlement of pensions, bounty and 
back pay claims of citizens of this commonwealth against the government of the 
tJnited States, shall be allowed his travelling expenses when it is necessary for him 
to visit the city of Washington, and may expend for such purposes and for all other 
expenses necessary to the proper performance of his duties such sums as the general 
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court may appropriate. He shall fumiah information, prepare papers and e:q>e<life 
the adjudication of claims, and assist claimants in proving their cases, and shall 
keep a record of the work done in his office and make an annual report thereof to 
the general court. The deputy commissioner t^ipointed under the proviaoiia of 
Baid chapter one hundred and ninety-two shall be subject to the direction and control 
of ttie commiBsioner. In case the commissioner is temporarily absent or unable 
from any cause to perform the duties of his office, the deputy shall perfonn the 
duties of the commissioner until such absence or disability ceases. The commissioner 
shall receive an aimual salary of twenty-seven hundred dollars, and the deputy 
commissioner shall receive an annual salary of twenty-three hundred dollars, and 
each shall devote his whole time to the duties of his ofBce. The commissioner may 
appoint a chief clerk at a salary of fifteen hundred dollars a year, one agent at a 
salary of fourteen hundred dollars a year, one agent at a salary of thirteen hundred 
doUajB a year, one agent at a aalwy of eleven hundred dollars a year, one special 
agent at a salary of nine hundred dollars a year, one clerk at a salary of twelve 
hundred dollars a year, one clerk at a salary of one thousand dollars a year, and 
two clerks each at a salary of not more than one thousand dollars a year. 

Section 2. {As affected by chapter 467, Acts of 1010.] A city or town may 
raise money, and, under the direction of the mayor and aldermen or officers or board 
having the powers of mayor and aldermen, or selectmen, or, in Boston, subject to 
the order of the city council, as to the amounts to be paid to beneficiaries, but under 
the direction of the soldiers' relief commissioner, pay state or military aid to, or 
expend it for, any worthy person, subject to the conditions specified in this chapter, 
but wherever money is expended for a person within the provisions of this act, no 
officer of any city or town shall, directly or indirectly, solicit, direct, or in any way 
interfere with the recipient of such aid in the matter of the person, partnership or 
corporation to whom or to which, or the place at which, the recipient shall give his 
custom; and whoever violates this provision shall be subject to a fine of not less 
than twenty-five nor more than five hundred doUars. 



Section 3. A recipient of stat« aid shall have a residence, and shall actually 
reside, in the city or town from which such aid is received, shall not receive aid 
from any other city or town in the commonwealth nor from any other state, shall 
be in such needy circumstances as to require pubhc assistance, and shall belong to 
one of the following classes; — 

First Class, Invalid pensioners of the United States who served in the army of 
navy of the United States to the credit of this commonwealth either in the civil 
war, between the nineteenth day of April in the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one and the first day of September in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five, or 
in the war with Spain, which for the puii>oses of this act is defined as having begun 
on the fifteenth day of February in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, 
and as having ended on the twelfth day of Ax^ust in said year; or who served in 
the said army or navy in the military oi^anizations of this commonwealth known 
as three months' men, ninety days' men, or one hundred days' men, mustered into 
the service of the United States in April, May, June or July in the year eighteen

hundred and sixty-one, or in April, May, July or Aimuat in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and aixty-four; or who, having their residence and actually residing in this 
commonwealth at the time of their enUstment, either served to the credit of any 
other state in said army or navy, between the nineteenth day of April in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one and the eighteenth day of March in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-two, or served in said army or navy, having been mustered into 
the service of the United States, at some time between the first day of May and 
the first day of October in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-two, while having 
a residence and actually living in this commonwealth and while a member of one 
of the organizations of the volunteer militia known as the Boston cadeta, the Salem 
cadets, the eighth battery of light artillery, or company B of the seventh regiment 
of infantry; or who served in said navy, being one of the persons included in the 
list of officers, sailors and marines, prepared by the adjutant general in accordance 
with chapter fifteen of the resolves of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five 
and chapter eight of the resolves of the yeex eighteen hundred and eighty, having 
been apptnnted or mmtered into and having served in the said naval service of the 
United States while an actual resident of this commonwealth; or who served in 
the regular army or navy of the United States either in the civil war or in the war 
with Spain, having been appointed or having enlisted in said army while a citizen 
of this commcmwealth, having a residence and actually residing therein r provided, ' 
that the said pensioners were honorably discharged from their said service in the 
army or navy and from all appointments and enlistments therein, and are so far 
disabled by such service as to prevent them from following their usual occupations. 

Second Class, Dependent relatives of soldiers or aulors who served in the manner 
and under the limitations described for the service of said invalid pensi(H>ers, and 
who if they did not continue in the service of the United States awaiting discharge 
upon the official proclamation ending the war with Spain, or did not die in the service 
above defined for invaUd pensioners, were honorably discharged therefrom, as fol- 
lows: — The wives uid widowed mothers of such invalid pensioners who served 
in the civU war, and the widows and widowed mothers of soldiers or sailors dying 
in such service or aft«t their honorable discbai^ therefrom, and the widows, children 
and widowed mothers of soldiers or sailors who served in the war with Spain, dyii^ 
in such service or dying after their honorable disohai^ therefrom of wounds or 
disease incurred in such service, or dying while in receipt of a pension of the United 
States and the state aid of this commonwealth, and the wives, children and widowed 
mothers of such invaUd pensioners who served in the war with Sp^. Such children 
shall not be more than fourteen years of age, and shall have been bom prior to their 
father's discharge from said service and prior to the date of said proclamation. 
There shall also be included in this class the crippled or otherwise' helpless children, 
whether minors or adiUts, of soldiers or sailors who served in either of the said wars: 
promded, that such children are in receipt of a pensioD from the United States. 

Third Class, Dependent wives, widows and widowed mothers of soldiers or sailors 
who served in either of said wars in the manner required of said invalid pensioners, 
who appear on the rolls of their regimente or companies in the office of the adjutant 
general to be missing or to have been captured by the enemy, and who were not 
exchanged and have not returned from captivity, and whom the city or town officers 
granting such aid have good reason to believe to be alive, and the dependent children 
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of such Boldiers and sailors who would be entitled to receive aid in the second dass 
if their fathers had been invaUd pensioners because of service in the war with Spain. 

Fourth Class, Recipients of state aid as dependent fathers or mothers prior to 
the eleventh day of April in the year e^hteen hundred and sixty-seven who wete 
precluded from its receipt thereafter by the provisions of chapter one hundred and 
thirty-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-eeven; also fathers or 
mothers, the fathers being livii^ of soldiers or sailors who served in the war with 
Spain, in the manner and under the limitations described for the service of said 
invaUd pensioners and who died in such service, if such parents were receiving aid 
on the eighteenth day of May in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. No 
aid shall be granted to persons in this class unless in each case the mayor and aldermen 
or officers or board having the powers of mayor and aldermen, selectmen or, in 
Boston, the soldiers' relief commissioner, are satisfied, on evidence first reported to 
the commissioner of state aid and satisfactory to him, that justice and necessity 
require a continuance of the aid to prevent actual suffering. 

Fifth Class, Women who served not less than three months as nurses in the army 
hospitals of the United States between the nineteenth day of April in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one and the first day of September in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five, or who served not less than three months ss nurses in the 
army or navy hospitals of the United States between the fifteenth day of February 
in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, and the twelfth day of April in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, and who for three consecutive years next 
prior to the date of application for aid, shall have been actually resident in this 
commonwealth, and who shall not be in receipt of an annuity from this common- 
wealth; if the municipal authorities are satisfied, on evidence first reported to and 
found satisfactory by the cnmmiBsioner of state aid, that the service was actually 
rendered and that justice and necessity require the granting of aid. The amount 
of such aid and its duration shall be determined by the coramiBsioner of state aid. 

Section 4. A mfe of a discharged soldier or sailor shall not be held to belong 
to any of the foregoing classes nor receive state aid unless, if the service of the soldier 
or sailor was in the war with Spain, she was married to him before his final dischai^ 
from such service, and, if his widow, before the eleventh day of April in the year 
nineteen hundred and five, and if his service was in the civil war unless she was, 
if his wife, married to him prior to his final discharge from such service, and, if hia 
widow, prior to the twenty-seventh day of June in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety. The words "pensioner", "soldier", and "sailor", as used in this act, shall 
be held to include a commissioned officer, and the word "sailor" shall be held to 
include a marine. 

Section 6. Of the persons to or for whom state aid is paid under any special 
act or resolve, designating them by name, and passed after the first day of June in 
the year eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, or to or tor whom state aid was then 
being paid under any special act or resolve then repealed, all soldiers and sailors 
shall be held to belong to the first class, and all dependent relatives of soldiers and 
etulors to the second class of section three, notwithstanding the limitations of such 
classes; and state aid may be paid to or for such persons in the same manner and 
with the same limitations as it is paid to or for other persons of their respective 
classes; but no aid shall be paid to or for any person under the provisions of this 
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aection contruy to any limitatioii or coadition of the origmaJ special act or resolve 
authorizing state aid to be paid to or tot him. 

Suction 6. No state aid shall be paid to or for a person of the first class of 
section three exceeding in any one month three fourths of the monthly amount of 
his pension, nor exceeding six dollars in any one month; or to or for a person of the 
second, third, fourth or fifth class of said section exceeding six dollars in any one 
month; and no more than twelve dollars shall be paid to or for all dependent relatives 
of any one soldier or sailor m any one month. State aid shall not be paid to or for 
any soldier or sailor on account of service in the war with Spain, or to his dependent 
relatives, miless he enlisted or was appointed in the service of the United States 
after the fourteenth day of February and prior to the twelfth day of August in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight; but it may be allowed to or for volunteers 
mustered into the service of the United States in Massachusetts regiments after said 
twelfth day of Ai^ust but prior to the first day of Januai7, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-nine, who shall otherwise be qualified to receive the same, and to or for their 
dependent relatives. 

Section 7. Apphcants for state aid shall, before any payment thereof to them, 
state in writii^ under oath the name, age and residence of the person for whom such 
aid is soi^t, his relation to the person who rendered the service entitlii^ the appU- 
cant to aid, the company, regiment or vessel in or to which the officer, soldier or 
sailor enlisted or was appointed and in which he last served; the date and place of 
such enlistment, if known; the duration of such service and the reason upon which 
the claim for aid is founded; and shall furnish such official certificates of record, 
evidence of enlistment, service and discharge as may be required. The oi^inal 
papers in each case shall be filed with the commissioner of state aid, who shall from 
time to time provide each city and town with blank forms for the use of applicants 

ScenoN 8. Said commissioner shall determine all controversies between invalid 
pensioners and city and town authorities relative t^i claims tor state aid. He may 
refuse to decide on the necessity of tiie claimants for aid, but if he shall determine 
that the claimant is entitled thereto he may authorize its payment to him monthly 
for not more than one year, under such limitations as he may impose. An appeal 
may he taken from his determination to the governor and council,- whose decision 
shall be final. 



Section 9. The recipient of military aid shall belong to and have the qualifica- 
tions of one of the four following classes: — 

First Class, Each person of the first class shall have his settlement in the city or 
town aiding him; shall have served as a soldier, sailor, marine or commissioned 
officer in the manner and under the limitations prescribed in the first class of section 
three; shall have been honorably discharged from such United States service and 
from all appointments and enlistments therein; shall be poor and indigent and, 
by reason of sickness or other phj^cal disability, in such need as would entitle him 
to relief under the pauper laws; shall not be, directly or indirectly, in the receipt 
of any other state or miUtary aid, or of any pension for services rendered or dis- 
abilities incurred either in the civil war or in the war with Spain; and shall not, 
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under the laws of the United States or under the rules goveming any national soldiers' 
or sailors' home, be entitled U> admission thereto, and his disability must have 
arisen from causes independent of his military or naval service aforesaid; but the 
mayor and aldermen, or officers or board having the powers of mayor and aldermen, 
selectmen, or, in Boston, tbe soldiers' relief commissionet, if satisfied, upon evidence 
first submitted to and found satisfactory by the commissioner of state aid, that 
jiMJce and necessity require such aid to prevent actual suffering, may grant it to 
an applicant for a pension while his application is pending, or to an unmarried appli- 
cant for a pension while his application is pending, or to an unmarried appUcant 
for a pension who cannot obtain assistance at a national soldiers' or sailors' home. 

Second Class, Each person of the second class shall have his settlement in the 
city or town aiding him, and shall be an invajid pensioner entitled to receive state 
aid whose pension and state aid are inadequate for his relief, and who would other- 
wise receive relief under the pauper laws. 

Third Class, Each person of the third class shall have all the qualifications of 
peisoos of the first class, except settlement; and he shall have been a continuous 
T«sident of this commonwealth during the three years last preceding his receipt 
of military aid, and he shall be a resident of the city or town aiding him. 

Fourth Class, Each person of the fourth class shall have all the qualifications of 
persons of the second class, except settlement; and he shall have been a continuous 
resident of this conunonwealth during tbe three years last preceding his receipt of 
military aid, and be shall be a resident of the city or town aiding him. 

Section 10. A city or town shall not render military aid to a person of the 
third or fourth class until it has furnished to the ccmmisGioner of state aid such 
evidence as may be required that he is entitled to receive aid, and has received 
from said commissioner an order fixing the maximum amount which may be paid 
a month, and the period during which aid may be allowed, and stating such other 
conditions as the commissioner may impose relative to such aid. Such order may 
be revoked or modified by the commissioner by giving written notice to the city or 
town which procures it. 

Section 11. No person shall be compelled to receive military aid without his 
consent. No person shall receive military aid on account of his service in the war 
with Spain unless be was enlisted or appointed in the service of tbeUnitod States 
aforesaid after the fourteenth day of February in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-e^t and prior to the twelfth day of August in said year; but nulitary aid 
may be allowed to or tor volunteers mustered into the service of the United States 
in MasBachusetts regiments after said twelfth day of August but prior to the first 
day of January in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, who shall otherwise 
be qualified to receive the same. No person shall be compelled to receive military 
aid in an almshouse or other public institution, unless his physical or mental con- 
dition requires it or unless he bo electe; and, except in such case, it shall be paid 
to or expended for those persons only who Uve separate from persons receiving 
support as paupers. The mayor and aldermen, selectmen, soldiers' relief commis- 
sioner or the commissioner of state aid may require a person to whom military aid 
is granted to pay over his pension to them to be expended for his relief before he 
shall receive such aid. 
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Section 12. No person shall at the same time receive both state and mihtaiy 
aid. 

Section 13. State and military aid shall be paid to or applied solely for the 
benefit ot the pereon tor whom it is intended, and only bo much shall be paid to or 
for him aa may be necessary to afford him reasonable relief or support. It shall 
not be paid to or for any person who is able to support himself, who is in receipt 
of income or who owns property sufficient for his support, nor to an amount in excess 
of such amount as is necessary, in addition to his income and property, for his personal 
relief or support, nor to or for any soldier, sailor, penaoner, dependent relative or 
nurse if the necessity therefor is caused by the voluntary idleness or continuous 
vicious or intemperate habits of the soldier, sulor or pensioner on whose accoimt 
such aid is soi^t, nor to or for any person who has been dishonorably discharged 
from any national soldiers' or sailors' home or from the Soldiers' Home in ttus com- 
monwealth, unless the commissioner ot state aid, after a hearing, shall otherwise 
determine. State aid shall not be subject to the trustee process, and no assignment 
thereof shall be valid. No back state aid shall be paid, nor shall state aid be paid 
to or for any person convicted of crime unless the municipal authorities and the 
commissioner ot state aid otherwise determine, nor shall state or military aid be 
paid if the pensioner, soldier or sailor deserted from the service of the United States 
either in the war of the rebellion or in the war with Spain or is wilfully absent from 
his family and neglects to render them Buch assietance as he is able to give. 

Section 14. The full amount expended tor state or military aid by any city 
or town, the names of the persons aided and the classes to which they severally 
belong, the amounta paid to or tor each person, the reasons therefor, the names of 
the persons on account of whose Bervices the aid was granted, the names, if any, of 
the companies, regiments or vessels in which they respectively enlisted, or to which 
they were appointed, and in which they last served, and the relationship of each 
peison who was aided to the soldier or sailor on account ot whose services the aid 
was granted, and such other details as iho commissioner of state aid may require, 
shall, within the first ten days of the month following the month in which the ex- 
penditure was made, be certified, under oath, by the mayor, treasurer and city 
(Qerk of any city or a majority of the selectmen of any town disbursing the same, 
to said comimssioiter on blank forms to be provided by, and in a manner approved 
by said commissioner. The commissioner shall ewunine the certificates thereof and 
allow and endorse thereon such amounts as in his judgment have been paid and 
reported according to the provisions of this act, and shall transmit the certificates to 
the auditor. Said commissioner may decide upon the necessity of the amount paid 
in each case, and may allow any part thereof which he may deem proper and lawful 
and which, in cases ot payment to or for persons of the third or fourth class en- 
titled to receive military aid, he shall also find to have been made according to his 
orders; but he shall allow and endorse the amounts which he has specifically au- 
thorized to be paid under and according to his decisions authorized and provided 
for by section eight of this act. The whole of the amounts legally paid as aforesaid 
and so allowed for state aid, and all payments to or for peisons of the third or fourth 
class entitled to military aid, and one half of all payments made to persons of the 
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fiiBt or second cUbb entitled to military aid, but none of the expenses attending the 
payment of state or niilitary aid, shall be reimbursed by the conunonweaJth to the 
several cities and towns on or before the tenth day of November in the year after 
such expenditure. 

Sei^ioh 15. The commissioner may, with the consent of the governor, appoint 
as occasion may require, one or more disinterested peisons who shall investigate 
any claims against the commonwealth for state or military aid, may examine any 
persons to or for whom such aid has been paid, investigate the reasons therefor and 
all matters relating to the granting of such aid, and shall report their doings to the 
commissioner. The reasonable eiqienses of the commisaioner, and the expenses and 
compensation of any such disinterested person, approved by said commissioner, 
and allowed by the governor and council, shall be paid by the commonwealth. Mu- 
nicipal authorities who grant state or military tod shall from time to time after its 
original allowance make such investigations of the necessities and qualifications of 
the person aided as to prevent any payment thereof contrary to the provisions of 
this act. 

Section 16. The provisions of the preceding sections of this act and of special 
acts or resolves now or hereafter authorisii^ the payment of state or military aid 
to persons therein named, unless expiring by liroitation of their own provisions, or 
unless otherwise provided, shall continue in force until the first day of January 
in the year nineteen hundred and twenty, but such provisions as relate to the settle- 
ment of accounts for aid rendered by cities or towns previous to said date and to 
the reimbursement thereof shall continue in force for one year aft«r said date. . . .

Be ii enacted, etc., as foUows: 

The paragraph relating to the second class of recipients of state aid in section 
three of chapter five hundred and eighty-seven of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and fourteen is hereby amended by striking out the words "of wounds or 
disease incurred in such service," in the fourteenth and fifteenth lines, — so that 
said paragraph will read as follows: — Second Class, Dependent relatives of soldiers 
or sailois who served in the manner and under the limitations described for the 
service of said invalid pensioners, and who, if they did not continue in the service 
of the United States awaiting discharge upon the official proclamation ending the 
war with Spain, or did not die in the service above defined for invalid pensioners, 
were honorably dischai^d therefrom, as follows: — The wives and widowed mothers 
of such invalid pensioners who served in the civil war, and the widows and widowed 
mothetB of soldiers or sailors dying in such service or after their honorable discharge 
therefrom, and the widows, children and widowed mothers of soldiers or sailors 
who served in the war with Spain, dying in such service or dying after their honorable 
discharge therefrom or dying while in receipt of a pension of the United States and 
the stale aid of this commonwealth, and the wives, children and widowed mothers 
of such invalid pensioners who served in the war with Spain. Such children shall 
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not be more than fourteen years of age, and shall have been bom prior to their 
father's discharge from said service and prior to the date of said proclamation. 
There shall also be included in this class the crippled or otherwise helpless children, 
-whether minora or adults, of soldiers or sailors who served in either of the said wars; 
provided, that such children are in receipt of a pension from the United States. {Ap- 
proved April 10, 1917. 

LAWS BELATINO TO S0LDIEB8' RELIEF. 

Cbattbr 79, Revised Laws, as auehded bt Chapter 116, Genbkal Acts of 1916. 



Section 18. It a person who served in the army or navy of the United States 
in the war of the rebellion and received an honorable discharge from all enlistments 
therein, and who has a legal settlement in a city or^town in the commonwealth, 
becomes, from any cause except his own criminal or wilful misconduct, poor and 
entirely or partially unable to provide maintenance tor himself, hia wife or minor 
children under the age of sixteen years, or tor a dependent father or mother; or if 
such person dies leaving a widow or such minor children or a dependent father or 
mother without proper means of support, such support shall be accorded him or 
his said dependents as may be necessary by the city or town in which they or any 
of them have a legal settlement; but should such person have all the said qualifica- 
tions except settlement, his widow, who has acquired a legal settlement in her own 
right before the first day of January in the year nineteen hundred and ten, which 
settlement has not been defeated or lost, shall also be eligible to receive relief under 
the provisions of this section. Such relief shall be furnished by the mayor and 
aldermen or the selectmen, or, in the city of Boston, by the soldiers' relief commia- 
sioner, subject, however, to the direction of the city council of said city as to the 
amount to be paid. The beneficiary shall receive such relief at home, or at such 
other place as the mayor and aldermen, selectmen or soldiers' relief commissioner, 
may deem proper, but he shall not be required to receive the same at an almshouse 
or public institution unless his physical or mental condition requires it, or unless his 
parents or guardian so elects, in case he is a minor. 

Section 19. The mayor and aldermen of a city or the selectmen of a town 
shall furnish such relief without a vote of the city council, or of the town authorizing 
them thereto. Such relief shall be furnished only by, through or under the agency 
or direction of city or town officers who are authorized to disburse state or military 
aid. If the mayor and aldermen or the selectmen fail to furnish it, any person who 
is ^^eved may apply to the commissioners of state aid, who shall forthwith make 
a thorough investigation of the qualifications and circumstances of the applicant 
and shall determine the amount of relief, if any, to be given to him. Their decision 
atudl be final, but may at any time be amended or reversed by them. [Approved 
April 10, 1916.

Be it enacted, etc., as foUovia: 

Section 1. The provisioiia of section eighteen of chapter seventy-nine of the 
Itevised Laws, providing soldiers' relief for veterane of the civil war and perBona 
dependent upon them shall apply also to those, including army nurses, who served 
in the anny or navy or marine corps of the United States during the war with Spain 
or during the Phihppine inaurrection between April twenty-first in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight and July fourth in the year nineteen hundred and two, 
and to persons dependent upon them. 

Sectiom 2, This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved March SI, 
191S. 

Chaptbs 58, Gbnbkal. 

Be it efMcUd, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The provisions of section e^hteen of chapter eeventy-nine of the 
Revised Laws, as amended by chapter one hundred and sixteen of the General 
Acts of the year nineteen hundred and sixteen, shall apply also to the widows of 
thoee persons who served in the army or navy or marine corps of the United States 
during the war with Spain or during the Philippine insurrection between April 
twenty-first in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight and July fourth in the 
year nineteen hundred and two. 

SBtTTiON 2. This act shall take effect upon its passa^. [Approved March IS, 
1917.

Section 17. The mayor of each city and the selectmen of each town or, in 
Boston, the soldiers' relief commissioner, shall designate a burial agent, who shall 
not be one of the overseers of the poor or be employed by them, and who shall, under 
regulations established by the commissioner of state aid, cause properly to be in- 
terred the body of any honorably discharged soldier, sailor or marine who served 
in the army or navy of the United States during the war of the rebellion, or during 
the war between the United States and Spain, or the Philippine insurrection, after 
the fourteenth day of February, in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, and 
prior to the fourth day of July in the year nineteen hundred and two, and the body 
of his wife, widow or dependent mother, and the bodies of such army nurses aa are 
entitled to state aid under section three of this act, if they die without sufficient 
means to defray funeral expenses; but no wife or widow of any soldier, sailor or 
marine of the civil war shall be entitled to the benefits of this section unless she waa 
married to him prior to the twenty-seventh day of June in the year eighteen bun- 
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dred and ninety, and no wife or widow of any soldier, sailor or marine ot the Spanish 
war, or the Philippine insurrection, unless she was married to him prior to the first 
day of January in the y^ar nineteen hundred and ten. If an interment has taken 
place without the knowledge of the burial agent, application may be made to him 
within thirty days after the date of the death, and if upon investigation he shall 
find that the deceased was within the provisions of this section and the rules of 
the conunisaioner of state aid, he may certify the same as provided in the following 
section. 

Section 18. The expense of such burial shall not exceed fifty dollars, two dollars 
of which shall be paid as compensation to the burial agent who caused the interment 
to be made; but if the total expense of the burial, by whomsoever incurred, shall 
exceed the sum of one hundred and ten dollars, no payment therefor shall be made 
by the conunon wealth. The burial shall not be made in any cemetery or burial 
ground which is used exclusively for the burial of the pauper dead, or in any part so 
used of any cemetery or burial ground. Relatives of the deceased who are unable 
to bear the expense of burial may be allowed to conduct the funeral. The full 
amount so expended, the name of the deceased soldier, sailor or marine, the regi- . 
ment, company or vessel in which he served, the date of death, place of interment, 
and in case of a wife or widow the name of the husband and date of marriage, and 
such other details as the commissioner of state aid may require, shall be certified 
under oath to him, in such manner as he may approve, by the burial agent and the 
treasm^r of the city or town expending the amount, within ninety days after the 
burial; and said commissioner shall endorse upon the certificate his allowance of 
such amounts as in his judgment have been paid and reported according to the 
provisions of this act, and shall transmit such certificate to the auditor. The amounts 
legally paid and so allowed, with no expense for disbursement, shall be reimbursed 
by the commonwealth to the several cities and towns on or before the tenth day of 
November in the year after the expenditures have been made. 

Section 19. This act shall take effect on the first day of July in the year nine- 
teen hundred and fourteen, but so far as its provisions are the same as those of 
existing laws they shall be construed as a continuation thereof. [Approved May 29, 
1914. 



Under date of April 27, 1917, the following instructions were issued 
to burial agents by the Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions: — 

The act relating to the burial of indigent soldiers and sailors and their dependents 
has been amended by the present Legislature so that its provisions may apply if ■ 
the total expense of biuiat does not exceed the sum of SllO. Prior to the passage of 
this amendment, if the maximum amount of the burial expense exceeded the sum 
of $100, no part of the State burial -allowance of 860 could be authorized. 

I therefore deem it proper to acquaint the burial agents of the cities and towns of 
this change in the burial act, which went into effect April 10, 1917, and at the same 
time establish the following rules for the guidance of burial agents in compliance 
with the provisions of chapter 587, Acts of 1914: — 

Application for the State burial allowance shall be made to the biuial agent in 
every case within thirty days after the date of death. 
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When HO made, the burial a^nt is required to invest^te the case as to property, 
money, insurance, etc., and to prepare the application carefully on one of the blank 
forms furnished by the commisBiouer. It should then be signed find sworn to by 
the applicant, who must be the person responsible for the payment of tbe burial 
expenae, and when signed also by the burial agent, it should be forwarded to this 
office with a record of the soldier's or sailor's complete mUiiary or naval service, a 
certificate of death, and the bills for the total amount of the burial erpense. 

In the caae of a wife or widow who has not drawn State aid, a certificate of her 
marriage to tbe soldier or sailor should accompany the application. 

When the application is received by the commissioner, it will be acted upon, 
and if the case comes within the provisions of the burial act, payment will be au- 
thorized, and the application, with the endorsement on the back, — which is the 
authority for the city or town treasurer to make the payment, — will be returned 
to the burial agent, who should then prepare the Return of Burial form, and when 
be has signed and made oath to it, he should present it, with the endorsed applica- 
tion, to the city or town treasurer, who is required to sign and make oath that he 
has made the payment. 

The original application and the Return of Burial must be forwarded to this 
office by the burial i^nt, and a certificate of approval of the amount paid will be 
mailed by the commissioner at the end of the month following that in which pay- 
ment is made. 

K the burial application or the evidence forwarded therewith is not complete, 
the commisaiouer will write for the necessary information which rmist be promptly 
furnished, and it should be borne in mind that tbe burial act requires the completed 
papers to be forwarded to the commissioner in every case mihm ninety days a^ter 
the date of death. 

Burial agents will observe that the bills for the total amount of the burial expense 
are required, — not simply the total amount of the undertaker's bill, — and any 
additional evidence needed must come from the applicant. 

In the case of an army nurse, ail papers bearing upon the appointment and service 
should be forwarded to the commissioner with the burial apphoation. 

The agents should, when possible, confer with the undertakers before the inter- 
ment has taken place, and should notify them to present their bills inunediafeiy 
after the burial, and if payment is authorized, to call on the city or town treasurer 
for the amount of such payment as soon as the account has been audited. 

All applications must be first submitted to the commissioner for consideration 
and authorization before any pa}rment has been made by the city or town treasurer. 
la most cases the commissioner has in his office facts of much value in regard to the 
-financial condition, etc., of the deceased. 

Tk« bwial agents eon act orUy in casa in which either Vie death or the burial look 
place in the city or town in and for which Oiey were appointed, and may draw the 
amoimt authorized and pay it to the undertaker, or may give their order therefor. 

Burial agents are enjoined to exercise the utmost care in investigating and pre- 
paring burial applications, to the correctness of which they are required to make 
oath in the Return of Burial.

Sectton 54. Credit for Miutart and Naval Service. — Military experience 
is counted in the following positions: — 

Class IS. — Instructors and teachers in the State Prison, Massachusetts Re- 
fonnatoiy, etc. 

Class IS. — District police. 

Class 14. — Boston police. 

Class 15. — Outrot-town police. 

Class 16. — Metropolitan park police. 

Class 17. — Prison watchmen, etc, ao far as concerns work in the State Prison, 
Massachusetts Reformatory, Prison Camp and Hospital, in all of which positions 
age, height and weight limite are set. 

Claen 19. — Attendance officers. 

CidM SO. — Boston fire. 

Cla»» SI. — OutMjf-town fire. 

Class SS. — Foremen and inspectors of work. 

Class 33. — Deputy fish and gome wardens. 

Wherever examinations are held which are variations of the above or of unusual 
character, the Commission shall specifically pass on the question of granting addi- 
tional credit for military experience. 

Regular army or navy service for a three-year period shall receive 10 points; 
militia service for a similar period 5 points; service in the Spanish or Philippine 
wars, 10 points. Fractions of a term of service in the militia shall be recognized as 
follows: for one full year of service, where the man is separated from that semce 
through no fault or delinquency of his own, 1 point; for two full years under the 
same conditions, 3 points. In a similar way re-enlistments after an initial period 
of three years shall be recognized as above stated. Thus a man who served four 
years would receive 6 points; five years, 8 points; six years, 10 points. 

In the case of the applicant who has received promotion in the military service, 
he shall receive additional credit of 3 points for attaining the grade of sergeant; an 
additional 5 points for attaining the grade of second lieutenant. In case of military 
promotion to a higher rank than these, the case will be specifically decided upon, 
by the Commission. 

NATIONAL LAWS. 
VETEKAH PREnSEHCB. 
I. Preference in Orioikai, Appointment. 
Section 1. Pr^erence in Appnnlmei^. — Section 1764, K. S. (sec. 1, joint rea.. 
Mar. 3, 1S6S), provides that: 

"Peraona honorably discharged from the military or naval service by reason of 
disability resulting from wounds or sickness incurred in the line of duty shall be 
preferred for appointments to civil offices, provided they are found to possess the 
business capacity necessary for the proper discharge of the duties of such offices." 
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Section 7 of the civil-aervice act (22 Stat. 406) provides that "nothing heieip 
contained shall be construed to take from those honorably discharged from the 
tniUtary or naval service any preference conferred by the seventeen hundred and 
fifty-fourth section of the Bevised Statutes." 

Preference under the statute is confined to entrance into the civil service and 
does not apply in examinations for promotion or for the Philippine service. In 
examinations for promotion or transfer a preference claimant already in the classified 
civil service receives no preference by reason of his military or naval service. 

Sec. 2. Honorable discharge. — The discharge must have been honorable; a 
person dischai^d without honor can not be given preference. Retirement from 
active service in the Army or Navy on account of disability incurred in the line of 
duty, in accordance with section 1251 or section 1453, Revised Statutes, is not 
equivalent to dischai^ for disability within the meaning of the statute. 

Sec. 4. Digcharge rrnxst have been for disability. — Honorable discharge by 
itself confers no right of preference. The discha^e must have been for the reason 
stated in the statute, namely, "disabiUty resulting from wounds or sickness incurred 
in the line of duty," The fact that the claimant was sufTering from disability at 
the time of the termination of his military or naval service is not by itself sufficient. 
The disabiUty may not have been incurred in the line of duty or the claimant may 
have been mustered out of the service. Kejection for te-enliatment on account of 
disability incurred in the service is not conclusive that the claimant was discharged 
for disability. The fact that the claimant was sufiering from disability at the time 
of his discliarge which might ultimately have led to his discharge for disability does 
not entitle him to preference; neither does the fact that the claimant has been 
granted a pension for disability incurred in the line of duty. Enlistment may have 
been terminated, by mustor out or expiration of term of enlistment while the soldier 
or sailor was suffering from disability. The statute does not provide for preference 
in such cases. 

Sec. 7. Rating required in examination. — Section 2 of Civil Service Rule VI 
provides that; 

"All competitors rated at 70 or more shall be eligible for appointment, and their 
names shall be placed on the proper register according to their ratings; but the 
names of persons preferred under section 1754, Revised Statutes, rated at 65 or 
more, shall be placed above all others." - 

If the names of more than one preference claimant appear on the same register, 
the name of the daimant having the highest average percent^^ will head the list. 
When it is found necessary, on account of an insufficient number of eUgibles, to 
establish a register of ineligibles from which to make appointments, ineligibles 
allowed preference will be placed at the head of such register. 

Sec. 8. No age limits. — Civil Service Rule V, section 5, provides that : 

"The Commission may, with the approval of the proper appointing officer, change 
by regulation the existing ^e limits for entrance to the examinations under these 
rules; but persons preferred under section 1754, Revised Statutes, may be examined 
without regard to age." 

Sec. 12. Undasaified laborers. — Honorably discharged veterans of the Civil 
War without claim to preference under the statute, who receive physical ratings of 
.85 or more in an examination for unskilled laborer, are, under the regulations govern- 
ing the employment of laborers, placed on the register immediately following those 
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who are allowed preference under section 1754 of the Bevieed Statutes. This 
preference ie given in order to carry out the intendment of section 1755, R. S., recom- 
mending to "persons engaged in industrial pureuita" that honorably discharged 
soldien and sailors other than those discharged for disability be preferred for ap- 
pointment to remunerative situations and employments. For the same reason it 
ia provided in the regulations for the navy-yard service that such veterans shall 
be preferred for appointment in case of equality of ratings with others. 

II. pBEFBnsNCB IN Reddction of Fokcb. 

Sec. 14. Separations occasion^ by Teduetion of force. — An act of August 15, 
1876, 19 Stat. 169, contains the following: 

"Provided, That in making any reduction of force in any of the executive de- 
partmente, the head of such department shall retain those persons who may be 
equally qualified who have been honorably discharged from the military or naval 
service of the United States, and the widows and orphans of deceased aoldiers and 
sailors."' 

Sec. 15. Equal qtialijieatums. — ■ Whether or not a person claiming preference 
under this statute is "equal^ qualified" is a matter for determination by the ap- 
pointing officer.' 

Sec. 16. fierfudton in salary or rank. — The Attorney General, in an opinion 
of July 28, 1909, 27 Op. 490, held that ex-soldiers or ex-sailors are not entitled, 
under the provisions of section 1754, Revised Statutes, section 3 of the act of August 
15, 1876, and section 7 of the civil-service act, to preference over other personB when 
reductions in salary and rank are to be made, even though their quahfications are 
equal, but a preference in reductions in rank or salary of honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors due to reductions of force is now provided for by the proviso of 
section 4 of the act of August 23, 1912, 37 Sut. 413: 

The Civil Service CommisBion shall, subject to the approval of the President, establish 
a system of efficiency ratinicB for the classifiBd serrice in the several executive depart- 
ments in the District of Columbia based upon records kept in each department and

Such eystem sltall provide a m Jn' TPi iT" tatiog of efBcieiioy which must be 
attained l^ Bn employee before he may be promoted; it shall also provide a rating below 
which no employee may fall without being demoted; it shall further provide for a rating 
below which no employee may fall without beinz dismissed for ineffici^cy. All pro- 
motions, demotions, or dismiBsals shall be sovemed by provUioD of the civil-service 
rules. Copies of all records of effidency shall be furnished by the departments and 
independent establishmenta to the Civil Service Commission for record in accordaneo 
with the provisions of (his section ; Protided, that in the event of reductions being mado 
in the force in any of the executive departtneats do honoraUy discharged soldier or sailor 
whose record in said department is rated good shall be discharged or dropped or reduced 
in rank or s^ary. 

Any person knowingly violating the provisions of this sectioo shall be summarily 
removed from office and may also upon oonvictiou thereof be punished by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars or by imprisonment for not more than one year. 

The proviso of this section applies not only to reductiona in force and "does not 
prohibit the head of a department from conforming the salary of an honorably 
discharged soldier or sailor to the grade or character of work he may be colled upon 
to perform."' 

III. Reinstatement. 

Sec, 17. Cini-*ervice' Rule IX. — This rule contains a provision that the limi- 
tation of one year after separation, during which the requisition of the appointing 
officer for a certificate authorizing reinstatement must be made if at all, "shall not 
apply to a person who .served* in the Civil War' or the War vrith Spain* and was 
honorably discha^ed, or his widow, or an Army nurse of either war."* 

Sec. 18. Pr<x^ oj service. — The War and Navy Departments pass upon matters 
relatii^ to military or naval service, and the Commission is bound by their records 
respecting such service rendered by the person proposed for reinstatement and 
the cause of his separation therefrom. Unless the records of these departments 
show military or naval service in the wars mentioned, with honorable discharge 
therefrom, the Commission has no authority to issue a certificate for reinstatement 
after the time limit has e;q)ired. 

Service in the Post Ofl5ce Guards, Treasury Guards, War Department Rifles, 
and like organizations is not military service within the meaning of the rule. The 
privilege granted applies only to those who actually served as soldien or sailors in 
the Civil War or the War wi^ Spain and does not permit appointment by reinstate- 
ment after the year limit of those who, being in tiie service of the departments in

Sbc. Id. Widouis. — A woman who claims a right to reinstatement without 
regard to the time limit as the widow of a soldier must prove (1) military eervice 
of the soldier during one of the wars mentioned and honorable discharge therefrom, 
(2) the death of the soldier, and (3) that she is his widow. Separation from the 
service before marriage to the soldier does not affect the privilege conferred by the 
rule. The privilege given applies to the direct widows of such deceased soldiers or 
sailors; by remarriage such a widow forfeits the rights and privileges afforded by 
the rule, and a woman cannot be regarded as a widow when she is remarried, nor 
can she be recognized after the death of her second husband as the widow of her 
first husband.

Be it enacled by the Sertale and House of RepreserUatives of the United Slates of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and directed to procure a bronze medal, with suitable device, to be pre- 
sented to each of the several officers and enlisted men and familiea of Buch as may 
be dead, who, having volunteered and enlisted under the calls of the Preaident for 
the war with Spain, served beyond the term of their enlistment to help to BuppTesa 
the Philippine insurrection, and who subsequently received an honorable discharge 
from the army of the United States, or who died prior to'such discharge. 

Sec. 2. That the sum of $5,000 is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in 
the treasury of the United States not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of 
carrying this act into effect.

The folloning decisions of the Secretary of War aK published to the sjmy for 
the information and Euidance of all concerned: — 

1, Issue of the Philippines Congressional Medal for Enlistai Service in the Regular 
Army. — The medal provided for by the act of Congreae approved June 29, 1906, 
published in par^^ph II, General Orders, No. 125, War Department, July 9, 1906, 
will be issued by the Quartermaster General of tite army, upon application and 
proof of identity, to those men who enlisted, or re-enlisted, in the regular army 
between April 21 and Oct. 26, 1898, for service during the war with Spain, who 
were entitled to their discharge from that service under the provisions of paragraph 
II, General Orders, No. 40, Headquarters of the army, Adjutant General's Office, 
May 10, 1898, aa limited by paragraph 1, General Orden, No. 173, Headquarters 
of the army, Adjutant General's Office, Oct. 26, 1898, and who did not avail them- 
selves of the privilege of dischai^ conferred thereby but remained in the service 
to help to suppress tte Philippine insurrection, and who were subsequently honorably 
discharged as of that enlistment or re-enlistment, or who died in the service. Upon 
application this medal will be issued to the proper legal representative of any de- 
ceased enlisted man who, if living, would be entitled to the same.

1. By authority of the President, a service bMge with ribbon will be issued to 
officers and enlisted men who are in the military service of the United States on the 
date of this order, or at any time thereafter, and who served as officers or enlisted 
men in Cuba with the Army of Cuban Pacification between Oct. 6, 1906, and April 
1, 1909. The badge and ribbon will be issued as a part of the army uniform, gra- 
tuitously to enlisted men and at cost price to officers. 

Wab Depabtubnt, Tub Adjutaut Genbbai-'s Oimcii, 
Wasbmoton, July 1, 1915. 

The Secretary of War has authorized the sale of army campaign badges to former 
officers and soldiers, now in civil life, who have served honorably and in the cam- 
paigns named below. Arrangements have been made with the United States Mint, 
Philadelphia, Pa., to supply these badges upon receipt of 50 cents, accompanied by 
a statement from The Adjutant General of the army that the person named served 
in a certain campaign between the dates specified for that campaign. 

When requested, blank forms will be furnished by The Adjutant General of the 
army, who, upon verifying from the official records of the War Department that 
the person is entitled to purchase a certain bai^, will mail to the applicant a state- 
ment, which should be sent to the Superintendent, United States Mint, Philadelphia, 
Pa., tc^ther with 50 cents in cash or money order to procure the badge. Do not 
send money to The Adjutant General. 
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Circulars and blank forms will be furnished to Grand Army posts and other 
military societies for use of their members. 

Do not apply unless service has been rendered between the dates named. 
Badges are authorized by existing army regulations for campaigns as follows : — 

(c) Spanish campaign badge: For service ashore in, or on the high seas en route 
to — 

Cuba, between May 11, 1898, and July 17, 1898. 
Porto Rico, between July 24, 1898, and Aug. 13, 1898. 
Philippine Islands, between June 30, 1898, and Aug. 16, 1898. 

(d) Philippine campaign badge: For service ashore in — 
Philippine Islands, between Feb. 4, 1899, and July 4, 1902. 

Department of Mindanao, Philippine Islands, between Feb. 4, 1899, and Dec. 31, 
1904. 

In the following expeditions — 

Against Pala and his followers, Jola, Philippine Islands, April and May, 190S. 

Against Datu AU and his followers, Mindanao, PhiUppine Islands, October, 1906. 

Against hostile Moros on Mount Bud-Dajo, Jolo, Philippine Islands, March, 
1906. 

(e) China campaign badge: For service ashore in China with the Peking Relief 
Expedition, between June 20, 1900, and May 27, 1901, 

(/) Army of Cuban Occupation bai^: For service in Cuba with the Army of 
Cuban Occupation, between July 18, 1898, and May 20, 1902. 

(g) Array of Cuban Pacification badge: For service in Cuba with the Army of 
Cuban Pacification, between Oct. 6, 1906, and April 1, 1909. 

Only one campaign badge will be issued for service in any one campaign, and 
only one Indian campaign badge will be issued, notwithstanding the fact that service 
may have been rendered in more than one Indian campaign.

«gaii]Bt hostile Indians, or who have served in the Philippines, in China, or in Alaska, 
who are disabled by disease, wounds or otherwise, and who hare no adequate means 
of support, are Dot otherwise provided for by law, and by reason of such disability are 
incapable of earning their living.

HEADSTONES FOR VETERANS. 

Notice to Applicant. 

Write plainly and be careful to spell correctly the names of soldiers or other 
persona tor whose graves headstones are desired; if any of them served under an 
assumed name, both the true name and the alias must be given. 

Write the first or given name in full if known, as Chas, T. Jones instead of C. T. 

Where sotdier served with State troops, the State and arm of service (whether 
infantry, cavalry, or artillery) should be given; and in the case of a sailor or marine. 
the name of one or more vessels on which he served, and the approximate date of 
enlistment b required. The approximate dates of enlistment and discbarge should 
also be given where the soldier served in the Regular Army. 

By carefully observing these directions and giving the information called for in 
each colunm. delay will be avoided. 

Officers or Committees of G. J. R. Posis and oiAer persona having charge of securing 
headstones for soldiers buried in their vicinity should ascertain before ordering 
headstones whether or not the relatives or friends of the soldiers desire the head- 
stones or whether they intend to erect private monumente. 

Applications tor headstones, the receipt of which has been once acknowledged 
by this office, shotdd not be duplicaied: the headstones will be furnished as soon sa 
practicable. 

Note. 

Upon application to the Quartermaster General, U. 8. Army, headstones will 
be furnished for urnnarked graves of soldiers, sailors, and marines who served in 
the Army or Navy of the United States during any war or insurrection (including 
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the Revolution), whether regular or volunteer, and whether they died in the service 
or since their muster out or discharge therefrom. Headstones will be furnished 
also for the unmarked graves of Army Nurses who had regular or volunteer com- 

These headstones are of best American white marble, 39 inches long, 12 inches 
wide, and 4 inches thick, the top slightly rounded, and the portion of the atone 
which will be above ground when set is sand-rubbed; each headstone is inscribed 
with the name, rank (if above private), company, and State regiment, or other 
organization, to which the deceased belonged, cut in rehef, within a sunken shield. 
No deviation can be made from these specifications, which are prescribed by the 
Secretary of War, and the law does not provide tor any expenditure for fences or 
for any other purpose except for the headstone aa above described. 

No money allowance is made in lieu of furnishing headstones. 

Headstones will be shipped, freight prepaid by the Government, only to the 
nearest railroad station or steamboat landing; they will not be deUvered to street 
addresses or to the cemetery. 

SOLDIEBS' AND SAILORS' HOMESTEAD RIQHTS. 

CiRCUUH No. 302. 



1. Any officer, soldier, seaman, or marine who served for not less than 90 days 
in the Army or Navy of the United States during the Civil War and vho was honor- 
ably discharged and has remained loyal to the Government, and who makes a home- 
stead entry, is entitled under section 2305 of the Revised Statutes and the act of 
June 6, 1912 (37 Stat., 133), to have the term of his service in the Army or Navy, 
not exceeding two years, deducted from the three years' residence required under 
the homestead laws. 

Similar provisions are made in the acts of June 16, 1898 (30 Stat., 473), and 
March 1, 1901 (31 Stat., 847), for the benefit of like persons who served in the late 
War with Spain, or durii^ the suppression of the insurrection in the Philippines. 

2. A soldier or sailor of the classes above mentioned who makes entry as such 
must begin bis residence and cultivation of the land entered by him within six 
months from the date of filing his declaratory statement, but if he makes entry 
without filing a declaratory statement he must begin his residence within six months 
after the date of the entry. Thereafter he must continue both residence and culti- 
vation for such period as will, when added to the time of his military or naval service 
(under enlistment or enlistments covering war periods), amount to three years; 
but if he was discharged on account of wounds or disabilities incmred in the line 
of duty, credit for the whole term of his enlistment may be allowed. However, no 
patent will issue to such soldier or sailor until there has been residence and cultiva- 
tion by him for at least one year, nor until a habitable house has been placed upon 
the land. If the soldier's military service was sufBcient in duration to require only 
one year's residence and improvement upon the claim, the entryman must perform 
such an amount of cultivation as to evidence his good faith as a homestead claimant. 
If his military service was of such limited duration as to require more than one 
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year's residence upon the claim, he will be required to perform cultivation to the 
extent of one-sixteenth of the area of the entry, beginning with tho second year 
thereof, and if proof is not Hubmjtted before the third year he must also cultivate at 
least one-eighth of the entry, beginning with the third year and continuing to date 
of proof. 

3. No credit for military service can be allowed where commutation proof is 
submitted. 

4. A party claiming the benefit of his military service must file with the register 
and receiver a certified copy of his certificate of discharge, showing when he en- 
listed, when he was discharged, and the organization in which he served, or the 
affidavit of two respectable, disinterested witnesses, corroborative of the allegations 
contained in his affidavit on these points, or if neither can be procured his own 
affidavit to that effect. 

Periods of Service for which Credit mat be given in Lieu op Residence. 

5. In determining the righti of parties under sections 2304-2309 of the Revised 
Statutes the Civil War is held to have lasted from April 15, 1861, to August 20, 
1866; the Spanish War and Philippine Insurrection from April 21, 1898, to July 15, 
1903. 

No credit for military service can be given unless a soldier or sailor served for at 
least 90 days between the dates above mentioned. 

In computing the period of service of a soldier "who has served in the Army of 
the United States," within the meaning of that phrase as used in section 2304 of 
the Revised Statutes, the entrance of the soldier into the Army will be considered 
as dating from his muster into the service and not from his enlistment, if he wiks a 
volunteer; credit for military service in the Regular Army is counted from date of 
enlistment. 

An entryman having enlisted and served 90 days during any one of the wars 
above mentioned is entitled under section 2305 of the Revised Statutes to credit 
for the full term of his service under that enlistment, although such term did not 
expire until after the war ceased. 

6. A person who served for less than 90 days in the Army or Navy of the United 
States during said wars is not entitled to have credit for military service on the 
required period of residence upon his homestead, although he may have been dis- 
charged for disability incurred in line of duty, 

7. A person serving in the Army or Navy of the United States may make a home- 
stead entry if some member of his family is residing upon the land applied for, and 
the application and accompanying affidavits may. be executed before the officer 
commanding the branch of the service in which he is engaged. Such soldier or sailor 

■ is not required to reside personally upon the land, but may receive patent if hia 
family maintain the necessary residence and cultivation until the entry is three years 
old or until it has been commuted. The soldier's family in this connection is re- 
stricted to his wife and minor children. 

8. A soldier is entitled to the same credit for military service in connection with 
homestead entries under the enlarged homestead act of February 19, 1909 (35 Stat., 
639), as amended by the acts of June 13, 1912 (37 Stat., 132j, and February 11, 
1913 (37 Stat., 666) ; and under the act of June 17, 1910 (36 Stat., 531), which was 
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also amended by said act of February 11, 1913, as is allowed in connection with 

ordiDary homestead entries. 

9. Tlie special privileges accorded soldiers or sailora, ae indicated in this circular, 
are not subject to sale or transfer, and can only be exercised by the soldier or aailor 
himself, his widow, if unmarried, or hia minor orphan children. The adult child of 
a soldier has no special privileges in connection with the homestead laws on account 
of his father's military service. 



10. (a) If a soldier or sailor makes an entry or files a declaratory statement, 
and dies before perfecting the same, the right to perfect the claim, including the 
right to claim credit for the soldier's military service, passes to the persons named 
in section 2291, Revised Statutes; that is, to his widow, or, if there be no widow, 
to his heirs or devisees. 

(b) In case of the death of any person who would be entitled to a homestead under 
the provisions of section 2304 of the Revised Statutes, but who died prior to the 
initiation of a claim thereunder, his widow, or in case of her death or remarriage, 
his minor orphan children by a guardian, duly appointed and officially accredited 
at the Department of the Interior, may make the filing and entry in the same manner 
that the soldier or sailor might have done, subject to all the provisions ot the home- 
stead laws in respect to settlement and improvements; and the whole term of 
service, or in case of death during the term of enlistment, the entire period of en- 
listment in the miUtary or naval service will be deducted from the time otherwise 
required to perfect the title to the same extent as might have been allowed the 
soldier. (Sec. 2307, Rev. Stat.) 

Where a homestead entry is made under section 2307, Revised Statutes, by the 
widow or minor orphan children of a deceased soldier or sailor, compliance with 
law both as to residence and improvement is required to be shown to the same extent 
as would have been required of the soldier or sailor in making entry under section 
2304, Revised Statutes, except that credit wiU be given upon the three-year period 
for the entire term of the enlistment, not exceeding two j^ars, where the soldier or 
sailor died during the term of his enlistment, provided he served at least ninety 
days. 

(c) In case of widows the prescribed evidence of military service of the husband 
must be furnished, with affidavit of widowhood, giving the date of her husband's 

In case of minor oiphan children, in addition to the prescribed evidence of military 
service of the father, proof of death or remarriage of the mother must be furnished. 
Evidence of death may be the testimony of two witnesses or a physician's certificate, 
duly attested. Evidence of marriage may be certified copy of marriage certificate, 
or of record of same, or testimony of two witnesses to the marrii^e ceremony. 

Minor orphan children must make a joint entry through their duly appointed 
guardian, who must file certified copies of the powers of guardianship, which must 
be transmitted to the General Land Office by the registers and receivers. 

11. All homestead applicants who are not native-born citizens of the United 
States must have declared their intention to become citizens of this country, and 
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before submitting proof must be fully naturalized. An honorable discharge from 
the United States Army, or an honorable dischai^ from the United States Navy 
or Marine Coipa, after five years' consecutive service in the Navy, or one enlist- 
ment in the United States Marine Corps, is equivalent to a declaration of intention 
on the part of such soldier, sailor, or marine, and he may, therefore, make a home- 
stead entry without formally declaring his intention to become a citizen, but must, 
of course, perfect final naturalization before submitting proof. 

Revised Statutes. 

Sec. 2293. In case of any person desirous of availing himself of the benefits of 
this chapter, but who, by reason of actual service in the miKtary or naval service of 
the United States, is unable to do the personal preliminary acta at the district land 
office which the preceding sections require; and whose family, or some member 
thereof, is residing on the land which he desires to enter, and upon which a bona 
fide improvement and settlement have been made, such person may make the affidavit 
required by law before the officer commanding in the branch of the service in which 
the party is engaged, which affidavit shall be as binding in law, and with hke penalties, 
as if taken before the register or receiver; and upon such affidavit being filed with 
the register by the wife or other representative of the party, the same shall become 
effective from the date of such filing, provided the application and affidavit are 
accompanied by the fee and commissions as required by law. 

Sec. 2304. Every private soldier and officer who has served in the Army of 
the United States during the recent rebellion for ninety days, and who was honorably 
discharged and has remained loyal to the Government, including the tioops mustered 
into the service of the United States by virtue of the third section of an act approved 
February thirteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and every seaman, marine, 
and officer who has served in the Navy of the United States or in the Marine Corps 
during the rebellion for ninety daj^, and who was honorably discharged and has 
remained loyal to the Government, and every private soldier and officer who has 
served in the Army of the United States during the Spanish war, or who has served, 
is serving, or shall have served in the said army during the suppression of the in- 
surrection in the Philippines for ninety days, and who was or shall be honorably 
discharged; and every seaman, marine, and officer who has served in the Navy 
of the United States or in the Marine Corps during the Spanish war, or who has 
served, Is serving, or shall have served in the said forces during the suppression of 
the insurrection in the Phihppines for ninety days, and who was or shall be honorably 
discha^ed, shall, on compliance with the provisions of this chapter, ae hereinafter 
modified, be entitled to enter upon and receive patents for a quantity of public 
lands not exceeding one hundred and sixty aerea, or one quarter section, to be taken 
in compact form, according to legal subdivisions, including the alternate reserved 
sections of public lands along the hue of any railroad or other public work not other- 
wise reserved or appropriated, and other lands subject to entry under the home- 
stead laws of the United States; but such homestead settler shall be allowed six 
months after locating his homestead and filing his declaratory statement within 
which to make his entry and commence his settlement and improvement. (As 
amended by act March 1, 1901.) 
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Seic. 2305. The time which the hoiiieat«iid settler hfis served in the Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps, Hhall be deducted from the time heretofore required to 
perfect title, or if discharged on account of wounds received or disability incurred 
in the line of duty, then tlie term of enlistment shall be deducted from the time 
heretofore required to perfect title, without reference to the length of time he may 
have served; but no patent shall issue to any homestead settler who has not resided 
upon, improved, and cultivated his homestead for a period of at least one year after 
he shall have commenced his improvements: Provuled, That in every case in which 
a settler on the public land of the United States under the homestead taws died 
while actually engaged in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, of the United States 
aa private soldier, officer, seaman, or marine, during the war with Spain or the 
Philippine insurrection, his widow, if unmarried, or in case of her death or marriage, 
then bis minor orphan children or his or their legal representatives, may proceed 
forthwith to make final proof upon the land so held by the deceased soldier and 
settler, and that the death of such soldier while so engaged in the service of the 
United States shall, in the administration of the hopoestead laws, be construed to 
be equivalent to a performance of all requirements as to residence and cultivation 
for the f ull period of five years, and shall entitle his widow, if unmarried, or in case 
of her death or marriage, then bis minor orphan children or his or their legal repre- 
sentatives, to make final proof upon and receive government patent for said land; 
and that upon proof produced to the officers of the proper local land office by the 
widow, if unmarried, or in case of her death or marriage, then his minor orphan 
children or his or their legal representatives, that the applicant for patent is the 
widow, if unmarried, or in case of her death or marriage, his orphan children or 
his or their legal representatives, and that such soldier, sailor, or marine died while 
in the service of the United States as hereinbefore described, the patent for such 
land shall issue. (As amended by act March 1, 1001.) 

Sec. 2307. In case of the death of any person who would be entitled to a home- 
stead under the provisions of section two thousand three hundred and four, his 
widow, if unmarried, or in case of her death or marriage, then his minor orphan 
children, by a guardian duly appointed and officially accredited at the Department 
of the Interior, shall be entitled to atl the benefits enumerated in this chapter, subject 
to all the provisions as to settlement and improvement therein contained; but if 
such person died during his term of enlistment, the' whole term of his enlistment 
shall be deducted from the time heretofore required to perfect the title. 

Sec. 2309. Every soldier, sailor, marine, officer, or other person coming within 
the provisions of section two thousand three hundred and four, may, ee well by 
an agent as in person, enter upon such homestead by filing a declaratory statement, 
as in preemption cases; but such claimant in person shall within the time prescribed 
make his actual entry, commence settlements and improvements on the stune, 
and thereafter fulfill the requirements of the law. 
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
